ſelfe with the murther of thoſe they hated, 
bus, «s if they had beene the profeſſed Schot- 
lers of that inhumane nt whoſe Max- 
ee was, Pcrimat Tyrannus lenis, in 
regno meo mers impetratur, they heve 
inſulted over the perſons and lives of their 
fellow SubjetFs with moſt exquiſnteTortares, 
whipt ſome to Death, and ſtarvedothers : 
they have made it a Crime in ſome that th 
were neighbours to thoſe whom they perſecu- 
ted for Loyalty, puniſhed others for ſhewing 
them mercy : As if they would tell you, that 
they are not inferior 10 the worſs of all the 
Prymitive per ſecutors Diocleſian,by whoſe 
command (4s Euſcbius lib, 10. Chap. 
8. reperteth) all charity was forbidden to 
thoſe in Prijen, yea even to theſe whom they 
were bound to pitti by the Law of Natare, 
their kindred, &c.

Abour one aclocke a new Alarm is raiſed,that 200 ar- 
med Horſemen are diſcovered in a vault at Sir F.Lucas's, 

[hat they had killed nine men already, and were ifluing 

forth ro deſtroy the Towne. The ſhops are ſhurup in an 
inſtant , and the multitude thron ne thither rorake 
or kill theſe Cavaliers, And becauſe they find none there, 
they now ſpend their rage upon the houſe, they barter 
down the doores & wals,beat down the windows,teare his 
Evidenccs,detace his Walks and Gardens, doe any 
that may doe miſchieſe, Faggn thence they go to his Park, 
pull down his Pales, kill his Deere , drive away his Cat- 
rel]. And to ſhew that theit rage will know nolennde 
thar nothing is ſo ſacred or yenerable which they dare net 
ro violate , they breake into Saint Giles his Church, o- 

n the Vault where his Anceftours were buried, and 
with Piſtols, Swords,and Halberts, transfixe the Coffin 
of the dead. 

And now the Mayors care begins to ſhew it ſelfe, he ſers 
a Guard upon the houſe that no kurt ſhould be done un- 
to ir,yert that Guard ſuffered x00 {.worth of corn, (which 
at firſt was negleted as contemptible luggage)to be car» 
ried vu1t,and the moſt of it totheir owne -# a, Ancther 
guard he ſets vpon the Priſon, left the Priſoners ſhould be 
allaulred bythe people who were fo much incenſed againſt 
mz, 
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them,though ir had bin fic ro ſer ſome honeſt men.toguard 
them from thoſe guardians , who were as forward as the 
people ro drinke their blood,. 

On Thurſday comes down Sir Thomas Barrington and 
M.Grimfion, as a Committee from the Houſe, who com- 
ming inco the market place before the Prilon-doore (| the 
Town-Hall not able co receive the leaſt part of the mul- 
ticude) there publiſhed two Orders from the Houſe, one 
wherein OP Lucas and his adherents were proclaim- 
cd guilry ofhigh Treaſon fyr intending to afliſt rhe King. 
Another, wherein thankes were given rhe people for the 
good ſervice they had done , yer they wege told withall, 
thatcheir a& of Plundcring was againſt the ſenſe of the 
Houſe, Some of the agents in that work,produced a Prin- 
red Order of Parliament (not heard of before among ho- 
neſt men)by which they juſtiged what they had done ; Sir 
Thomas Barrington replyed that itwas afalſe and faigned 
Order , contrived by the malignant party ro rendet the 
Houſe odious,and very lovingly beſoughcthe people ro do 
ſp no more. And ind*cd the next weeks Diurnall tels us, 
chat «pox occaſion gf the outragions plundiring in Ellex, 
It was Ordered that thence for ward none ſbould Lune 
der but thoſe that were authorized by the Houſe to doe

Friday was defigned for the carrying up of the Traytors 
( Sir .lobm Lucas and ys r whom there was 
one Meflenger come from the Black-Rodde, and ano- 
ther ffom the Serjeant at Armes, (for the Ladics were 
declared no priſoners after rhey had lyen in the common 
Gaolc foure dayes.) Vhen the time of their departure 
was come, many theuſands of people were gathered toge- 
ther ( both of Towne and Countrey ) a Drumme being 
ſtruck up ro give them warning. The Coaches are come, 
and the Priſoners called forth z onely M. Newcomin they 
dared net carry forth as yer, becaule the people threarned 
ro teare him in pieces ; as aflecedly they had done , had

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nat M,Grimftex'scarc beene very great , who placing g 
Court of Guard on each fide of Sir Thowas Barring tous 
Coach trom the priſon doore, brought him forth unexpe- 
Qedly and put him into the Coach , the people then not 
daring to ſtrike or ſtone him, leaſt miſchiefe intended 
him ſhould light on Sir Th:mas Barrington. 

The Coach being guarded thus 2 mile our of Towne, 
they paſled on, ſuffering noother ſtrokes bur thoſe of the 
rongue (bitter Curſes and revilings ) and thoſe they mer 
withall abundantly, at Chelmerford;Row fort , acd in all 
the Townes whitherthe newes &f their T reaſon had gone 
before them , Str Joby Lucas's __ Horſes being car- 
ryed intriumph with the Coach all the way;at London Sir 
Thomas Rarringtagſcnt the Horſes to the Red 1502 , the 
Priloners to the Serjeant at Armes,where they remained 
all Sunday, not permitted to goe 15 Church with their 
Keeper ; on Monday they were ſent for rorhe Houſe,and 
commirred Sir Ioby Lycas tothe Gate-bouſe , M.Newco- 
win tothe Fleer. Immediately iſſued our a Declaration of 
both Houſes to the whole Kingdome,bur eſpecially to the 
Countie of Eſſex, ordered to be read imall Chu and 
Chappels;wherein for the better encouragement of good 
people (fo runne the words) it is told them that Sir Iobn 
Luces's Horſe and Armes are imployed for the ſervice of 
His Excellency, that Sir [obn, and M.Newcomin arc com- 
mirred to'ſeverall Priſons , and ſhall ſpeedily be brou 
to their tryall,to receive condigne puniſhmenr accordl 
eo their demerirs, Ns 

Sir Jobs I #cas was afterward enlarged, giving 40000 {, 
bayle to opgoer upon ſummons,and net ro depart Londen 
and the Suburbs without leaves M. Newcomin remainedin 
the Fleer from Asg.29. to Seps.24.being never called for, 


and at length diſcharged, 


Sit #iJliam Boteler of Kent, returning abour the begin- 
ning of April 1642, from his arendance, ( being - 
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Genleman Pentioner) on the King at Tork,then celebra+ 
ring Saint Georges feaſt, was by the carneſt ſolicitation of 
the Gentry of Kent , ingaged to joyne with chem in pre- 
ſenring the moſt honeſt and famous Peticion of theirs to 
che Heuſe of Commons, delivered by Captaine Kicherd 
Lovelace, for which ſervice, the Captaine was commirted 
Priſoner to the Gete-houſe , and vir Filliem goteler to

back doore , the, Houſe ſhould open unto them, This ſo 
reaſonable an anſwer could nor latishe unreaſonable n 
who it ſcemes were tcſolved to force the doore,rather then 
haze it opened, to give a peaccable admittance ; Therc- 
fore they revile the Groome, call him Roguc, and 
threatento kill him , not becauſe he would not , bus be- 
cauſe he could not give them entrance, And to make 
their threats , Sandes and Seatexcommanded ſome 
oft their Rour ro hold him up againſt his Maſters Hall 
doore,and bade ſome twelve or more Dragooners to give 
fire on him , which was done accordingly : on the word 
given, they thatheld him withdrew , nor ttuſting co the 
undiſtioguiſhing bullet, and preſcacly the Groome fell 
downe , by which mecanes hee eſcaped the fury of the 
ſhar, which rooke effec onely on the doore , and bear ir 
downe.

Being broughe 
imo the Bed-chamber , Saxdes demands wherher there

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yere no private Qur-let or Cloſet ? to lay all naked be» , 
.forc him , the Seeward tolds backe the Hangings , by 
which meancs the Colonel diſcovers a cloſe ftole which at 
-worſt could nor be ſo loathſome , as hee was before bee 
dyed ; This Gghr incaged him , not onely to revile the 
Sccward,calling him Rogue,but cruelly to beat him with 
is Polc-axc ; and having thus prepared him , he com- 
mands hiu1 upon no lctle paine then ihe lufle of his life, 
to reveale his Maſters Platc and Moncy ; andto inforce 
the dilcuyery from him , with drawne Swords they pri 
him , and force his» trom one roome to another. Ar laſt 
being come co the Dining Chamber,Colonel Seandes cau- 
ſes a dozen of Candles tobe lighted, and ſo robe held to 
and under the Stewards hands , and lighted Match to be 
applycd berweene his tingers,for the ſpace of a quarter of 
an houre, Sexdes himſcltc all che while looking on, com- 
manded both Candle and Match to be renewed, as often 
as cicher went our, or burne dull, In this Torment they 
continued the poore foule , untill both his hands were 
ſhamefully burax, not being able to relicye himſclfe by 
that diſcovery for which tortured him, Nor was 
their barbarous cruelty thus practiſed on the Steward on-

bur when this inhumagitic produced not the effeR they 
looked for , they broke up every doore , plundred every 
Trunk and Cheſt, and examined every darke place from 
the Cloſer and Cabiner vo the Powdring-Tub and Oven. 
Nay,the Cellar eſcaped nor their fury; What they could 
not drinke,cither Wine or Beere,they ler our and poured 
upon the ground. In this ſearch they found and carryed 
away five bundred pounds in money , and Tome ſtore 
of Armes, And becauſe the great adventures of yali- 
ang Knights muſt not beg torgotien , To the Eternal 
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fame of Sir #itk Sroocker we arc to tell you, that when 
the Ladies Cloſer was broken open, befides the charitable 
proviſions of Medicinal ©yrupes and Saves for the poore 
and the needy neighbours, all which were trampled under 
foot and {poiled, There were ſorac hoſpicable proviſions 
for Entertainments, as divers ſorts of Preſerves and other 
ſweer-mcats, and in theſe this doughry Knight had his fin- 

ger as deep as any, except a common ſouldier, who ſeein 
im fecd greedily on a Gally-por, and preſuming his 
judgement to be 200d in the choice, (for the Proverbe is 
crue which end fcever you y- foremoſt, A (1qu#/iſh tayle 
bath a liquoriſb tooth) rudely thruſt his whole fff all be- 
grimed and beſmeared in bloud and powder, into the por 
with him : which as it curned his Worſhips ſtomack for the 
time , {o it may ſerve as a ſure Prognoſticke, Thar it theſe 
diſtraGtions goc on,where the Gentleman hath his hager, 
the Clown will be ſure to have his fiſt. Bur co leave him ts 
his (weer-meats,which perchance may have a ſowre lawce, 
and returne tothe Colonell and his plundring Regiment. 
Being Maſters of the Houſe, they plurdercd and pillaged 
not onely Sir william Bvteler, but £11 his ſervants, men 
and maids, not only their cheſts, but their very pockets. 
Newes of this being brought to Sir ''3liam Boteler rhe 
next morning early by three of the clock, and finding by 
cheir threats, that his life was in danger, he reſolved to 
fiye for protcRion to the King at NetringbemIn his way 
thicher at ———_—_ in Nartbawpton-ſbire, he was 
ſeized on by the Countrey peoplegand by abour 150 Horſe 
conveyed hrſt roNorthempron,and tram thence to London. 
Abour the beginning of September he was brought before 
the Houſe of Commons,and there ina full Houſe waz ex- 
amined twice;to whom he gave a full andcleare fatisfaRti» 
on in every particular, ant being unimpeached,che whole

Brooke Felony and Bur , for breaking u 
his aſe inche alan Far” gb carrying away bu 
Money and Goods: and im Ge zuftice of the Houſe 
againſt chem. And now behold their great zeale of Juſtice, 
their care of the Subjefts Properrie, and the fre-dome of 
their perſons from ilegallimpriſonment,in ſtead of hark- 
nirlg to his juſt complaint, and relieving him in his lofſes, 
to keepe Magna Chirta inviolable , rhey Remand Sir 
1 iliam Bot-ler afaine Prifoncr tothe Gate-bo»uſe , where 
he remained for f1x months longer:art laſt being certainly 
intormed, that ir was really intended if nor ordered by 
the Houſe to ſend himto 1rſwitch , he indeavoured and 
efteed an eſcape from the Gate-bouſt , and got ſafe to 
Oxford, where he arreſted all theſe particulars. '

—__ ro Sir Henry Audiyes at prere-Church , whoſc 
houſe they Plundered of its furniture, and his Grounds 
and Paſtures of his Cattle, 

Others goe to M_Eraſmas Land a poore Miniſter of 
Lirzle Try, whole very name with theſe men was a Crime 
and reaſon enough to expoſe lum to their rage : guilry he

So little did 
either the hoary head and venerable old age, or the Pri- 
viledge of his {ſacred funRion afford him proreRtion from 
the inraged multitude: Many ſee him,ſome pirty him,bue

or as ſome ſay,bur ſuſpeRing rhac the poor womans houſe 
mighr hide M.Stevens his goods,they go co her houſe and 
demand them :; The woman denyes that ſhe hath any of 
M.Stevens his goods $ hereupon one of the Plunderers 
ftrikes her on tlic head with a Club with ſuch violeace, 
that her brains came our at her noſtrils, The poore weman 
being thus murthered, the bloudy Murtherers inſult over 
her, and ſay, that the juſt hand of God was upon her, for 
lying againſt her knowledge, and denying thoſe parcels 
of M. Stevens his goods thac were in her pollellion:ſo uſu» 
all a thing it js with theſe men ro blaſphcme God, and in- 
ritle him x0 all ghoſe wickednelles which they counnit on 
others, 

M,Edward Symmons Parſon of Rayne in Eſſex, in the 
Moachs of 7#xe and Zuly 1542, Preached againſt the fin 
of Rebellion and Diſobedience,and againft craducing the 
King, flendering the Ih p53 of Gods An'ynied, and refu- 
ſed to promote the Ciyill Warre (then beg ur) by Rirring 
up 
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up the people ro contribute » Plane, and Horſes, 
the maintenance of ſo unnaturall, fo deſtruQive a divifi- 
on as moſt of the Miniſters of thoſe parts did. This as ic 
was more remarkable in himſo it was more hainoufly ra- 
ken from him, in regard of his former intimare acquain- 
tance with M.S:eben Marſhaſl Parſon of Pixching field in 
Eſſex, the great incendiary of this unhappy war, and had 
given him the right hand of Fellowſhip:Hereupon he wag 
ent for to the Houſe of Commons by a Purſevant , and 
was told, Thar be being an honeft man ( bur of a differenc 
judgement fromthe Sence and Vote of the Houſe ) did 
more prejudice to the g601 Cauſe in hand , then a bungred 
Knaves, and therefore would ſuffer accordingly : which 
faying ſince that time, hath beene plentifully made good, 
and veriticd in many particular oppreffions & ſuſterings, 
unjuſtly inflifed on him and his whole family. 

Firſt,he was imprifoned and moſt illegally deprived of 
his libertic, for no other cauſe, but becauſe he would nor, 
contrary to the diftate of Religion , and his owne conſci- 
ence,countenance and promote an accurſed Rebellion a- 
gaiaſt his gracious Soveraigne. 

Secondly , he was refer1'd after to the Commirtee for 
ſtandalous Minifters , thereby to blaſt his Credir and Re- 
—_—_ in his Miniſtery: a moſt diabolicall and diveliſh 

urſe, and a work of him who # the accuſer of the Bre- 
thrin, to defame honeſt Orthodox Miniſters with the odi- 
ous name of $ca:»dalous and Malbgnants hnugh made ſo 
neither by error in doftrine , wickedneflc of life, or de- 
bauchnes of converſation, bur by the maligniry of a Vote, 
kaowing,that by this means,{uch Minifters do&rines and 
Teſtimonies will be of little or no credit afterward with 
the vulgar: tor had it been Scandal in a true and proper 
ſenſe , which they indeavoured to take away our of the 


Church,they would never have brought over his head, ſo 


ſcandalous,fo intamous a man to be LeQurer in hig Cure 
as they did: for r>the wonnding of M. $;amons his ſoule, 
and 
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and the indangering the ſoules of his Pariſhioners,one Le» 
muel Tuke is appointed LeQturer in Maſter Simmons his 
Church, a man by education a Weaver, and that had not 
ſo much as ſaluted cicher Univerſicy, yer while men ſlept he 
intruded into a Cure of Soules in Nottinghamſhire, frcm 
which ever fince the Parliament began he hath been a Non- 
reſident : for not long after the fitting of this Parliament, 
his Pariſhion-rs framed a Bill againſt him co the Lower 
Houſe, Articling againſt him, nox onely as negligenc, bur 
inſufficient in his calling : Nay they accuſe him of no lefle 
then Barrettry and Battery, Drunkenneſſe and Whoredome 
and ſome ſuch ocher finnes , which in the judgement of all 
honeſt men, make a man truly and properly ſcandalous : 
yet this man thus Articled againſt tv the Houſe of Com- 
mons as Scan:lalous, is thought worthy to be ſubſtituted as 
a Coadjucor in M.S:mmons his Cure,who onely was voted 
Scandalous becauſe not Rebellious: ſo that all the world 
m y judge whar it is to be Scandalous in this new ſenſe, To 
honour the King, and to live in obedience to the eſtabliſh= 
ed orders of th: Church. 

Thirdly, having preached that it was unlawfull to take 
up Armes againſt the King, and contrary to th: doftrine of 
the Scriptures to contribute to a Warre bs py Him, in 
oppotition to Lemue! Tuke , who labourcd to payſon his 
People with Scdition and Rebellion, afhrming openly, 
that in ſome Caſes ir was lawfull na onely to Refsft, bur 
(which I trembleto relate) ro (ill the King ; inſtancing in 
the example of Athaliah, 2 King. 11. yet the ſaid Toke is 
countenanced and encouraged , whereas Maſter Simmons 
for aſſerting the Truth, was ſummoned before the Com 
mirtee,' there to anſwer ay a Delinquent : who was fo farre 
from a.RerraRation, that he juſtificd the doRrine ; which 
he did fo fully, that one of the Committee was 'convited 
of it, » yer as he himſclte did, ſo he would have Maſter 
Simmons to withhold chat Truth in unrighteouſnefſe ; 
for Sir Thomas B&rington ( who was the man ) GELS 
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that it was a Truth and a Divine Truth, yet not fir ro be 
preached ar all rimes, no not by thoſe that were intrufted 
with it by God himlſclte, no though in might be in ſome 
danger of Impeachment. Ar laſt ueing charged to preach 
n2 more ſuch dorine, and putting in bayle, by the Con- 
mittee he is permirred to returne to his charge. Bur behold 
what it is to be vored a delinquent, or a Scandalous Mini- 
ſer ly the Commitee ; ic is to be put our of the prote= 
Rion of the Law , and expoſed to the fury of the peopic : 
for on his returne Oath is made before a Juſtice of Peace, 
that at Halſtead in Eſſex it was concluded that an hun- 
dred nacen from Cogſbhalt and Colchefter fide (ſome of that 
Crew chat plundcred Sir Febxz Lucas his houſe) ſhould 
ſuddenly ſurprize M. Simmons in his heiiſe , Plunder his 
oods, and cur off his perſon as one not fit to live, becauſe 
was (as they ſaid) againſt the Parliament : Bur by the 
good providence of God this conſpiracy was dilcovercd 
and prevented. 

Fourthly, they opprefled him in his State, for after his 
Rerurne home, ſceing the ncceffiry of oppoling thar in- 
undation of wicked: llc which was overflowing his Charge, 
and preſl:d earneſtly in conſcience according ro his dury 
and place , to labuur to undermine that throne of Sa- 
tan which by the Luxation of the nerves and finews of 
Government was like to be fer up both there and in all 
parts of the Kingdome, he bent himſclfe in his Sermon 
chiefly _ the prevailing finnes of the time, as Lying 
and Slandering, Rebellion and Treaſon, Pride and Op- 
preſhon, Malice and Cruclty : yet theſe Sermons by his 
malicious enemies were interprered linle better rhen 
Libells »gainſt the Parliament : and upon Informatjon 
ou he was ſ:nt for up , three or foure times, to the 

ower Houſe , to his very great charge and trouble , 
though when he came to London he was never called to 
anſwer tothe Accuſation. And becauſe he refuſed rocontn» 
bute yoluntarily to the maintenance of the Rebellion, - 
Mai 
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malicious Neighbours reſolved to cxtort it from him in 2 
ſeeming legall way : for in the races made for the Royall 
Subſidy, they raiſed him farre beyond his juſt proporuon, 
and thereforc inthe firſt rate,they lcized him twice as 

and in the ſecond almoſt thrice as much as themſelves ; 
contrived their bufinefle ſo cunningly, that they cauſed 
him eo be font for up to the Parlimenc while theſe things 
were in doing,and returned rates In to the Exchequer un 
his ſence; (has ſo he might not have the oppartunuty, by 
complaint of a juſt greivance, to zeleive himſelte. 

Laſtly, having by moſt unjuſt vexations exhayſted his 
Eſtare"and drayncd bs purſe : without hearing his defence 
indecd withour further ſummoning kim to appeare, they 
ſequeſter his Parſonage and Glebe,and Tyil e,and pur one 
Robe/8 Athins a (ranger into Cure ; and as they pur his 
Livelyhoad into a ftrangers hands, ſo they puc his Life ints 
the power of his enemies, who arc authorized to apprehend 
him, and carry him Prifoner to Cambridge : but upon In- 
timation given, he withd:ew himſelf, and l;aving all to 
the mercy of his Enemies, was forced by flight 10 ſqcusa 
his Perſen. 

And here by the way give me leave to obſerve ene thing 
to the Courreous Reader, and it is the Reaſon which was 
alleadged in the fequcſtrationof M. Simmegs his Parſon- 
age,and indeed is generally uſed in all theſe ſequeſtrations, 
and it is, For the bettes ſupply of an able and godly man in 
the ſaid Church : 1 wouli they coli toll us where we 
ſhould find theſe 1wo Epithices Able and Godly to meete 
in any one of thoſe which they have Subſtituted in the Re- 
venues and Imployments of thuſe Orthodox Divines, which 
they have baniſhed from thcir Cures and families : doc 
bur ſurvey the new Plantations which they have made, and 
you will think that Teroboams Prieſts were riſen againe 
from the dead, the loweſt and baſeſt of the people : for 
while honeſt, learned, and conſcientious men could not 
ſuffer themſelves to ena the baſe inftrumencs — 
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and ſeduce the Ignorant multitudes to comply wich the 
ereaſonable praftices of the hcads of this Rebellion, it was 
neceffary ro ſecke out and invite ſuch of the Clergy into 
their Party whomeither want of merite, or want of honeſty, 
had left deftiture ot meancs, and when Orthodox men arc 
diſplaced or driven away, and ſuch Trencher Chaplaines 

tin their placcs, we maycaſily guefle what worke is 
an hand, cvcn the alecration of the Government ; for while 
they are ſocarneſt buth to Preach and Print that other 
formes of Government are Gods ordinance as well as Mo- 
narchy, rhey will in time goe on te undervalue Monarchy 
in compariſon of the reſt : but to leave my diverſion and 
to returne to M. Simmons. 

His living ſequeſtrated, and his perſon expoſed to the 
licence of hus vcryeſt enemics,but he withdrawing bimſclfe 
from this torm*, and being out of their reach, they wreck 
their malice on his poor Wife and Children, and his aged 
Father : They threaten 'ro beat downe the houſe about 
their cares, unlefſe they would yeeld polleſlion to M. 
Athins : his father tor cutting dewne three trees on the 
Glebe for neceflary uſes, and an honeſt Parithioner for 
_ M. Simmons and plowing his Land, were moſt ma- 
licioully handled, and ſent for up before the Committee 
in the Excheguer Chamber : and when after all theſe 
threats and oppreflions they ſtill keep pofleſlion of the 
Parſonage houſe, having no place elſe wherein to purtheir 
heads, at laſt May the x5. Watt Tyler, I mean Watt Long, 
whom ſome call Coloncll Long, came with ſome Troopes 
of Horſe,and caſt his whole family out of doores, his aged 
Father, his Wife and three Childres, the eldeſt but ſeven 

cars old, and his ſcrvants : and ſo gave poſleſſion of the 
ſe to M. Athins. 

= He that deſires to be berer ſarisfied concerning this 

faithful Miniſter of God, and what raiſed this perſecution 

againſt him , let him have recourſe to that Learned and 

Orthodox Book of his latcly publiſhed, called, 4 Loyal 

Subjefts 
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Subjefts Beliefe, worthy every mans _— wherein he 
hall ſee a ſolid and ſarisfaRory Anſwer to all thoſe A 
menes divulged « tor, of a Lener by Stephen Ma he 
the great Patri-rch of Rebellion, whereby indeavours 
ro maintaine the Lawfu'nefl: of this preſene Warre againſt 
the King : In which Letter you may ſee the true charaRter 
of a Cauterized Schiſmarique, for as if he were afraid the 
World ſhould not think him ſcalcd up toa reprobate ſcmſe, 
and paſt all grace cf Repenrance, he tells us that as ſoon 
as hc hath recovered his health (much impaired by a hoc 
eager proſequution of this Rebellion) he intends to re» 
rurne (with the Dogge to his yomir ) et» Gcrifice his 
ſtrength te the ſervice of the Cauſ: and his Excellency, 
in all which, while 2 _—_ w free _ - i 
impuration of Madneflc, and a 'zeth gain a pre= 
alt report, that ry hs. Ih guilr had diftraRted 
him, he proves himlclfe to be madder then ever the 
World took him,

The great increaſe of Browniſts and Anabaptifts at Chelms. 
ford of late yeeres. Their abuſe of the Church,and Doftor 
Michelſon Parſon there. 7 heir Teiets in matters of 
Religion. © Maſter Cornelius « Miniſter plundered,&c. 


SSEX is a deep Country , and though we have 
travelled almoſt rwo weeks in ir, yet wee cannot 


ger out : Weare now at Chelmesford, which is the 
Shire-towne , and hath ia it two thouſand Coummuni- 
cans; all theſe are Pariſhioners of one and the ſame 
C 3 Church, 
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Church, for there is but one Church in this great Towne, 
whereof ar this time Door Michelſox is Parſon , an able 
and godly man. Before this Parbament was called, of this 
numerous ation there was not one to be named 
Man or Woman, that boggicd at the Common-prayers, or 
refuſed to receive the Sacrament kneeling , the poſture 
which the Church of _—_— (walking in the footſteps 
of venerable Annquity) by AR of Parliam:nt injoy- 
ned all thoſe which account it their happinefic tv be called 
her children. Bur fince this magnified Reformation was 
fer on foot, this Towne fas indced moſt Corporations, 25 
we finde by experience, are Nurccries of Fation and Re- 
bellicon) is ſo filled with SeRarics , eſpecially Browniſfts 
and Anabaptifis, that a chird part of opte refuſe to 
communicate in the Church-Lyrurgie , and haife refuſe to 
reccive the blefled Sacrament, unlefle they may receive 
it in what poſture they pleaſe ro take it. They have a- 
mongſt them two ſorts of Anabaptiſts ; the one they call 
the Old men or Aſperſi, becauſe they were bur ſprink- 
Jed ! the other they call the New men, or the Immerfi, 
becauſe they were overwhelmed in their Rebaptiza- 
tion. 

In Auguſt 1641. there was an Ordet pubtiſhed by the 
Houſe of Commons (indeed by ſome leadcrs in a Com- 
mirtec) for the raking away all Scandalous PiRures our 
of Churches , in which there was more intended by the 
Authors then at firſt their inſtruments underſtood , untill * 
inſtruſted by private infortnation how farre the People 
were to inlarge the mcaning. When this Order came 
forth, there was ſtanding in the Chancell a goodly faire 
Window at the Eaſt end, untouched fiom the firſt four 
dation of the Church, in which was paimed rhe Hiſtory 
of Chriſt from his Conception to his Aſcenſion : and to 
perpetuare the memory of the BericfaRors, in the vacihe 
places thete were the Eſchochions and Armes of the anci- 
ent Nobility and Gentry , who had contribated to the 

building 
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building and beaurifying that faire Rtruture, In obegi- 
ence to the Order the Church-wargens tooke downe the 
piRures - of the bleſſed Virgin , and of Chriſt on the 
Croll:, and ſupplyed the places with white glafle. Bur 
the SeRaries _ underſtood the ſenſe of that Order 
better then the Church- wardens , did reſt very ill facis- 
ſyed with this partiall imperict Reformation : Thar 
therefore they might , according to the phraſe of the 
times , mike a Thorough Reformation, on the Fift 
of November in the Evening , all the ScAaries af- 
ſemble rogether , and. in a Riorous manner with long 
Poles __ ſtones beat duwne and deface the whole Win- 
dow. 

This exerciſc of an uſurped power in the People with» 
out the Lawfull Magiſtrate, like that which Andreas Co- 
roloſtadzus put in practice in the Reformation under Lu- 
ther, and was ſharply condemned by him: and ind.cd 
gave the unhappy uccahon to that Schiſine which is hard- 
ly made up at this day : ſtirred the ſpirit of the Doctor 
to inveigh , the next Lords day , againſt Popular rumul- 
rwous Reformations, though tothe better : as being viti- 
ated, Firſt, by che dete@t of lawfull Authority, which 
cannat relide in the people : Secondly , in the untempe- 
rancy of the proſecution, who commonly caſt out one De- 
vill by another: aboliſhing Superſticion with S. dition. 
This fo incenſed the SeRatics thus to be oppoſed in their 
furious zeale, that they ihreatned the Door to ruine 
him it he preached any more on that fubje& : and to ler 
him ſce how welcome ſuch do&rine was unto them , :here 
was a Carbine diſ d at a window of that r60me 
where the DoReors uſuall abode was , the Buller paſled 
through the place, and in all probabiliry had ſlain kim, 
had not the good Providence of God (without which a 
Sparrow falls not ro the ground) divertcd him unexpe- 
edly from a buſincefle before knowne to be appointed 
for that place and houre, This defigne fruſtrated , abour 
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a forrnight after one of theſe new Proſelyres a young 
Clothier with others poſl:fled with the ſame frenzy came 
into the Church immediatly after divine Service was end-- 
ed, layd violent hands upon the Door, took him by 
the Throat, and would have torne his Surplefle off his 
back, and were ſo inraged, that had not ſome of his ho- 
n:{ peaccable Pariſhioners come to his reſcue, they had 
in all probability indangered his life : but whom they 
could not wound with their hands, they cur with their 
tongues, 4s with a ſha/pe-raxy ©: they revile him and call 
hin Baals Prieſt, and Popiſh Pricſt tor wearing the Rags 
of Rome, ny they cry out againſt him as a Perjured 
Perſon that had violated his faith ingaged in the Proteſta- 
tion, to abeliſh Popery, of which ( in their opinion ) 
wearing the Surplcfle was a part. Many attempts they 
made upon the Door and his Curate, afronting them, 
borh in officiating Divine ſervice, and adminiſtration of 
th= Sacraments ; bur they being countenanced by a con- 
fiderable part in the Towne, the SeRaries could not efte& 
what they deſired, untill at laſt inthe Months of Tune, 
Fuly, and Auguſt, 1642. they were animated by the com- 
ming of the Forces raiſed in Eſſex, Suffolge and Norfolk : 
for as they raiſed each Company it was ſent to Chelmesford 
the common RenJevourz, and there ſtayed untill they were 
made up three hundred or foure hundred, and ſo nt to 
London. In all the time of their ſtay there, the DoRor lay 
at the mercy of the Souldiers, who egg'd on by the Brow- 
niſtsand Anabaptiſts of che Towne, uſed his houſe as their 
Quarter, conſumed his proviſions for his Family, and cum- 
manded there as Lords : Amongſt many Outages 
"IN by the Souldiers , Three are moſt 1emark- 
able, 

Firſt, upon a Faſt day they ſend a Command to 
the DoRor that he ſhould not pray for the Biſhops, 
nor ſa much as make mention of taem in his lipps : 
nor uſe the Book of Commen Prayer, if he | 
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they threaten to pull him our of the Pulpit, and teare 
him in pieces : the Door not intimidated by their 
T hreat, gives order to his Curate to read the Prayers 
appoynced : which accordingly he did. The Souldiers 
right bred being Volunteeres of Colcheſter and Ipſwich; 
and rightly deſigned too, for my Lord Sayes own Regi- 
ment, fit Souldicrs tor ſuch a Leader, irreverently fit with 
their Haris en, make a noyle to drowne the Curates voyce, 
nay they cali w him to come gut of his Calves Coope, 
meaning the Reading=deske, and make an end of his 
Portage : the Curate remembting that adviee of our Savi- 
our not to calt prarles before Swine, nor boly things to 
doggs, gives over reading, unwilling to ex poſe the holy 
worſhip of God to fo toule contempe and ſcorne. Having 
thus'filenccd the Curare, their canmanders looking on, 
they violcntly take the Sacred Bible to teare ir, bur being 
reproved for it by Sergeant Major Bamfeild then preſent, 
they exchange the Bible tor the Booke of Common Pray- 


er : having it in their power in Solemne triumph they care 
rv it anto the ſtreers, and that which => Maityrs in{p>- 


red by the holy Ghoſt compoſed, and ſealed therruth and 
{anRirie of it with their deareſt blood, thele Savage Mil- 
creants rent in peeces : ſome of the leaves they tread un- 
der feer, ſome they caſt into the kennell, ſome they pled 
upon, and ſome they fixed on the end of their Clubbs and 
Cudgels, and in a Triumphant manner marched with 
them up and down the Towne. 

Secondly, about a weck after when the Do@or was 
in the Chancell there 10 interre the Corpes of a 
Gentleman lately deceaſed, theſe Souldiers ruſhed 
into the place with an intent to wo quick with 
the dead, te put the Door into the ſame grave, 
which they had done (for no ather reaſon but becauſe 
he uſed the forme preſcribed by the Clurch at buri- 
all of the dead) had he not been powertully reſcued 


by his Patithioners, 
Laſt ly A 
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Laſtly,when the glad Tydings were brought to Che/mes- 
ford chatE prſcopaty was voted down by the houſe of Com. 
mons, all uſuall expreſſions of an exultiag joy were uſed, 
amongſt the reſt Boonefires were kindled in every 
Kreet, but moſt of the fucll was violently raken from the 
DoRors wood-yard. And now the pile raiſcd and the fire 
kindled, they wantnothing bur a Sacrifice, this they reſolve 
ſhall be rhe DoRor himlſclt; ro this purpole the Separatiſts 
of the Towne afliſted by :wo companies of Souldiers, in 
the Evcning aflault him im h's houſe, ſeize upen his perſon, 
and are ready to carry him to the tire , here to throw 
him headlong into the middeſt of it : but [ome of his friends 
having information of the defign;go and acquain: the Com- 
mand-rs with the bloody intentions of their Souldiers, 
who preſently take a guard and reſcue th: Door out of 
their power as ſoone as ever they had ſeized on him, 

Since that oppreſled an4 worryed every day by rheſc 
ravenous wolves, he was forced to forfake his Charge ( as 
many other godly Miniſters are ) and to fly for his lite : 
leaving his wife and cight children to the m rcy of the Re- 
bels, who have deprived his family of all their livelyhood, 
and cxpoſcd them to exrreame want : Nay, they have 
ſeverall times broken violently into his h uſe under pre- 
rence to ſearch for him, and have held Piſtolls cocked, and 
Swords drawn, at the breaſts of his Children and Servancs, 
charging them upon thcir lives toreveale where the DoRor 
Was. 

It was lately certified from thence by a chicfe Member 
of that Towne and no friend of the DoRors, that he finds 
the caſe there to be tarre worſe then he expeRed, for while 
they hoped that the power being (Traytcrouſly) wreſted 
out of the Kings hand, they ſhould have ſhared it amongſt 
themſelves, they find that either the power is fallen ine 
their hands that are farre bencath them, or elſe hath raiſ- 
ed theſe men up far above them , for as he writes, the 
Town is governed by a Tinker , two Coblers, two Taylors 

two Pedlers,&c. And 
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And that the World may ſee what a Syſteme of Divini- 
ty theſe Coblers and Taylors are like in time to Qiich ro- 
gether, and whar Principles they intend to Rule by, I ſhal 
here ſer down certain pteparatory preluſory Propoſitions 
which they uiually Preach (for Preach they doe) to their 
infatuated Diſciples, and by them are reccived as the di- 
vine Oracles of God : and you ſhall bave them in their 
own2 Termes : viz, 

Firſt, That Kings are the burdens and plagues of thoſe 
people or Nations over which they governe. 

Secondly, That the relation of Maſter and Servant hath 
no ground o' witrrant in the New Teſtament , but rather 
the contra'y : for there we read , In Chriſt Jeſus there is 
neither bond nor free, and, we are all one in Chriſt. 

Thirdly, That the Honowrs and Titles of Dukes, Mar. 
queſſ*s, Earls, Viſcounts, Lords, Knights, «nd Gentlemen 
are but Ethuicak and Heatheniſh diftinftions among ft 
Chriſtians. 

Feurthly, That one man ſhould bave a Thouſand pounds 
& yeure, and another not one pound, perhaps not ſo much, 
but muſt lrwe by the ſweat of bis browes , and muſt labour 
before he eate , bath ws ground, neither in Nature of it 
Scripture, 

Fifrly, That the common people beretofore kept under 
blinaneſſe andl ignorance, have a long time yeelded them- 
ſelves ſervents nay ſlaves to the Nobvity and Gentry : but 
God bath'now opened thei7 eyes, aud diſcovered unto them 
their Chriſtian liberty : and that therefore it us now fit that 
the Nobility and G entry ſhould [erve their ſervants, of at 
leaſt work for their ewne maintenance ; and if they will not 
wort , they ougbt not to eate. 

Siuly, That Learning hath alwayes been an enemy to 
the Goſpel, and that it were a happy thing if there were ng 
naiverfitres, and all Books burnt except the Bib/e. 

Seventhly,That any man whom God bath (as they call it) 
Gifted, may be choſin by the Congregation for therr m__ 

0 
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and that impoſition of hands by the Bijhip and Presbytiiec 
are meere Popiſh Innovations. 

What more additions to theſe monſtrous Opinions, the 
wilinetle of ſuch mens braines, a«liſt d by the cunning of 
the Devill, and incouraged by th- rſurped yower of theſe 
times may proJluce,we muſt I.ave to th: diſcovery of time. 
In the incerm (good Re:dery ſtand am1zed, and wonder 
at this excellent patterns of the intenced bl: fled Reforma- 
tion. Had not God, to prepare us for deſtruſtion, depri- 
ved us of knowledge, had he not cloſed our cyes that we 
ſhould not ſee , an.! hardned our hearts that we fhould not 
underſtand, w-te we not a people as the Prophct ſpeaks, 
forſaken and mcted our for deſtruRion, it could not be, bur 
that Mankind would riſe up againſt this Generation of Vi- 
pers and thcir ProteRo1s, and twcep them away, to uſe the 
Metaphor of th: holy Ghoſt, with the beeſome of deſt/u. 
flion, who if a while connived at , will prove moths fret- 


ting to th: deſtruRion both of Church and State : for in 
this Modell you may ſe the Babel which is now in build- 
ing, and the budding forth of thoſe Brambles, our of 
which (if nor timely quenched) will come forth a fire (as 
it is in Fotbams Parable) which will devoure the Cedars 
of Lebanon. 

The ſame godly Reformers which front Maſter 


Land before mentioned, came afterwards to Maſter Corne- 
lis Parſon of Peldon in the ſame County of Eſſex , whom 

they rub of all his goods within doores and withour : 
ſpared not his Library, nor his Wives Child-bed Linnen, 
though the was great with Child, and in danger by the 
row ſhe took ar their comming, to have occaſion to 
make uſe of them before her due tune , they plunder him 
to the yaluc of foure hundred pounds, a very great ſumme 
in a poore Clergic-mans purſe, eſpccially as theſe times 
Ge.

he ſhould in vaine exp<& Juſtice where he found Oppreſ- 
lion, trom the _ goers to Maſter Gardaer a Juſtice of 
Peace not farre off, who you his Warrant for appre- 
henſicn of the partics : who being apprehended (though 
for Felonie) put in Baylc to anſwer the next Seffions. 
When the time came, Maſter Co: nelizes indifts theſe Phune 
derers, the Bill was found by the Grand- Jury upon the 
evidence of thice or foure witnefles who were SpeRarers, 
and ſaw them carry away the goods : nay the Priſoners at 


the Barre nor onely confeſled the fait in their examination 
before the Juſtice, when they were tirk g——_— bur 


in the face of the Cour, and preſence of the Jurors 2 yer 
the Peny-Juiy, contrary to reaſon and their owne conlci- 
ences , found the Indi&mene againſt the King. The Caurr 
wondring at fo ilfull blindneflz , cauſe he Stare to be 
read, lay open the evidence, and remand them back, not 
doubting bur comparing the tat with the Law, the Reſule 
would be a verdi for the King : they perſiſt in their ob. 
ſtinacy and returns Ignoramus ; Being avked by the 
Bench how they could goe ”=_ ſo cleare evidence ?

I know nor 
how true they will find this affertion atthe great day ,when 
Murther ſhall be Murther,and Theft Theft, and God that 
righteous Judge, who withour reſpe& of perſons, ſhall ren 
der to every man according to his dceds, yet here on earth, 
if theſe men may judge one another, they may commir 
what wickedneſſe they liſt , and Jer the raines looſeto all 
kinds of vil[any,and yet be ſaved contrary to all the rules of 
Law an4 Juſtice. | 
M. Archer LeRurer at the ſame place, in his Sermon 
encouraged the people torake up Armes againſt the King, 
bur it may be objeed, ſayes he, that the Trentry gainfay 
this DoQrinc, and the Learned wter]y diſclaime ir as erro- 
nenus and damnable , bur what though the Gentry and

This 
b-ing diſcovered (for they have ſpyes in every corner) w 
tis Red Brooke, Sic Peter Temple, Sir Rich, Ingoldesby, 
Maſter Goodw:re, and others then at Aylesbury, leaders of 
an Army raiſed againſt His Majeſty. It (ell under conlide- 
ration te make Sir Kichard Mynſbul 4 precedent to deter 


others from ſerving the King, fince it was not to be on

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but by expoſing their perſons to Impriſonment and their 
eſtates to plundering, for the Reſul of that deliberation 
was, that fince th:y could nor ſecure his perſon, they

here and there ; this moderation renders Cap:aine Tones 
ſuſpetcd for a Papiſt both to the Lord Brooke and the 
reſt of the Commanders : nay he is not enely voiced for 
a Papiſt, bura Rumor is raiſed that h: was bribed into 
this Moderation, and had taken a reward to ſpare Sir 
Richards goods : the Captain blaſted wich theſe reports, 
the jealouſte of him grew {> high that rhey threaten to 
kill him : ro avoyd the fury of th: Souldiers he is faine co 
withdraw himſ:1::, nor durſt he appear before a Servant 
of Sir Richa/ds had made outh that he was Innocent of 
any ſuch Contraft. And now the Lord Brooke and his 
Company being maſters of the Hſe, rhe firſt _ on 
which they expreſl: their rige is the Kings piRture, which 
with their ſwords th:y moſt traitcrouſly pi-rc2 through in 
divers places ! and not content to wound him inthat repre- 
ſentation, (whoſe /p:rſon God miraculouſly hath, and we 
hope will preſerve trom ch:m) Th:y wher their rongues a- 
| their Soveraignz, ufing Tranerous and ſcornfull 
anguage againſt Him : by all which u is more then mani- 
feſt to allthe world what they would dos ro the — 
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if they had Him in cheir power, thar cxprefle ſuchmalue 
on his ſhadow : having at firſt entrance viokated their 
loyaltic ro their King ( according to His Majeſtics fre- 
quent prediftipms ) their tellow Subjets cannor expe& 
Juſtice at their+hands : now all is lawtull prize thar 
comes to hand, Money, Plate, Jewels, many ſuirs of Rich

N Tueſday the ſecond of May, 1643. Sir Edwayd 

Hungerford, a chicfe Commander ot the Kebells int 
Vibſlue, came with his Forces before Wardey Caſtte 114 
the ſame Coumiie , being the Manfion houſe of the Lord 
Arandel of wardey : Burt finding the Caſtle ſtrong, and 
thoſe that were in it reſolure , nor to yeeld ir up unlefic 
by. force , called Colonel $trodero his helpe: Both theſe 
Jjoyned in one,made a Body ot 1 300 or thereabour. Being, 
come betore it, by a Trumpetci they ſummon the Caſtle: 
to ſyrrender: The reaſon prerended was, becaule the Cg- 
ſitle being a Kecepracle ot Cavaliers and Malignants,borke 
Houles of Parliament had ordered it ro be ſearched for 
Men and Armes, and withall by che fame Trumpeter de- 
clared , har if they tound either Money or Plate, they 
would ſeize on ic for the uſe of the Parliament. The Lyg- 
dy Arundel ( ber husband being then ar Oxford, and 
ſince that dead there ) retuſed ro deliver up rhe Caffle, 
and bravely replyed , that ſhe had a command from her 
Lord tokeepe ir, and ſhe would obey his command, Be- 
ing denyed entrance, the next day being Wedneſday the 
third of May , they bring up the Cannon within Mnskee 

fhor 
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ſhot and begin the Battery , and continue it from the 
Wedneſday to the Monday following , never giving any 
incermifſion to the b:lieged , who were bur x5 fighting 
men to make good the place againſt an Army of 1306, 1n 
this cime they(prung ewo Mines,the firſt in a vaulethrough 
which Beer and Wood and other neceflaries were broug 
into the Caſtle ; this did not much hurr, ir being withouc 
the foundation of the Caſtle, The ſecond was conveyed in- 
corth: ſmall Yaults , which by reaſon of rhe intercourſe 
berweenethe ſevcrall pafſagesto every office, and almoſt 
every roome in the Caſtle, did much thake and indanger 
the whole fabrick. The Rebels had ofcen rendred ſome 
unccaſonable conditions to the behieged rs ſurrender,as ro 
givethe Ladies,boch the M xher & chc Daughter in Law, 
and the women and children quarter, bur not the men, 
the Ladies both infinicely ſcorning ro ſacritice the lives of 
cheir Friends and Servants to redeem their own from the 
cruclric of the Revells , who had no other crime of which 
jw could councthem guilty,bur their fidelicyande neſt 
endeavoursro preſerve them from violence and robbery, 
chooſe bravely (according tothe Nobleneſle of thoſe Ho- 
nourable Families from which rey are boch extrated)ra- 
ther to dye together then live on ſo diſhonourable terms. 
Bur now che Caſtle brought to this diſtrefſe, the defen- 
danes tew,oppretſed with number,tired out with continu- 
all watching and labour from Tueſday ro Monday, fo di- 
ſtrated berween hunger and want of reſt, rhar when the 
hand endeavorcd ts adminiſter fo0d,ſurprized with fleep, 
it forgar its imployment , rhe morſells falling from cheur 
hands while they were about to care,deluding rheir ap 
tics now. when ir might have beene a doubr ers 1 wa 
would ficſt have laded their muſquers wichall,cicher Pow» 
der before Buller, or Buller betore Powder, had nor the 
Maid ſervants (valiant beyond their Sex ) afliſted chem, 
and done that ſervice for them. Laſtly, now when rhe 


Rebels had brought Perars,and applycd rhem rorhe _ 
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den doore (which if forced,opened a free paſſage imo the 
Caſtle) and balls of wild-bre to throw in ar their broken 
windowes, and all hope of keeping the Caſtle was taken 
away,now and not till now did the befieged ſound a Par- 
Icy, And though in their Divrnals at London , they have 
told the world that they offered threeſcore thouſand 
pounds tn redeem themſelves & the Caſtle,and that it was 
refuſed, yer few men take themſelves ro be boundanything 
the mare to beleeve x,becauſe they report it, I would Ma- 
ſter Ce{e would leave preaching Treaſon,and inſtruR his 
Diſciples ro pat away lying , an1 [peake to'ry man tiuth 
with his neighbour: certainly the world would nor be ſo a- 


| buſed with untruths as now they are:amongſt which num- 


ber this report was one, for it they in the Caſtle offered fo 
liberally how came the Rebels roagree upon Articles of 
Surrender fo tar beneath that overcure ? tor the Articles 
ot Surrender were theſe ! 

Firſt, that the Ladies and all others in tbe Caſtle ſhould 
bave Quarter. 

Seconah, that the Ladirs and ſervants ſheuld carry away

Thirdly , that all the furniture and goods in the boaſt 
ſhould be ſoft (10m Plunder, and ts this pu' poſe one of the 
ſix nominantd to attend the Ladits was is ftay in the 
Caſtle, and take an Inventory of all in the houſe , of which 
the Commanders were io bave one Copy and the Ladies 
anther. | 
- Bucbeing ontteſe rermes Maſters of the Caſtle and 
all within ir,'tis rrue, they obſerve the firſt Article , and 
ſpare the lives of all the beſieged though theyhad flainin 
6 defence ar leaſt 60 of the rebels: bur for the other rw» 


they obſerve them not in any pait : as ſoone as they enter 
the Caftle ,. they firſt ſeize upon che ſeverall Trunks and 
Packs which they of the Caftle were making up, and leir 
= nexticr 
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neither the Ladies or ſervants any other wearing cloathes 
but what was on their backs, There was in yhe Caſtle a- 
mongſt many rich ones one extraordinary Chimny piece, 
valucd at two thouland pounds, this they utterly detace, 
and beat downe all the carved workes thercot with cheir 
Pole-axes. There werc likewile rare Pictures, the worke 
of the moſt curious pencills that were knowneto theſe 
latter times ofthe World , and ſuch that if Apeles him- 
ſelte (had he bezn now alive) needed not to bluſh ro own 
for his, Thelc in a wild fury they break and teare in pic- 
ces, a loll: rhar ncicher Coſt nor Art can repaire. Having 
thus given them a taſte what performance of Articles they 
were ro exp=& tromthem , = barbarouſly lead the La- 
dics, andthe young Ladies children, two fonnes and a 
daughter, Pciſoners co Sbaftsbery,leme tour or tive miles 
from YVarder. While they are there Priſoners, t9 mitigate 
their ſorrowes , in triumph they briag tive cart loads of 
their richeſt Hangings & other furnicure through Sheftr- 
. buyy towards No-chefter, and ſince that, contrary to their 
proiniſe and faich, given both by Sir Edward Hungerford 
and Strode, they have Plun ered the whole Caſtle : fo 
lictle uſe was there of rhe Inventory wee told you of, un- 
lefle ro let the world know , what my Lord Arzade loſt, 
and what theſe Revells gained. 1 his havock they made 
within the Caſtle. Withouc they burne all the Our-hou- 
ſes, they pull up the pales ot rwo Parkes, one of Red- 
Deere, the other of Fallow : what they did nor kill, they 
ler looſe to the world for the next taker, [nithe Parks they 
burne three Tenements and two Lodges, they cut downe 
all the Trees about rhe Houſe and Grounds , Oakes and 
Elmes, ſuch as te places could boaſt of the like , whoſe 
goodly buſhy advanced heads drew the cyes of Travellers 
onthe Plaines to gaze on them, theſe they fold for foure 
pence,flx pence,or twelve pence a piece, that were worth 
Three, Foure, or Five pound a Tree : The Fruir Trees 
acy pluck up by the roorexrending their malice to com: 
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mir ſpoile on thar, that God _—_ ſpeciall Law protected 
from deftruQion,even in the Land of his curſe,the Land 
of (anean: for lo we read, !ben thou ſhalt beſiege a City, 
thou ſhalt not deſtroy the trees thereof, by forcing an axe 
againſt them, for thaw maift rate of them , and thou ſhalt 
not cut them dvwnre to impley them in the firge + oncely the 
trees which thou knoweft that tbeybe not tyees for meatthow 
ſhalt defirey, Dent, 20. 19, 26+ Nay, that which eſcaped 
defiruttion in the deluge,cannot eſcape the hands of theſe 
children of rhe Apolyor the deſtroyer. Thcy dig upthe 
heads of rwelve Se Pod , ſome of five or fix 7 ce 
apiece,and deſtroy all the Fiſh : They ſell Carpes of rwo 
foot long for rwo pence and three pence apiece; They 
ſend our rhe Fiſh by Carr loads,fo rhat the Country could 
not ſpend them:nay, as if the preſent generation were too 
narrow an obje& tor their rage, they Plunder poſterity, 
and deſtroythe Nurſeries to the greater Poadaniing drive 
away and (ell their Horſes, Kine, and other Cattle : and 
having tefr nothing either im the Aire or Water, they dig 
under the earth, the Caſtle was ſerved with water broughe 
rwo miles by a Cunduitof Lead: and intending rather 
miſchiefe t& the Kings friends then profit to themſelves, 
they cur up "the Pipe and foldir ( as theſe meas wives 
in Northwil:ſbiye doe bane-Lance ) at fix pence a yard : 
making that waſte for 2 you inconſiderable ſum, which 
two thouſand pounds will not make pocd T hey that have 
the unhappy occaſion roſum up rheſe lofles, value them 
at no letle then an hundred thouſand pound. And though 
this loſle were very great, not ts be paralleld by any, ex- 
cept rhar of the Counteſle of "Fivers, yer there was ſume- 
thing in theſe ſuſterings which did aggravate cleem beyond 
all example of Barbaritic , which this unnatural Warre 
till now did produce, and thar was Rachels Teares : La- 
mentation and Weeping and great Mourning, a mother 
weeping tor her Children,& would nor be comforred be- 
cauſe they were taken from her, for the Rebells, as you 

. beare, 
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heare, having carried the rwo Ladies Priſoners to Shofts- 
bury , thinking them nor ſafe enough there intend to re- 
move them to Bath , a place then much inteted both with 
the Plague andthe ſmall pox ; The old Lady was fick,un- 
der a double confinement, that of the Rebels and her own 
in-diſpoſition,all were unwilling to be expoſed tothe dan- 
ger ot the infeion, eſpecially the young Lady, having 
three children with ber,they were too dear,too rich a trea- 
ſure to be ſnatched away to ſuch probable loſle withour 
relutancy: T heretore they reſolve not to yeeld themſclves 
Priſoners tor that place,unlefle they will take the old La- 
dy our of her bed , andthe reſt by violence, and ſo carry 
them away Bur the Rebels fearing leſt ſo great jnhuma- 
nitic might incenſe the people againſt them , and render 
them odious tothe Country,decline this, & finacerhey dere 
not carry all ro Bath , they reſolve to carry ſome to Dor- 
chefer, a place no lefſe dangerous for rhe inteRion of 
Schiſine and Rebeilion then # tb tor the Plague and the

ſons (the eldeſt bur nine, the younger bur lever years of

In vaine doth the Mother, with ceares iptreat that theſc

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make a Seminary for their guards of Janizaries, or 
by deſalation tw make them Eunuches unſuſpeRed 
guardians of their Concubines, or if in Chriſten- 
dome, amongſt none bur the Jecſuires their brethren , 
a generation whom they would be chought moſt ro hate, 
yer are. knowne moſt to imicate. Exod, 21. To ſfeale 
a Man was death by the Law of XMoſes , nay the Komans 
that ſaw by no other Light , bur that dimme Sparke of 
Nature diſcerned the equitie of this Law, as is apparene 
in their Lex Fabia de Plagiariis : and though theſe men 
blanch the Inhumanitic pretending that they rob the 
Mother t inrich the Church , to bring them up in the 
rrue Religion , ir were worth the while to aske Git they

When Sepbntmns King of 4ragen 
inthe yeare 660 prevailed agaivit the Saragins , and 
in a berter zealthen this,but not according to knowledge, 
compelled his Captives to be baptized, he quickly found 
his errout by the want of Gods bleſſing vpon his indea- 
yours,nay Gods diſlike was ſo viſible in the ſuccefle , that 
che Church of God obſerving ir , determined , That the 
children of Infidells not having the uſc and exerciſe of 
right Reaſon, ſhould na be baprized Iavitis Parentibus, 
contrary to the conſent of the Parents, And the fourth 
Councell of Teledo, Cop. 5 6, dif-allowing the inconlide- 
rate zealc of Sefbutxs (orbad to compel any manivibe 


faith nnder the ſenſure of Anathema,® determined "_ > 
that 
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that to beptize children without the conſent of the parents, 
is all one as tocompel mea of full age to be baptized. Ihe 
ſame derermination is cited and approved by the Canomiff. 
Dift.45.Cap,De Fudeis,and were it bur conliſtent with the 
narure of rhis worke, it were eaſy rodecry this Jeſuiricall 
Turkiſh practice by moſt impregnable arguments , both 
in the Schoo!'emen and Caſuiſts : but I mult leave this ro 
men of the ſacred Fun&ion , and onely beg leave to in- 
ferre, thar if ir be nor lawfull ro ba =_ the Children of 
Jewes , Infidels , or Hereticks without conſent of their 
Parents, though without Baptiſine when ic may be had 
there is noentrance into the Kingdom of Heaven,certain- 
ly ic muſt be farre more unlawtull being baprized to fake 
them from their parents to ſcaſon their tender yeates with 
dangerous oper 0 "_ e2 Profanctic, Browniſine, 
Anabaprtiſme and Rebellion. A juſt indignation againſt ſo 


barbarous pradice hath cranſporred me in this argument 
farther then I intended, though nor ſo farre as the _

ouſneſle of the Fad deſerves, theretore it any man d 
to be more fully ſarisfycd of the power and inrcereſt which 
Parents have over and in their Children, being an 7nbert- 
rauce-given them of the Lord, as the Prophet David, and 
the potletſion of cheir Parents, as Ariflotle in his Poli- 
richs, and the great violation of Juſtice in relation of the 
Lawes of God, nature and men , indiſpoyling rheir Pa- 
rents of them, let him have recourſe to that learned 
and Eleganr diſcourſe of Petrus cArod:ws, Chicfe Juſtice 
or Preſident of Axiou, in his Booke de Patris Potrfbete , 
who being robbed ot his Sonne ſtolne from him by the 
Jeſuirs, to plant hin as a hopefull Impe in their Socrerie , 
and not able to reſcue him ut their power , rhough he 
implored , and had the King of Spain's aſſiſtance ( for 
thither he was carried ) puriues his Soane with Argu- 
ments, and Labours to recall him to his Obedience by 
laying betore him his durie Artificially Colle&ed and 
ſtrongly applyed from the Lawcs, Divine, Naturall, _ 
| | Morall, 
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morall , and therefore io h.m I remit him and turne my 
diſcourſe into its proper chanell, 

On Friday the 12 of Ma) 1643. M. Joby Bykar (lonne 
to the Vicar of Vur-(hurch) was with his Father in Law, 
one of the High Conſtabics of Varwick ſhire, at the mar- 
ketat Coventry. Deing ina houſe inthe < ity, he reccived 
ſome rude affronts from a 5wuldicr of thor Garritor: : He 
being a yery civill man,of goud moder .tion,and it lee 
well inſtructed nor to anſwer a tools 'n his olly , or be- 
ing reviJed to anf{wer againe, withdi ew himlcite from the 
place, to decline the inivleat madnetle of the Souldiers, 
and free himſelt from his provecations : being come into 
the ſtreets, ſecure,as he thought, trom all violenceghe was 
ſuddenly run through the body, and falling downe, dyed 
inſtancly. His offence was (tur as yet wee can heare ot no 
others) that be was a Parſon ſonne ; (o invererate malice 
t2 that funRion and all depending on ir, doe theſe Rebels 
beare, And therefore if in this Relation you meet with tres 
quent mention of Aﬀronts, Oppreſlions, Plundering and 
» urthersof the Miniſters of the Gaſpel,doe nor attribute 
it to any partiality,as if the Relator were mare querulous 
for them then others, bur wa lerjous defire to propertion 
his labors in a juſt meaſure ro the meric of cath mans caſe. 

Maſter Abrobam Haynes of L»#don , in Sextember lait, 
travelling into Sbrop-ſbi-e to vive his dawghter and ſoine 
other friends , being benighted , was torced to take up 
his lodging in a. lictle Village fome cight miles ſhort of 
his daughcers bouſe ; Afcer lupper , his Hoſt in a ſeem» 
ing way of curteſie comes to yifie his gueſt , and brings 
with him wo or three of his Neighbours , wherecf 
the Conſtable was ove, ts beare him cympany. AF 
ter a lictle diſcourſe, they will needs perlwade him 
that he is a Malignant, a hard word in thaſe parts 
before this Parliament began , but however ir ſerved the 
Conſtables turne well enough co lay hold en bim:having 
ſized on him, they ſearch oy » under pretcnce that, 

he 
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he carryed Letters of dangerous conſequence, bur ſcarch- 
ing,they find what they fought for, his Mony. 14 1. he had 
about him,this as gocd bootic they take trom him, and for 
teare he ſhould run away from his Mony, that night they 
ſer a ſtrong watch upon him. Next morning very carlythey 
carry him betore a Parliament man , reſiding about two 
miles diſtant from that place, who moſt Commirtee-man 
like, out of the abundance ot his Juſtice, though no crime 
were obzeRed, nor any thing found about hum to render 
him Ilvable to reſtraint, but only the fin of Faving 14 [. or 
becauſe he was guilty of the Conſtables affirming him to 
be a Malignant, he commirs him to his former guardians, 
by them ro beconveyed ro London. M. Haynes unwilling to 
come {0 near his journeys end,& yet not arrive there, ten* 
ders bayle, Gentlemen of the beſt rank and quality in the 
Country ; bur it will not beaccepred : he defires to have 
leave bur ro ſend a Mcfenger to his daughter where he 
was that day expeCted, bur it will not be granted : Away 


they carry him, they mount him and his man upon two 
poor Jaces,while my Hoſt and M.Conſtable ride on their 
—_ The firſt nighr they will allow him no ſupper, 


unleflc he will pay for ix, though they knew he had no mo- 
ncy, having themſclves ſcized on all he had. Afterward, 
upon much opportunity & earneſt intreaty,they are plea- 
ſed out of his owne Moneys to allow him a poore thin al- 
Jowance of food by t'\e way.Being arrived at London,they 
brinp their Priſoner before the Commirree , who upon an 
implicite faith ſend him unheard,unaccuſed, uncxamined 
Priſoner rothe Fleet , where after he had laine fix weeks, 
having made uſc of many fiicnds, & preſented many hum- 
ble Pctitions,znd (t's thought ſome Moneys too) he is re- 
ſtored to his libertic upon this ground, that there were no 
Articles nor anyacculation found in the Comirree againſt 
him;bur tor his Mony chat(in __ juſtice and equity 
of the Committee )) was beſtowed upon his Accuſers as a 
1ſt reward ot their zcale vo the Parliament, v

Hat the Kingdome might not be undone bur at their 
owne charges, ſundry waycs and zrts';. boch by 
force and intreatic, have beene uſed co ,extorr, monics 
trom the Kings good Subjects to maintaine the pre- 
ſent Rebellion. Amongſt others Maſter Gray of wel 
lizghorow, Clerke of the Peace tor the Countie of North- 
bampton, was allaulted by perſwaſioo, and very earneſtly 
ſolicited by Sir Kowland S. John,to contribute liberally rt 
this unnaturall Warre : buc his etulall © partake in fo 
crying a finne,did produce a doublectte&t,indignation in 
the Rebelsgthat hate all men that runne not into the ſame 
excelic of Treaſon & Rebellioa.with them,becauſe others 
backwardnetſe Uc th upbraid their forwardnetle that ruſh 
into Rebellion like the horle into the bartell; bur brouy hr 
farth imitation in others, not onely in #eUingberow , bur 
in ſome Villages bordering on rhac Towne : who ſeeing 
lo good a pichidentof Loyalry,retule with bim to hearken 
tio 1 raiterous propolalls: and now thinking themſelves 
indangered by their retuſall,and expoſed to the mercy of 
Rebeli-Plungerers, they enter into a conſultation how to 
{ccurerhemiclves from violence , and reſolve ro come to 
cach others afliſtance, it the Dragoongrs from North- 
E 4 bampies 
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bamptor or anyelle (ſhould aflault them,upon notice given 
by jangling their bels:and that the world might not think 
their fears to be groundlefle,on the 26 of December 1642+ 
at 12 0: the cluckjat night,Captaine Fraxcis Sawyer (and 
as is ſuppoſed a brother of Sir Gilbert Pickerings) atrend- 
cd by 100. Dragooners beſet- M, Grayer houſe : and the 
fignall of jangling the bells being diſcovered by ſome 
ot the Towne that were of their FaQtion, to prevent the 
Alarme to the Country, they rye up the bell-1opes , and 
place a guard of twelve Musketeers in the Church- yardio 
ſecure the pallage to the belfrey : having thus beſet the 
houſc,and as they thought fruſtrated the device of calling 
the confederate villagoses their helpe, Captain Saw 

demands entrance, M.Gray out uf bis Window tells him, 
chat he and his family were in bed, and withall defied to 
know whar their intentions were, thus in the dead of the 
night to diſturbe their reſt , and what Warrant they had 
ro command entrance ? they return him anlwergthat they 
had a Warrant to apprehend his perſon , and ſeize on his 
Platc and Armes tor the uſe of the Parliament : hbaltc an 
houre was ſpent in this Parley, M. Gray protraRting the 
time , that perhaps his neighbours hearing of his danger 
mighr come to his reſcue ; which accordingly fell our, tor 
ſome ot the Towne bearing that the Rebels had beſer 
M. Grayes houſe, haſten towards the Church, that by the 
ſound of the bels (the ſignall agreed on) they might ſum- 
motheCountry:when theycome thither,they find the way 
intercepted , a guard of Musketeers denying them en- 
rrance:bur inrag«d to find oppolition where they did nor 
expect ic,they fell toule on the guard, beat them off,took 
five of the. Muskers, forced their entrance, & ſo rang the 
bel Hereupon the Kebels,fearing that their entrance was 
delayed thereby to gain tune till che Town and Country 
might come in tc his Reſcue, brake open a Window, 
and put in one or ewo of their company who preſently 
open the doores to them and give them free entrance; 
haying 


a 
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having thus poſlefſed themſelves ot the houſe , their firſt 
worke is to ſeize upon M Grayes perſon , to this 

they make dire&ly to his Chamber , whom they in 
his ſhirt , and would hardly give him leave to put on his 
cloaths ; and that their ſeizing of his perſon mighr nor 
be without all ſhew 2nthoritie , they produce a Warrant 
ſigned by the Earle of Eſes , in which M. Greyes name 
wasy this they ſhew onely,but will nog permit him to read 
it. All the monies and Place which they found in the bouſe 
they take away, and as for M.Gray himſeltc having taken 
him priſoner, they compell him to goe on foot from wet- 
lingborow to elly : while they are on their way towards 
welby, ſome 40 or 50 men from #ellix;borow, armed only 
with Swords and Staves come toreſcue M. Gray from the 
Rebels : after a ſhorr skirmiſh (wherein one or ewo of che 
Purſuers were hurt only,nox ſlain)finding thatthey were 
wen the wo - number and _ 
leav in the of the Oppreſlors, re- 
—_— ls, being returned thither , they find 
five hundred of the Countrey come in w their aflaſtance; 
The common people ( wholeldome love or hate mode- 
rately ) _—_ —_— cy ſhould thus _— 
from them, cſpeciall of his ' 2, 
who in him om tedel the relieie which whey rect 
ved from his Charitic , reſblve co make ſome of che 
Rebels FaRtion in thar Towne ſenſible of their difptca» 
ſure : and therefore fince they cannot wreck their anger 
on the Rebels thardid the Fa , they fall foule onthoſe 
that did approve it, if they were not abertorsand under- 
hand contrivers of it : they breake rheir windowes, break 
into ſome of their houſes , and ſpoyle their goods. A- 
mongſt rhe number of rhoſe that ſuffered under the fury 
of the people, a Chandler and a Cooper under-went the 
greateſt lotſe, yer is could nor be much,fince upon a tric 
lurvey the whole ſpoyle done inthe Town did not amount 


ew 300. 
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Many of this aflembly,urterly diſliking ſuch diſorders, 
did not onely reprove the chiete attors in this out-rage, 
bur to diſ-counterance their proceeding withdrew them- 
{elves : They of the Towne to their houſes, they of the 
Countcey to their ſeverall habitations : ſo that by the 
breake of day the Tumulr was appeaſed and the I owne 
cleared. Whiletheſe things were in doing , the Cooper 
and one'or twowith him poſt away ro M. Pernethe Par- 
ſon of #7by, a Turbulent and Sednious man , and make 
their complaint to him ,.and ro inflame him that was roo 
apt ro kindle wichourt their helpe , they doe notonely ag- 
gravate their own lofles at Well:agborow, bur tell him that 
they threatncd to come and do the like at Weiby: M.Perne, 
(changing his black Coar for agray) inſtantly goes to 
North bempton , and there repreſents the injury dune to 
their Faction at Webangborow, and the pretended dang *'r 
of We.lbylo cffettually, that by noone that Tue'day Coio- 
nel Norwich commanding in chief, Serjeant Major Mol: , 
Captain Fox Sewjer,Captaine Francys Sawyer, Captain 
Pert'ow, Captain Redman, Captaine Farmer, Captaine 
Herrold, with 500. bur others ſay, 1000, Horſes and Dra- 
gooners,came 10 x 'elingborow : being come thither, the y 
Crvide themſelves into feverall T roopes tomake good ſe- 
verall paflages ito the Towne, thereby ro keepe our the 
Countrey that were comming, to their ayde, Captain Fohn 
Sawyer with 80 or a 100 Dragooners enters the, Towne at 
that fide which leads ro weltby : and riding in the Front of 
his men , marched direRlyrowards M, Neile of tollafton, 
and {ome tew with him who ſteod ro oppoſe him : '5awyer 
diſcharges at M. Nele, and whom he mifled with his Bul- 
let he would be ſure to hit with his rongue , ſhooring out 
arrowes,cven bitter words,calling him Popiſh Kaſcall: bur 
what reward thalbe given untothee O thou talſe Tongue? 
he ſtayed not leng withour it, for the words were no ſoon- 
er ſpoken, and (co ſecond his words) acharge given to 
his Souldiers to give fire, bur he received what he would 
| have 
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have given , his deaths wound by a ſhorin the head and 
necke by Gooſe-ſhot , which made him fall on his Horſe 
neck , which ſhot was ſeconded by a Countryman, who 
with a Club bear him off his Horſe intothe dirt;being thus 
beaten down,the women to revenge their husbands Quar- 
rell faſten on him ; but M. Oliver Gray (Nephew ro M, 
G-ay before mentioned) &M Yoolafton reſcued him our of 
their hands,whs otherwiſe had immediatly dicd the death 
of Siſtra by the hands of women : reprived thus tor ſome 
few houres , they carry him to one Gray's houſe an Ale- 
houſe-keeper,whoſe wife was Capt.Sawyers Aunt, waere 
they adminiſtred what they —_ bur in vaine , for aſter 


two and twentic houres Languiſhment he dyed : as ſoone 
as Captaine Sawyer was fallen , his Souldiers inſtant! 

ran away,only his ſon, unwilling to leave his Father, fol- 
lowed him cothe hazard of his lite by many wounds which 
he received, In other Parts of the Towne,the Towneſ-men 
quitthemſclves like valiant Souldiers & loyall SnbjzeRs, 
and with very little helpe of the Councry kept the Rebels 


out : M.Gray's man andanaher, with each mag his \iug- 
ker, kept outabove a 190 at the lower end of the Towne, 
and repelled them twice or thrice ; and had nor Caprai 

Sawyer comming to himſelte a little before his ae ron 
ſwaded them that it was in vain to ſtand our, there being 
three Pieces on the way from Northampton © barter the 
Town (which proved cruc) and withall perſwading them 
to write a Lenter rothe Commanders, promiling that upon 
their ſubmifliog the Towne ſhould be ſecured , they had 
held ir out corhe laſt man: bur the dying Caprain prevais 
led with them,rhey write a Letter according to his advice, 
which as they ſay, was ſigned by his own hand, the appre- 
henſi6 of his deſperate condition having put newthoughts 
in him. But this reſolution not being fo tully made known 
to the Towne as a bufinclle of that concernment ought ty 


have becac , ſome of che Towne , being ignorant of any 
Trearic, 
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Treatie, made ſome ſhot, and the Rebells willing to rake 
advantage, ruſh intorke Towne , put both choſe of the 
Towne and Country to flight, Captaine Francu Sawyer 
much inraged for his Brother , and comming neare the 
place where his Brother waswounded,(fceing Maſter Flint 
rhe Curarc of Harrowden ſtand there, not any way inga- 
ged inthe reſiſtance, having not given any provocation, 
he barbarouſly ſtruck him with his Pole-axe , and clefe 
his head downe to the eyes , of which wound he dyed in- 
ſtantly : the earthdrinking up rhat innocent blood , hed 
by the hand of an accurſed Doeg, which like the blood of 
Abet, calls loud in the cares of God for vengeance upon 
chem who authorize and conmenance fuch horrid Mur- 
hers ; Curſtd be bh anger for it was pertt,and bu wrath 
for it was cruell. 

Being Maſters of the Towne at three of the Clock in 
the afternoone, they begin ro Plunder , and continue 
the ſpoyle untill the next day light failed them , uncill 
Wedneſday night, In his time they carry away the 
Wealth of the Towne io Northampton aud other pla- 
ces, {paring none but thofe whoſe rongues were fram- 
edto Shiboleth , men of their owne Fattion , whether 

{hey were aRive againſt them or ſtood Neurers: by which 
Efliy thoſe Luke-warm men(who ſtand pendulous equa!- 
ly poyſed berween Rebellion and Loyaltic, and know nor 
which fide to leane unro ) may guefle what meaſure they 
are like to receive from rhe Rebels hands, if ever they 
come to have them in their power, 

In the Towne , two men eſpecially ſuffer under theſe 
Free-boorers, Maſter Gray and Maſter Fiſher; from the 
firſt, being Clerke oi rhe Peace, they rake away the Com- 
miflions of Peace , the Seflions Rolls, rogerher with his 
owne Evidences and Leaſes, all his houſhold-ſtuffe,cven 
to his very bed-cords, leaving bur one ſheet for his wife 
and five childres ; his Wheat and other Corne they 

| give 
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pive to their Horſes ; wharrthey did not cate, they threw 
into the ſtreers , and trampled it in che dirr, From the 0- 
ther they rook goods, and other things , amounting to a 
very great ſumme : and to compleat their wickednetle,to 
their oppreſhion they adde ſcorne ; for having raken away 
all thatthey could , in derifion they affix ProxeRions in 
writing under Colonel Norwich his hand, at his and ſome 
others doores, forbidding any man to Plunder, Generally 
what they could not carry away , uy ſpoyle, ſo chat the 
lofle ſuſtained by the Towne is valucd at fix thouſand 
unds. 

They rock Maſter Neile Priſoner,and ſome forty more, 

' amongſt them they rook the Vicar, Maſter Zones, a grave 
and learned man, bur lame and very fickly , and having 
Plundered him of all he had, they mounr bin ON 2a poore 
Jade,with a Halter inſtead of a Bridle ; the reſt they rye 
rwo and two together , and drive them before them to 
Northampton. Maſter Gray as I told you, was the day be- 
fore led Priſoner ro1#{tby , trom thenca to Northampton, 
where his Priſon cannot afford him proteRion from the 
\ fury and rage of the Souldiers z ro make wayto his death, 
they threaten to pull downe the houſe where he was conk- 
ned : and the Commiſlioners finding that he could not 
remaine there with any ſaterie , were conſtrained ro ſend 
him away Priſoner to London. Being come thither, Arti- 
cles are framed and exhibired againſt him , which being 
examined at a Commiitree, and no proote at all made, he 
was voted to be diſcharged his lmpriſonment : yerrode- 
lude Juſtice and the Perition of Right , the Chaire-man 
could never find a time to make his report to the Houſe, 
ſothar he remained a Priſoner for a long time. 

Onthe 28 of Ianuary, 1642, the Caſtle of Sudley up- 
on compoſition was delivered up tothe Rebels;there were 
Articles agreed on and (worne to, bur as he ſpake truely, 
Children were deceived with Applies,arnd Men with Oaths; 
the Rebells as they ſweare to Articles for their advantage, 
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ſochey break them as eaſily for their ney", > make 
Perjury an cafic uninterrupted paſſage to Theft & rob- 
bery , tor theſe Revells brake as many Articles as they 
ſwore unto:chey Plunder not only the Caſtle,the Sear and 
houſe of the Lord Chandois,and Winchcombe a neighbou- 
ring Village,to the utter undoing the poore Inhabiranes, 
bur in detence of the Proteſtant Religion and vindicatioa 
of the honour of God they prophane his Houſe, There is 
in the Caſtle a good!y faire Church, here they dig up rhe 
graves, and diſturbe rhe aſhes of the dead : they breake 
down the ancient Monuments of the Chaxdoſes , and in- 
ſtead thereof, leave a prodiginus monument of their lacri- 
legious prophaneneſlc : for each part of the Church they 
find a peculiar way to prophane it : the lower part of it 
they make their Scable, the Chancell their Slaughrer- 
houſe, Unto the Pulpir ( which of all other places in pro- 
bability might have eſcaped theirimpiery )they faſten pegs 
to hang the Carcaſles of the ſlaughtered Sheep: the Com- 
munion-Table, according to their owne language , they 
make their Drefler or Chopping-board ro cut out their 
meat; intro the Vault, wherein lay the bodies of the Chands- 
fſer,un Ancicat and honourable Family, they caſt the gurs 
and garbage : mingling the loathſome Lacralls of beaſts 
with thoſe bones and aſhes which did there reſt in hope of 
a joyfull ReſurreRion, The Nave or body of the Church 
was all covered with the dung & btoed of beaſts; & which 
was(if it be poſſible)a degree beyond theſe prophanations, 
in contempe of God and his holy Temple,they dehkle each 
part and corner borh of Church and Chancell with their 
owne excrements, and going away left nothing behind 
them in the Church (beſides walls and Seats) bur a ſtink- 
ing memory that part of. the Parliament Army rayſed tor 
the detence of Religion had been there, Ler that rayling 
R1bſhehab or jeering Seuballat , | meanc the Author of 
the ridiculous Pamphler, intixuled , Ouc Argument more 
az aint the Cavaliers , read this Story , and thenrell -= 
Winuc 
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which are moſt guilrie of prophanation of Churches , the 
Cavaliers or the Roundbeads; which were moſt prophaned, 
cicher Saint Mary Maudlins 11 Oxford , or the Church at 
Sudley Caſtle : and yer this dog flicks not with Shimes to 
barke at his Soveraigne and blaſpheme his Pierie,as if the 
h ebels brought from Cyrenceſier had beene Quartered in 
this Church by his approbation, who to expiare thar guile 
gave an hundred and fittic pounds to adorn and beautifie 
that Church, The truth is, chere was a faulr in the Com- 
manders ter lodging them in Churches , who it they had 
had their due , had been banged for Rebellion , their Car- 
calles expoſed ro the Fowies «f the aire , and the Beaffs of 
the Field, that the Ravens of the valleys might have 
had their due portion , and never luftered rhem ro come 
lo neere the Church, as to have the priviledge ot Chi iſti- 
an buriall in the Church-yard. So, even ſ+, let aff the 
Kings Enemies periſh , © Lord, and let all the yeopl: ſay, 
Aunen. 


In Saine Mavies Church in Farwick,and the Chappel, 
(commonly called the Earlest happes ) adjoyning to the 
Quirc of that Church,are divers taire Monuments of rhe 
Beuchampe, anciently Earles of rhat place, which Family 
long flouriſhing chcrehad bin great BenefaQtors & beau- 
tifiers of thar Church, whereof Thomas Bexcbemp (Earlc 
of werwick,and Earl Marſhall of England, and une of the 
Founders ot the moſt noble Order of the Garter, in the 
Raigne of King Edwardthe third ) built the Quire now 
ſtanding,in the midſt whereof is his Monument, & adot- 
ned the windowes with the Pifures of himſclfe , his witc 
and children,which were many,upon the Sur-coars of the 
men werethcir Armes skilfully depited , the women ha- 
ving the like, and Maniles, over which were the Ar mes 
of Sar acheoghele Husbands being the prime Nohili- 
ty of thole rimes:the like portraitures n glaſle,bur muc!; 
more rich and coſtly,were in that ſtately Chappell betore 
mentioned: In this Rood the Monument of Earle Rz:hard 
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being Braſle gilr ; and inthe opinion of judicious obſer- 
vant Travellers eſteemed the rareſt Picceereed for any 
SubjeR in the Chriſtian World : bur ſuch is the barba- 
rouſnefle of the prerenders ro Reformation , that upon 
Wedneſday the 1 g. of this inſtant Fexe, the Souldiers 
by the appointment and encouragement of one whom (in 
theſe degener2us times wherin the dregs of the people are 
made Commanders for the advancement of Rebellion 
men call Colonel Purefey (a man of a meane deſperare 
fortunc,but by the meanes of the late Lord prooke choſen 
Burgeſl: of Parliament for Warwick, & who had rea- 
zeſt influence in ſeducing that —y Lord to this & 
rate Rebellion,in which he miſerably periſhed: ) did bear 
down and deface thoſe Monuments of Antiquitic,and not 
content with this , by the ſame Command they breake 
downe the Crofle in the marker place , not leaving one 
Stone upon another , Porefey all the while ſtanding by, 
animating and incouraging them, untill they had finiſhed 
their ſo barbarous et . In which the World may obſ- ve 
that theſe men are che ſworne Encmies, nor onely of pre- 
rended Superſtition, bur of che Enſi of Nabilitie and 
Gentry, that if their Diene,l mean heir Parity may rake 
efteR, poſterity may forger and not read the aifinaion of 
Noble from ignoble in theſe venerable monuments of an- 
cienc Nobiliry : there being in theſe windowes ſomerhing 
indced to inſtru& a Herald, nothing to oftend the weak.

Frer the great and happy defeat given by the vi- 

Qtorious Sir Ralph Hoprom to the Dever- ſhire for- 
ces at Startom, it pleaſed the Commanders of His 
Majeſties Forces to entertaine thoughts of Clemency to- 
wards the remainder ot the Rebels. T oteſtify ro the world. 
therefore that there was nothing more in their defires then 
a TI hcift of Chriſtian blood, and withall to heap Coles of 
fire upon their heads, to conquer them by kindneiſe whom 
they had ofter: conquered by the Sword : by cheic Lerrers 
they figmbie their readineſle to cloſe up thoſe wide rencs 
berweene them,by a T reaty, And that a Meflage of Veace 
might be well ſuired with a M:flenger , they lent the 
Lerers by DoQer Cox DoQor of Divinitie, who attended 
by a Trumperer,came to E xetey that Sunday in the after» 
noone, The Trumpeter as the manner is gave the Towne 
warning as ſoon as he came within fight ot the firſt guard, 
and preſently an Officer came to receive him,who blind- 
folding him with a handkerchiete pinn'd over his eyes, 
conduRed him through the Citic unto the Earle of 
Stamfords houſe : having admittance there , the Door 
takes off his bandkerchicfe , buc accidentally did nor 
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diſpoſe of the pinne that taſtned ir , but till kept ir in his 
hand ; the Eaile he had noſooner ſer his eyes upon the 
Dottor,bur preſently he reviles him, and calls him all the 
reproachtull names he could imagine , and [were thar he 
would hang himinſtancly : bur tirſt ro extort a confeſlion 
trom himhe offers a Knite or Dagger to his breaſt ,deman- 
ding an An{wcr to ſome Interrogatorics : the DoCtor nor 
affrighred wich ſuch rough uſage, replyes very diſcreetly, 
thar he had reccived commands to deliver cercain Letters 
trom the « ommande13 of the Coruiſh to chole of the De- 
zonſhire Aziny , bur chat he had no Commiſſion to ſatisfic 
any diftcrent and by-demands, this denyall to anſwer, 
tozether with aſter d:aner, inflamed the Earle , and pur 
hun into a new fit of rayling : and for variery ſake he did 
n:ernix the opprobrious names with many menaces and 
otters of ſtabbing him : In che end,feeing that this harſh 
welcome could ette& nothing,nor awe the DuCtor to make 
any diſcovery, he demands = Letters : the Dottor, that 
ie might cleare his hands, and ſodive into his pockers 
fuddenly, put the pin which he held in his hands between 
hrs lips : hereupon one Baxter, a Serjeant Mayor ot the 
C ity,oblerving the motion of his hand, but not perceiving 
what it conveyed to his mouth, cryed out , What doth the 
ſiogue eate there ? He [wallowes papers of Intelligence : 
Wh this, the Earle forgecting the gravitic and (crious 
deportment ot a Peer of the Kingdome of Eng/and,began 
in an antique maner to leap, and skip, and frisk , crying 
out, Treaſon. Treaſon,he comers to betray the Citie,C ourag e 
my braveblad's; and ſorurning tothe Dofor, he fer his 
dapper againc to his breaſt, & demanded what it was that 
he had put ivto his mouth + The DoCor nuldly and ſott= 
ly putting his hands to his lips, tooke the pin thence, and 
thewing 1t tv his Lordihip, ſaid, It s a pin my Lord, The 
Serjeant Major thinking to imerceprthe ſuppoledintelli- 
grace going downe the Doors throat , inſtantly flyes to 


hum,cook hum by the throat , and griped hin ſo hard mak 
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he had almoſt ſtrangled him. The Earl himſelfe (moſt un- 
wofthily) crying our, Cut the villains throat, cut it : nor 
did he +4 holy another what he would ner doe himſelfe, 
for with his owne hands he offered his knife thrice at the 
Doors throat to cur ir,bur rhe Doctor ſtil Ir by,God 
who is a preſent belpe in trouble,reſtrained the Earle, and 
delivered the DoRtor our of his hands, Nor was it his hap 
to ſuffer from honourable hands only,the ſtanders by are 
not idle, but tollow fo leading an example 2 as if he had 
been ſent for from Cornwall ro Exeter on no other errand 
then to be made the Citic ſcorne, and the ſubjeR whereon 
their wanton inſolency ſhould vent irſelfe : every one in 
the roome had a fling at him : ſome with rheir fiſts bear 
him abdur the head, others {crarch his face , one with his 
fingers boares his cares, to hisexrreame rorment another 
with his fingers rakes in his mouth , ___ there to find 
ſome papers of Inteligence : one tcares his haire, another 
forces his hand downe his throat, and the thing for which 
they make this ſtrit ſearch is 1n1eJigrnuce, ſome (crole of 
intelligence : Sure there is much want of InteEigence in 
their owne heads , that made luch frict inquilition for ir 
11 another mans, Well, they continue this purſuit of 1n- 
telligeace ſo long and ſoeagerly, thac the DoRor fainting 
under ſo barbarous uſage,was ready ro give up the ghoſt, 
and for feare he ſhould dye under their hands, they leave 
him a ſad Embleme of that entertainment which the Mef- 
ſengers of Peace find from the men of this Generation. 
Let that rebellious City remember and cremble at tha: 
condolement of our Saviour over the like hnne,0 Fer nſu- 
lem,{rruſab m, thou that kill: ſt the Proph ty, and Youeſt 
them that ave ſeat unto thee,l ain unwilling to goe on and 
read her deſtiny,and theretore (hall return to the ſtory, 
Having in this unchriſtian manner inſulted long enough 
upon the DoRor,they divert their rage,and [pend the re- 
ſidue of their fury on the Trumpeter , and having either 
before,in part breathed ouctheir macneBegor notthinking 
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the poore Trump-ter {o Malignant as the DoQtor,though 
they uſed him bad enough, yer they exprefie not ſo keen a 
malice againſt him as againſt the Do@or Having ſatiated 
themſclves by cumulating injury upen injury upon them, 
they are bath commanded to an outward Roome , here 
they are affaulced by freth furies , for they had nor ſtayd 
long there , but two Alderman renew the ſame inſolen- 
cies and aQthc injuries all over againe, and the yery 
dregs of the people: animated by their example bear them 
Company. Atrer tis the Earle Commits them to Priſon, 
and being brought into the Roome where they were to 
lodgegthey were ſtripe naked, and their cioathes narrow- 
ly ſearched : and ihough after all this ſcrutiny nothing 
could be found , yet Intelligence is the thing the Earle 
looks after,and Intelligence he will have it it be tobe had, 
And though the world never took his Lordihip for a Phy-

r ſuch imployment ) yer whom he placed Sentinel tor 
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brought the DoRor ſo low, that in three dayes he was 
not able to receive any ſuſtenance, In this hisextremiry 
nd weaknefſe, he had many vilits from the people of rhe 
Towne , who like obs comtorters revile bim inſtead of 
pitrying him : and the third night as ac lay very lick and 
weake 1n his bed,there catue into his Chamber a man very 
|: kely to prove the meflkenger ot death uno him,his name 
was Downes Lieutenar to Capraine whue, who preſently 
asking for the Jeluirc, and calling him Rogue,and as ma- 
ny bate names as himſclte deſerved, offered to lay viclenc 
hands upon him : bur one of the Souldiers abhorring 
[0 barbarous cruelwue, in meere mercy to a dying man, as 
he had reaſon to judge him, inerpoling , reſtrained him 
trom acting thole murtherous thoughts which he brought 
with him, After the Door had remained Priſoner hve or 
fix dayes , and having recovercd ſo much ſtrength as to 
hold our anether wort ying, be was, (with an ill intention 
in ſome )brought before the Councel of Warre,where up- 
on the Doors complaint of the hard uſage he had under- 
gone , ſome of the prime Gentry being aſhamed of the 
crucltics a&ed on him, being a Mclicager, and in that 
regard by the Law at Arms ought to be priviledged rrom 
all atfconrs, much more from luch vio!eiit our-rages, Sir 
Fobn Northcoote indeavoured to palliate the bulineſle, 
and rotake off from the odiouinelle of ir, by alleagding 
the Contents of the Letters, which indeed being toi fone 
preparatories and overtures of Peace , might inrage theſe 
men that were Enemies unto it ; 16 which the Ductor rc- 
plyed,that under favour,thar could be no ground nor ycr 
excuſe for their ſavage uſage of him ; becauſe they had 
bearen him , and almoſt murchered him in the Latte of 
Stamfords preſence, before rhey knew the Contents of the 
Letrers, or read ſo much as one ſyllable of them, or in- 
decd received them, the violent Scrzcant Major ſeizing 
on him before he could deliver wew : This (o unan- 
ſwcrable a recwurnc , put TN Eſet i his Iralian thrug, 
y and 
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and rejoyned no more, but I hnow #ot That. After a week 
Cand more) impriſonment,the Earl commands the DoQor 
to be carryed aboard the Hope of Toptham,where the ſtench 
and noyſome ſmel] of the Ship had almoſt poyſon'd him, 
The Doors wife hearing of her husbands impriſonment 
came 20 E xeter to ſee him, bur before ſhe came her husband 
being thipr for Londox , on much intreaty ſhe obtained 
leave to goe on Ship-board ro ſee him, bur on her returne 
(he was impriſoned till her husband being under ſayl,ſhe 
had libertic to goc away,After ten dayes being at Sea, the 
Door arrived at Londen , where be was long detained 
Prifoncr at the Lord Peters his houſe in Alderſ gate- 
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The Lord Grey,with other ſome Rebels under his Con- 
dut,came to Maſter Nowels houſe, Brother to the Lord 
Nowe! that now is, demanding his perſon Priſoner , and 
his Armes for the uſe ot the Parliament, Maſter Nowel 
modeſtly replycd,that he knew not wherein he had offen- 
ded, that he ſhould forftcir his libertic or goods to the ju- 
tice ot the V-rliament ; his houſe was his Caſtle, his 
Armes were his Detence,agd his libertic was precious un- 
to him , ſorhat he could not ſatishe their demands in any 
thitiz. Hereupon thty plant a Cannon very necre the 
houte, ſo neere thar ric fire of it xook hold of an our-houſe 
that was ch-:-hed, this houle though burnt down was not 
of any great conſequence. Therefore they diſcharge again, 
and bear downe a beame of his dwelling houſe, but hureno 
man within it; and making a third ſhor, they beat downe 
2 Chinincy,and cnc tall of it bruiſed the foot of one of his 
lervants. Atlaſt , hnding that Maſter Nowel was reſol- 
ved romoke pood his houſe againſt them,norwithſtandi 
their Cannon Battery , and would not deliver up his 
ſon w Coptivitc , nor his houſero their Plunder , they 
fire {ix of his Neghbours houſes, in one of which there 
Wzs a woman in Labour,by which meanes the neighbours 
were compelled to cxpole her to a probable, by ſnarching

her from certaine deſtruction, for in the midſt of her 
Throwes and pangs of C hild-birrh,they were faine co car- 
ry her in a Chaire ovr into the ſtreers : having a while 
ſported and warmed themſelves at thoſe flames , at which 
the poore Inhabitanrs wept and wrung their bands , they 
threaten, chatunleſſe Mafter Nowel will yeeld himſelte 
Priſoner, and deliver up his houſe to their pleaſure, the 
will not onely fire his houſe, but will not leave a houle 
unburne in r & whole Pariſh. This ſo affrighted the poor 
Inhabitants and Neighbours, that men, women and chil- 
dren, come with teares, and carneſtly beſeech him to ſur- 
render himſclfe, rather then ſuffer them to be ruined,and 
utterly ſpoyled before his face, Overcome ar laſt, not by 
the Rebels Ordaance, but by that which ſpake louder in 
his earcs, The pirtifull complaints and our-cryes of his 
Neighbours , he ſeunds a Parley , the reſult of which 
was, 

Firſt, That the Rebels ſhould ſee the fre quenched. 

Secondly, That all in bis bouſe ſhould baue (abertie ts 
drpart whither they pleaſed. 

Thirdly, That nou? ſbeuld enter the houſe but Comman- 
ders. 

Bur this generation of Ty#ce-breahrye (har keep faith 
neither with God nor man, and break Oathes faſter then 
ever Sempſon did his Cords , whom nothing can tye faſt 
bur a Halter, the ſtrongeſt Obligation for a Traytor) 
were no ſooner entredthe houſe, bur preſently they ſeize 
on Maſtcr Nowel and Maſter Sh'ipw:th as their Priſoners 2 
and whereas by the Article of agreement nene were to 
enter the houſe bur Commanders, and (ince it the Article 
had been kept unviolared , there were like to be asmany 
Theeves within as without doores ; Therefore Comman- 
ders and common Souldicrs, common Souldiers & Come 
manders,all Theeves, enter the houſe, and rifle it, They 
take away his goods, curthe Ticks of his beds , burne the 
Feathers,ecarc in pieces his Accounts, Writings,and Evi- 
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dences, and Thet which we have nor read in the black 
Catalogue of the out-rages of the Re bellious Iriſh , was 
2rnen-ptcd by theſe,for inthe examinations upon Oath ot 
thoſe { 2 report the miſcrable ſufterings of the poor Pro- 
reſtants in /relandy& the barbarouſneflc of the Iriſh, pub- 
I'ſhed by Order of Parliament, we doe not find that 0d

them. Havivg commirred theſe inhumane as amon 
the Living , they goe into the Church among the Das 
and there deface a goodly Monument which this Noble 
Gemleman Maſter Nowe! had erected for his deceaſed 
Wite ; deeply wounding the living Hu: band, hy ſpoyling 
that Memoriall which he had conſecrated to the dear Me+ 
mory of his dead Wite, Having ranſacked all from the 
living tothe dead,they carry away M Nowel and M.: hip- 
w-th Priſoners to London, and commir them to ſafe cuſto- 
dy inthe Lord Peters his houſe (before mentioned) in 
Alderſ gate-fireet , wheie they remained Priloners tor a 
long rime. 

Colonel Sandyes in his perambulation of Kext,beſtowed 
a viſit upon DoRor Bargraves houſe then Deane of Cay- 
terbury,the Deane hiruleltchen being from home. Sanayes 
came late in the night , and the whole family were in 
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bed : they ſoone rayſe the houſe, and where they did noe 
find they make an entrance, forcing Miſtreſſe Bargrave,a 
vertuous good Gentlewoman (whom their haſty (lummons 
had permirtcd to caſt onely her Night-gowue abour her)

{core yeares old, there they ſciac upon a (Cabinet of hers, 
and breake it open , (though che good 0!d woman would 
very faine hare had it {parcd,and oftered them the key ro 
open it) they tind in ic fortic tive pounds in old Gold, 
which the had layd by t beſtow as Legacies npon her 
friends : this they hug and call their owne, She 'nerears 
thei to forbeare it, and dire&s them ro her W:l], which 
was laid up with the Gold,and in that they might ſee how 
ſhe had bequearhed ir. Upon perutall ot the Will , they 
tind that the had made Deane Bargfave her ownc Bro» 
ther her Executor, this they pronounce a Crime ot ſo high 
a nature,that nothing couldexpiare the guilr,but the for- 
feirure of the Gold, and the Cancelling of the Will ; bur 
by the earneſt mediation of Maſter Kyng , one of theic 
company , art length they are wry, to reſtore the 
Gold , and ſparethe Will. From hence they goe tothe 
Chamber where young Maſter Bargrave the Deanes Son 
did ledge ; Sandyes valiantly breakes his Sword (which 
hung at his beds head) before his face, and calling him 
out of his bed,ſends him Priſoner to Dover Caſtle. Soone 
after , the Deane haſtning home to comtort his diſtreſled 
Family , $ aadyrs heares where he was lodged at an Inne 
at G- avrſ-endzand as he was undrefl:d and ready to goin- 
to bed, Sendyer and 13 ot his Souldiers, prefle into his 
Chamber with their Swords drawn, and command him to 
yeeld hioiſelt a Priſoner hich che Deaue(having neither 
F 3 power 
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power nor will to refit) did atrordingly z; having (with 

out any reaſoa given) brought him a Captive to Londen» 
they commit him Priſoner to rhe Fleet , where after he 
had laine three weekes , he was atlaſt releaſed, withuiit 
ever being examined, vr ſo much as called tv rhe Houle, 
After this, Sandyes writes (I bluſh ro mention {o degene» 
rous a Pamphlet) a book,and was not aſhamed to call it, 
His Travail's inte Kent , unworthy his Predeceffory, to 
ſtainc the Name of Sandyes with tuch Travailes :*{n this 
worthlefle commentary,the Regiſter of his perperuall 1n- 
famy, amongſt others things he taſtens the Nore of a 
debauched drunken young tcllow , upon young M, 2ar- 
grave, a Gentleman ot io ingenuous a Countenance , fo 
modeſt and ſweer a 1emper , that he deſerves a tarre 
better Character, The old Deane, a grave and Learned 
Gentleman, hearr-broken with theſe Injuries,ſoone after 
dycs ; the World inthe mean time C nai Sandyes, 
nat ſomuch for his Barbaritie as ingratitude in dealing 
thus with him, who had not many yeares betore, beene a 
ſpeciall meanes to lave him from the Gallowes , when he 
was indited for a Rape at the generall Aﬀizes at Maid- 
fone.

Hen the Earle of Stamford was in Hereford- 

ſhire in Oftober 1642- and Pillaged all char 

kept faith and Allegeance to the King , information was 
ome Miſtrefle Swift , wife of Maſter Thrmas Swift 
/arſon of Goodwich , that her houſe was deſigned ro be 
Plundred ; 1o prevent ſo great a danger, the inftanr- 
ly repaired to Hereford where the Earle then was , ſome 
ten miles trom her owne home wo Petition him , that no 
violence might be offered byhis Souldiers to her houſe or 
goods: He moſt nobly,& according to the goodneſle of his 
diſpolition,#rhrew the Petition away, and [wore no finall 
Oarhes that the ſhould be Plundered ro morrow. The 
good Gentlwoman being our of hope to pre vaile, and 
ſeeing there was no good to be done by Pcutioning him, 
ſpeeds home as faſt as the could , and that night remo-

ry away what was before deligned tor Plunder,but wanted 
meanes of conveyance. When they came, amongſt other 
things, there was a batchof bread hot in the Oven, this 
they leize on, ten © hildrenon their knees intreat but for 
one loafe, and at laſt with much importunitic obcazned it :

Maſter Swifts eldeſt ſonne, a youth, ſeeing this barba- 
rouscruelric, demanded of them a reaſon of this ſo hard 
ulagac:

no ſuſtenance, hardly any thing to cover them, trom Fry- 
day iix a clocke at night, untill Saturdayrwelve at night, 
uncill at laſtthe neighbours moved with the Jamentable 
cryes and complaints of the Children and Servants , one 
of the neighbours over-looking all difficulties, and 
ſhewing thar he durſt be Charitable in deſpite of theſe 
Maonſters, venturcd in and brought them ſome provifion, 
And itthe World would know what it was that ſo exalpe- 
rated theſe Rebels againſt this Gentleman,the E.ot Srtam- 
ford, a man that is nor bound to give an account of all his 
ations , gave tw». reaſons for it, hiſt, becauſe he had 
bought armes and conveyed them into Menmouth-ſaire, 
which under his Lordihips good favour was not ſo; and 
ſecondly,becauſe not long betore, he Preached a Sermon 
in Roſſe upon thart Text , Give unto Ceſar the things that 
er: Ceſays,in which his Lordſhip ſaid, he had ſpoken TI rea» 
ſon in endeavouring to give Ceſar more then his due : 
theſe two Crimes coſt Maſter Swift no lefle then 300 l.

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Abour Feb.164z,the Duke of Yendoſme being torerurn 
home into Frax:e , bur reſolving firſt co take his leave of 
the King at @ xford, obraincd a Paſle fromthe cloſe Come 
mitree, that he mighr be tree from any 'et or moleſtation 
1n his journey, but notwithſtanding this Valle, in his Re- 
rurne from Uxfſyd he was ſearched and Plundered ar 
Uzbridge, by that worthy Knight Sir Samuel Lage , who 
was ſent by his Excelleacy from !!"indſor , with a Treope 
ot Horſe for that p_ , T hat France by experience 
might know , that Theeves Rob as confidently in the 
Townes of England, as in the woods of Ardexna, or any 
Forreſt in Fraxce. 

About December 1642. the Colonels, Waller , Browne, 
and others,marching from Aylesbury ro windſor, & thence 
by Newbury to #incheſter , their Souldiers in their March 
Plundered eve: y Miſter within five miles of the Road, 
wichout diſtin&ion, whether of their owne party or of the 
other, whether they ſubſcribed for Epiſcopacy,Presbyrery, 
or Independency, whether they wore a Surplice, or retu- 
led it ; onely ifrhey did not, they afforded them the lefle 
bootie. Thoſe that were Conhders , whoſe Irregularicie, 
#nd Non-Conformitic,armed them with confidence to ap- 
peare, Petitioned the Houſe of Commons for Reliefe and 
fatisfation : it being taken into Conſideration , that this 
was not according to their new Phraſe to weaken the wich- 
ed , but the Religious and ſuch who ſtood wel-alte&ed 
tothe Parliament : hereupon flandering the Cavaliers, 
with the tat which their @wne Souldiers had done,and ro 
make the fool:ſh Citizens bleed free , there was an Order 
drawne up and publiſhed, Thar in regard the Peri- 
tioners were wel-affeted men, and Plundered byrhe 
Cavaliers , that there ſhovld be a generall Colle&i- 
on made tor them the next Faſt day,and that the Prea- 
chers ſhould exhort the People, and Pray to Godra 
enlarge the Peoples hearrs,bounutully 5 relieve the Pe- 
LiTiONETS* 
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But ir;xcheſter being ſuxprized , and the Lord Grandi- 
ſon taken Priſoner, Colonel Browne ina Letter to famous 
Iſaa:h Pennington, magnifies the Viftory , andinlarged 
the glory of it very much by chat Circumitance ot raking 
that Noble Lord Priſoner , but which did much <clipſe 
the honour obtained that day, inthe Letter he addes,thar 
by the treachery of Colonel Urreyhe was eſcaped ; little 
tIſaach hid hardly ſo much patience, as to read outihe 
Letter , bur he Summons his Mirmidens, and gives an 
A arme to his Red-coates,the Meflzngers of his fury,and 
ſends chem inſtantlyto Plunder Miſtrefle Urrics lodging ; 
[t was no ſyoner ſaid then done, rhey being as lwirt to 
act milch ete as 1/aach was ready to command it ; what 
they had ia charge they performe taitktully, and Plunder 
her of no more but ef. Miſtrelſ: y»yey preſently gives 
notice tO her Husband what meaſure ſhe toumd in the Ci- 
tie, while he was in theic Service in the Country: the Coln- 
ncl upon the Information haſtens ro Londex , to expoltu- 
lace tor this Injury, and for redrefle, complaines to the 
Houſe againſt the Ring-leader Brown?e,and Rour-Maſter 
little Iaach : upon hearing, borh parties,the Houſe quits 
Colonel Urrey trom any conſpiracy with my Lord Gran- 
diſon or connivance at his eſcape: and tor reparation of 
his lotles,they order him 400 7. to be paid him out of the 
Monies colle&ed the laſt Faſt day tor the Plundered 
Miniſters, who by this meancs were Plundered twice ; 
and fo one order begerting another , they order that a 
new colletion ſhall be made for rhe Petitioners rhe next 
Faſt day : nor was this the firſt debt by many that have 
beene paid by the abuſed Charitic of Loadon, the great 
Tax-bearing Mule as one juſtly calls ir, 

There is one &ca/e dwelling, at Haſely (as I rake it) in 
0 rfordjhire ; a man much devoted to the proceedings 
of the two Houles of Parliament, yer it was his chance to 
fall into their hands who weagex the wicked: ſome of 
the Rebcells under the commalud of the Earic of ae 
Plun- 
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Plundered him of two Horſes : upon complaint made un- 
tothe Earl,he gives Beal command to attend him at Tame, 
and there he ſhould have them again: according to the 
dire&ions given him by the Earle, ( accompanied by his 
Brother) he comes to Tame, hoping to have his Horles re- 
ſtored,being come thirhe: , Beale is apprehended and com- 
mitted to Priſon,and his Horſe , togerher with that which 
his Brother rode on, are both ſeized for the Earles uſc, 
nor can cither Man or Horſe be releaſed, unlefle he wall 
pay down 26 4, in ready mony : having continued in Pri- 
lon foure daics,at laſt his Mother (for tear if ſhe had rode 
ſhe might have been Priſoner for her Horſes ſake , as ET 
Sonne was) comes to Tame on foot and brings 20 & W! 
ber to redeeme her Son vur of Priſon,upon receipt of the 
Money, being a debt fo juſtly due and forruely paid, 
Excellency releaſed him out of his Impriſonment,and re- 
ſtored him the two worft Horſes of the foure , and wiſely 
kept che two beſt for himſelfe , which with a very lictle 
helpe , may ſerve ro explaine the myſtery of his Morro, 
CAVE ADSUM : Le, where 1 come lookt well to your 
Mont) and Horſes.

1.1'clolemnly made , not to abuſe the World 
with falthoods or uncertainties, bur to.uſe all Candour 
and Intcgricic: and if any thing ſhould chance to paſle, 
which upou better information ſhould appeare talle, I 
ſhould gor bluth ro make a free and an ingenuous ac- 
knowledgemenr, In theic feverall Relations what to re- 
era&t or recall otthe Rebels cruelties, I yer know nothing, 
but what to adde umorhem I doe, 
The (ixt wecks Mercury told you of the Plundering of 
1 llingbo-ow 1n No!thamptenſbire by the Rebels, and the 
raking of Maſter Tons, Vicar of that Towne Priſoner,and 
ia tha: account which I there gave of him, I lett him-in 
Captivitie at Noribompton ; fince that Afercury went 
abroad,'ome good body finding that Relat'on ro come tar 
(horr of rhit barbarous uſage which Maſter 1oves found 
from the Keb-1s,movedeicther with dereſtation of ſuch in- 
humane cruclt.c not wo be burved in oblivion,or outof af-

V HenT firſt entred on this Worke, it was a pro- 
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life in his liſe, Threeſcore end ten, and had not theſe blood- 
thirſtie men ſhorrned hus daycs by an untimely death , he 
might have been ſo ſtrong as to come 10 foureſcore yearer; 
and though age it ſelf be a diſeaſe (which yer tew menthar 
have it are willing to be cur'd of ) it pleated God ro adde 
a caſuall infirmitic ro his naturall , for ſome rwo yeares 
ſince by a fall he unhappily breke his leg , of which he 
continued lame to his deach, Whenthe Rebells , thoſe 
Locuſts that devoure all the good things of che Land, 
came to Wellingborow, having ranſacked the Towne, they 
rook many Priſoners,and amongſt che reſt Maſter Zones : 
all chat knew him muſt beare him record , that he was a 
man ot a moſt unblameable life and converſation,an able 
Scholler , and extraordinarily gitted for ng , of 
which he gave ample proofe by his Labours diligently be- 
ſtowed among his Pariſhioners by the] pow of forty years: 
having, 6/11 in their power whom they knew to be a great 
meanes by his Orthodox Preaching to keepe that Towne 
and ſome parts thereabours in Obedience, when the reſt 

ot the Courtrey were in Rebellion againſt their Sove- 
raigne ; they neither reverence bis Calling, nor honour 
his age, nor pirrie his infirmirie, bur abuſe him by ſcotfes, 

and jezres , and compell him to goe on foot a great part 
ot the way (lame and weak as he was) berweene Welling- 
borow and Northampton : and that he might keepe pace 
with the reſt , they compell him ro make more ſpeed then 
his intirmitie could brooke, Ar Well :ny borow the Rebells 
murthered a Barber and ole away his Keare , and when 
they could not torce this reverend old man © mend his 
pace, Liecurcnant Grimes (2 deſperate Browniſt, the,gra- 
ſter of this mif-rule, andthe chicfe agent in infliting M11 
this ſcorae and tyranny on Maſter Jozes, bur lince a pr'» 
ſoner in Banbury Caſtle) ro ſee if feare would adde to his 
ſtrength, forceththe Beare apon him, which running be- 
eweene his legs rook him upon her back, and laying atde 
the intratableneſſe of its Narure , grew patient ot her 
G burden; 
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burden ; and to the aſtoniſhment ot the beholders carried 
him quietly, ſo that what was intended as a violence, bt - 
came his caſe. I he Rebels overcome by ſo unuſual an ex- 
ample of kindnefie, the ſavage Beare reproving the mad- 
neſje of their tury, they remove Maſter Joxes from off che 
Beareto a Horle, but ſuch a Horſe as did but yary , not 
better the condition of his rranſportation. One of the rout 
obſerved to be cxrreamely ative inall theſe inſolencies, 
and to have a hand in murrthering the Barber, ſeeing the 
cameneſle of the Bear,as quiet under Maſter Jones , as if 
ſhe had bin accuſtomed to the Saddle , preſumes thar it 
was 8 more but up and ride, and preſently beſtrides the 
Beare,who as it ſhe had been ofthar race that did revenge 
the Propher Eliſhas quarrell , diſmounts the bold Rider, 
and as if ſhe had bin rob'd of her whelps , did ſo mangle, 
rend,and tear him with her teeth,and pawes,thatthe pre- 
ſumptuous wrerch dyed of theſe hurts ſuddenly after. 
Stray, Reader, ſuſpend aa opinion, be not too haſtic, 1 
profefle ingenuouſly the relation ſeemes ar firſt bluſh ro 
partake ſorucrhing of the Romanſe , or at beſt ro be but an 
unitation of ſome Popith Legend, as if we meant to im- 
plore the help of feyned miracles togain credit to a par- 
tie : bur againſt all this prejudice I muſt oppoſe, firſt the 
Intcegritic and qualuic ot the Relator , _—_ beyond all 
— affirms it on his credit. Secondly,why ma 
not God ſtop and open the mouth of the Bear now as well 
as the Lyons hererotore > to revenge the indignitics offe- 
red to a Miniſter under the Goſpel,by the ſame creature, 
as thoſe offered toa Propher under the Law ? Or laſtly, 
why may not the blood of him thatuwned this Beaſt, be 
requiredby this Beaſt of him that had his hand in ſhedding 
it ? This was not che firſt time that God gave commiſſion 
ro the Brute to execure his vengeance, Bur 1 forger my 
ſelte ; my buſineſle is co relate things done,nct roencouns 
rer ObjeCtions againſt their probability ot doing, To goe 
ogt! erctore* 
Haying 
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Having brought Maſter Tones to Norebampton , hisen- 
tertainment there was as bad as his uſage in the way thi- 
ther : though it were in the depth of Winter,when old age 
needed good fortifications of Lodging and Dyeragainſt 
the incurſions of Cold «nd Wet, yet they afford him no- 
thing bur a bard mar, with a lirtle ſtraw under him,and to 
cover him and to keep him warme nothing bur one Blan- 
ker and his own wearing cloches: As for tus food,they give 
him the bread of afff:(f on,dc 1ying his owne friends leave 
ro ſupply him with compercat dyct,to ſuſlaine nature,and 
bis growing intirmiries : yer to ſhew that Man lives wot 
by bread one(y, but by _ word wuich proceedeth out of 
the mouthof Ged, it pleaſed his good providence to pre« 
ſerve him like the young children 1n Daniel,fed only with 
Pulſt , (o that he was in good plight and feemed to wane 
nothing,though ke continued in this diſtrefled condition 
tromC hriſtmas co almoſt Eaſter: 2bout which rime,nort re- 
morſe of conlcience for ſo much cruelty pratticed on a de- 
crepid old man,(but an Orthodox Reverend Divine) bur 
importunitic of friends, prevailed with the Rebells to re» 
leaſe him of his impriſonment in Northempton,and te re- 
mit him to a neighbour Miniſters of bis, one M, Walters, 
Bachelor in Divinitic, Yicar of Deddington neer Welling 

borow,a very learned and induſtrious Preacher, and per. 
mitted him ro Officiate in his owne Cure at Eaſter , there 
being but one Pariſh Church in the Towne , but no lefle 
then two thoaſand Communicants, Having licence to viſit 
his Charge, not awed by that Tyrannous ulage which he 
had undergone, Conſcience of his dury doth prefle him to 
a punttuall obſervance of the Orders and Canons of the 
Church ; he Celebrares Divine Service according to the 
Book of Common Prayer ; preacheth Obedience as bold- 
ly as it there had been no Rebells in Northampton-ſhive, 
adminiſtrecth the Sacraments with che ſame Reverence, 
Decency and Deyocion,as it chere had been no Puricans in 
Welliagborow. Nor doth che undaumed old man remir 

z any 
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any thing enjoyned by Caron or Rubrick, This conſtancy 
of his ſo incenled the Schifmaricall Puritanicall partic of 
the Towne, that complaintis made at Northampton, that 
M. Fones is the ſame man he was, as much atrue Son and 
Miniſter of rhe Chutch of Exg/andas cver. Upon this in- 
fermation, he is apprehended in Eaſter week,and carryed 
Priſoner to Northampten a ſecond time, where they uſo 
him with more inhuwanity (it it be poflible) then before; 
they will not permit his wite to viſit him , and kept him 
ſo ſhort in h's dyer, nor ſuftering his wife or friends to re- 
lieve him , that mcſt barbarouſly they ſtarved him to 
death, for about Whirſonride his ſpirirs exhauſted,and his 
body pined by famine , the good old Martyr reſigned his 
ſoulc to God, 

There is in Northam! ton one Joby Gifford, for his ex- 
erationthe Hogge-herds ſonne of Little-Hewgton, for his 
education,a Ant ,ntterward a Heſe-buyer,now Majpr of 
Northampton,and Colonel of the Towne Regiment, T his 
man to bis power Civ:!} and Martiall,aſſumes an Eccle- 
fiaſticall Superintendency roo, and orders what formes 
ſhall be uſcd in Baptiſme,the Lords Supper, Buryall of the 
Dead , and rhe like: When therefore they came ro in- 
xerre the skin and bu!-£5of rhis ſtarved Marryr , for fleſh 
he had none , the forme enjoyned by this Gifford was the 
ſame which one Brookes, a London LeQurer , uſed ar the 
buriall of 7e/x Gough ot S, lames Dukes place within 
Algatein London, viz. 

Aſhes 10 Aſher, Duſt to Duff, 
Here's the Pit, and in you muſt 

The Wor!d may n this ſee what devout Liturgies we 

are like to have, when a Major of a Towne ſhall ſup- 

refle the Antient Pious Formcs,and introduce rime dog- 
gerels,ficrer for a painted Cloth in an Ale-houſe,then 
Church of Chriſt. 

Before I leave this particular Relation, I muſt not for- 
gerto tell you one a& of theſe Religious Reformers : be- 

ing 
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ing at Fellingborow at the Signe of the Swan , rwo Maid- 
ſervants making a bed, ſome of thele Rebels did (ullicite 
them to Incontinency, but rhe Maids retuling to hearken 
ro their beaſtly ſollicitations,chey began to offer violence, 
and to inforce what they could uot perſwade , they ſtill 
making reſiſtance , they thot one of them dead in the 
place, and ſhor the other through the wriſt ; ſuch Monu- 
ments of Ke'zgion and Paritie dv theſe bletied Reformers 
leave at all places where they come 
Maſter Frederich Gibb Paiſonof Hartiſt in S»ffolke, 
in Morning Prayer betore Sermon , defired his Pariſhio- 
ners to give attention to one of His Majeſties Declarati- 
ons newly ſer torth , with an exprefſc Command to have 
it Publiſhed in all Pariſh Churches , thereby ro rectifie 
the people, and to wipe off thoſe falſe Imprefiions which 
the Incendiariesof the Kingdome had made in them con» 
cerning the Kings Actions & Intentions: whereupon one 
Mafter Coleman a Parithioner being preſent ,impudently 
replyed unto him, openly inthe Church,that he mighe be 
aſhained ro abuſe the people by Reading His Majeſties 
Declarations unto them,and therefore he would ferch him 
ſome Parliament Declarations which were a great deale 
berter ro be Publiſhzd unto chem; while this rayling Rab» 
ſhekeb reviled bis CY Gibb, as it he had re- 
ccived the Command in that calc given, «anſwers bim not, 
made no reply at all, bur as not heeding this [narler,calls 
on the Congregation a ſecond time to give attention, 
Coleman interrupts him againe,and in aſcoffing manner, 
ſaycs, well then Sir , you meane to be an obedient Servant 
to bis Majeſtie. Maſter Gibb then thinking it not onely 
ſcaſonable, bur neceflary to profeſle his Loyalty, replycd, 
yes, Sir, | am, and bope to continue « faithſull Servant un- 
to Him as long a51 live : and fo proceeds to read the De- 
claration;rhe People norwithſtanding all this Incourage- 
rent from Coleman to contradict withthemyſtanding very 
attentive to hearc it : The main dritof the Kings Decla» 
ration, 
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ration, wasto afſure all His loving Subje 3s, That ax He 
expected that rhey ſhould make the Laws the rule of their 
obedience,ſo He would make rhe Laws the guide of His 
government: Maſter Gibb having ares. Leclara- 
tion,Coleman ſtands up,and moſt Traiterouſly replyed wo 
his Parſon, well, Sir, the King neither £,n07 ſball be Iudge 
of the Law what ever ſuch prating fellower as you would 
bave bim : after this, being inraged ( as the reft of thar 
FaRion are) that the peoples eyes thould be opencd , or 
that they ſhould, being rruely informed, conceive of the 
King as he is, a moſt juſt and pious Prince , bur ill ro 
look on him an+ all his aRions through thoſe falſe Per- 
ſpe&ives of ſlander and falſchood which they hold betore 
their eyes ; Coleman (peeds to Longun, and complaines fro 
thar Conventicle which call themſelves a Parliament) 
againſt Maſter Gibb for ſo foule an Afﬀeronr = upon 
them by publiſhing che Kings Declaration: preſently (be- 
ing ſervilely Obſervant to every bale intormer) rhey diſ- 
patchſeverall Purſevants to apprehend Maſter Gibb, be 
Jeting the florme comming (as wile men doe) hides bim- 
ſelſe,after ſometime ot retirement (adviſed untoit by his 
triend) he goes to London , where by the great mediation 
of friends, and paying tees ro the fumme of go {. he was 
diſmifled, upon engagement to be torth-comming, when- 
ſever they frould call for him. 

There is none ſo infolent and intolerable as a baſe 
meanc man ſtarted up into Command or Authoritie , we 
cannot give you a greater Inftance,then in That begger- 
iy Captain Yen,Citizen of Loydon,made Colonel & Com- 
mander in chict of wizdſor Caſtle , who doth not onely 
afſume to himle{tc the propriety of his Soveraignes houſe, 
daring his Letters to lexabel his wife , From our Caſile at 
Windſor,and building ſome additions tothe Deanes Lodg- 
ings, as if he meant to ſet up his reſt there, and make 
that his habitation: when no place in that Royall Caſtle is 
fir for ſuch a. Couple bur the Cole-houſe , and cven that 
| (00 
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t00 good for them ; bur as if there would never come a 
timeto call himto an account,he doth uſe the Gentlemen 
and Souldiers taken by the Rebells , and ſent Priſoners 
thitker,with that crueltic and inbumanitie, as it they were 
Turkes, not Chriſtians , for the Gentlemen that are Pri- 
ſoners there are nor onely kept from Church,nor permir- 
red ro receive the Sacrament neicher from their owne 
Preachers,nor from any fiiend whom they could procure 
to doe that office for them, nay , they were not permitted 
co joyne together in devorions in their Jon odgings, 
but each mana patt, and if this pertie T yrantcould have 
hindered that intercourſe which every particular devout 
Soule injoyes with his God , this Ath:ift would have hin- 
dered that too. And becaulc the ſedentary Solitary Lives 
which they led there were prejudiciall ro their healthes, 
they earneſtly entreated Yea that they might;recreate 
themſelves in the Tennis Court near the Keep, apd ofter- 
red to be at the charges of a Guard , it choſe high walls, 
and the many guards abouc them were not thought ſuffi- 
cient to ſecure them , bur yet were denyed, Nay, when 
the Sheriffe of Suſſex was brought Priſoner from Louder 
to in {for very laine, though his Chirurgion oftered Co- 
tone! Yea to be depoſed, that on the leaſt negleR his Leg 

was like to Gangreene, yet after he came to windſor , he 

was forced to lye withrthe reſt of the Knighes and Gentle- 

men on the ground many nights ; at laſt , ſhewing his 
Leg wo Yen, he contefſed , that he never ſaw a more dan” 
gerous lameneflc, and promiſed to acquaint the Earle of 
Eſſex with it ; and the Sheriffe himſclte being acquainted 

with the Earle, preſuming n ſome intereſt in him, wroce 

unto him to acquaint him with his Condirion,and carneſt- 
ly intreating hio that he might be ſent to Loxndou and 

diſpoſed of, though ina Dungeon, for a weeke , that he 

might have the aſliſtance of his owne Phybltian and Chi- 

rurgion,oftering co give anyſecurity, & be ar any charges 

to allure him of his ſafe Kerurne, to render himſclic - ruc 

U 4 ye 
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Priſoner ; but neither the ſenſe of his miſery, nor hisear- 
neſt tollicicariors could prevaile wich his Excellency. And 
if the Knights and Gentlemen , who had money to bribe 
thar compathon which they could not intreat, foi nd no 
berrer nicalure at their hands,what then, thinke you, were 
thoſe heavy preſſures under which the poore common 
Souldiers groaned 7 there were in the Caſtle cight poore 
Souldiers 9 whom the Sherifte ot 5yſſex alluwed cightr 
ſhillings aweek : yet notwithſtanding, becaule they retu- 
led rotake the wapes of Iniquitie , and lerve under the 
Rebells Colours, 2nd bgbr againſt hen Soveraigne, they 
ſtarved them, inſomuch that being releaſed , (that they 
might not dye in the © aftle )comnyng into the aire, three 
of them tell down dead inthe fireets : rhree more recove- 
ce as farre as Exton, where a gaod woman tor hve 
thillings a Weeks given for their relicte by the She- 
rifte of Suſex , gave them entertainment, and when 
rhe Shcrilte made his happy eſcape, he left them as 
live. 

There was a poore man living necre Moore Parke, 
whom(when Prince Rupert was inthole parts commanded 
ro thew him where the Pipes lay which conveyed water to 
rhe Caſtle,for tis crime they apprehend him,and commic 
him priſoner to tae Caſtle, where rhey fed him with lo 
flender dyer, that they even ſtarved him : and when upon 
his wives teares and lamentable cryesthat the and her 
children were like 160 ſtarve athome , while her husband 
ſtarved 2t !7indſor,rhey having no ſubſtance bur whar he 
got by the fivcat ot his browes,he was relcaſed, he was not 
ableto ſtand on his legs, and whether dead knce we have 
no Information, 

There was at the ſame time in the Caſtle, one Lieure- 
nant Athinſox priſoner , who ſuftering under the fame 
want of neceflary food, ſent to his Father, humbly pertiti- 
oning ſor reliete ; his Farther , though a man of good e- 
Rare,returned anfyer,that unlefic he would take profered

Fntertainment from the Parli-menr, he ſhould Iyc there, 
rx, and ſtarve, and be damned, for him ; He hnding no 
piv ic trom his Father, where Nature and Religion bade 
lm expeRt it, perition'd the Gentlemen in the Kyrep for 
bread, as wany others dayly did, and on his Petition had 
monics lent hin, bur dyed ftarved wo daves afrer, and 
letc this juſt ground tothe world 10 wake rhis Obſervati-

\ ) 7 Illiam (haldwe' ot Thorgonby, in the County 
of Lixco ne E\quire, and Juſtice of Peace, 

being an aged Gentleman , yer his Loyalry 

and defiie to ic: ve the King in Lis juſt Warres, made 
him over-looke his in.tirmines, lo that he relolved in 
perſon to come to» His afhiſtance ; Tu, this purpoſe he 
provides foure horſes compleatly furniſhed , of which 
the Rebells having intclgence, they ſurprize him 
and {cize on his horles. In Feoruas y 1643. ſome Rebell- 
Troopers canic to M, Chalaw.&s houle and demanded 
entrance, Which he denying unlelle they conld _ 
wane 
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ſome Commifiinn from the King, they preſently broke up 
his hall windows,and forcing his entrance,apprehend his 
petſon : yer his perſon is not all they come tor, they be- 
pi to plunder his goods,and the firſt ching which they lay 

Idon, was ſome Linnen lying on the Hall Table, A 
ſervant of Maſter Chaldwels ſtanding by , unwilling to 
loſe any thing,it ic might be ſaved,rakes hold on the Lin- 
nen too, and intreats the Troopers to [pare ir: Preſently 
ſome cry out ithyor him , which was no ſooner ſaid then 
done, for one diſcharging a Viſtoll at him , thor a Buller 
inro his hearr,and the top of his ſeouring-ſtick into his bo. 
dy neerc it. The poore man inſtantly fell downe dead, 
hardly by any motion expreſling the farewell of lite; 
While moſt N20d amazed at {o barbarous an at, ſome 
make towards him, thinking co help him, but were forbid 
by the bloody Villaines to come neere him , who were 
ftofarre from remorſe far what rhey had done\that to mur- 
ther they added theft , diving into the Pockets of him 
whom they had thus murthered , and robbing him of his 
moneys: Nay,his wite whom they had murthered,hearing 
of this ſad accidenr,being great with child,came ro fee her 
dead Husband, but was not permitted to come neare him, 
being threarned by theſe Troopers, that if ſhe came neare 
him , they ſhould doe unto her as they had done unto her 
Husband, Shoot her dead. 

Having donetneir pleaſure in Maſter Chaldwels houſe, 
they carry him away Priſoner 16 Lixco/in, Being come 
thither, they commur him roche Towne Gavle,and lodged 
bim there in the commog Keep amongſt Murtherers and 
F=lons : Lhe day afrer che Lincolae-ſhire Rebels received 
ce detear before ewarke , by a verball command from 
c&* Earle of Lincolne?, he was removed from the 1 owne- 
Priſon to the Caſtle in Liacolne , where he was put into a 
gaſtic ſtinking place called the Witch Hole , and without 
any regard whis guaiitic , being a Gentleman of prime 
ace int hi; Country, or £9 lais age being an 01d aan, they 
pernue 
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permit him to ſtay there all night , having no orher bed 
but the Ground, and no other Pillow bur the hard ſtones, 
The nex day they vouchſafe him che favour ro lethim 
purchale a little and bur a very little better accommoda- 
Lon by buying out ſome poore Priſoners out of their lod- 
ging : remaining there inthis diſconſolate condition , his 
wife an aged Gentlewoman came to viſit him, being very 
willing to {hare with him in his Miſery, as before ſhe had 
done in his Preſperiric, 

Having ſpent ſome time in mutuall conſolation, and 
exhorting one anther patiently to beare this unjuſt op- 
prethon,hoping that they might enjoy ene anothers ſocie- 
ric, in ſo meane a condition, without the envy of their op- 
prefſors : bur even this contented miſery did not laſt long, 
tor the next day after the Rebells loſt Grantham by tne 
Kings recovering that Towne, uut of their poſſeſſion, rhe 
Governour ot rincolze (Welder by name) inraged, and 
not knowing where to wreck his malice,lafer then on this 
poore old CGemleman, comes up t9 the Caſtle, and moſt 
imperiouſly commands that (baldwell ſhould come betore 
him: the Meſſenger that was ſcnt ro command his appea- 
rance, returned withthis anſwer , That Maſter Chaldwel 
laboured under ſome indi{poſition,that he was in bed,and 
his Wife with him : the Governour not ſatisfied with fo 
reaſonable an anſwer,ſnatclied a cudgell out of a Souldi- 
ers hand,and ſweares that he would make the old raſcall 
riſetin this tury away he goes to Maſter Chaldwells cham- 
ber, and ruſhing in,in a menacing, way ſhakes his cudgell 
at him,and holding it upon his head, chreatned to baſti- 
nado him if he did ror riſc preſently , the good old Gen- 
tlewoman his wife, progneſticacing by the rough mefiage 
ſent her Husband, that there was a ſtorme comming, for- 
{ook her bed,and ſtood by itin her night-Gown,bur bare- 
legged , there ro imterpoſe and plead for her Husband it 
eccalion ſerved : and now finding more inhumanitie rhea 
her feare at firſt ſuggeſted, in an kumble manner ſhe be- 
leeched

ſeeched the Governeur to uſe her Husband like a Gentle. 
man, not like a dog,to be awed by a cudgell. The Gover- 
nour impatient of any mediation,chough trom a wite,and 
though backed with never {0 much reaſon, cummands his 
Souldicrs to take ber away,which they did in ſo rude and 
boyſterous a manner , that they dragged her downe the 
ſtaires, pulled her drefiing oft her head,and at laſt chruſt 
her our of tie Caſtle, Being thus violently ſnatched from 
her deare Husband, and 1cating he might ſuffer as much 
violence within, as ſhe did in being thurſt our of the Ca- 
ſtle, thc firs cowne on a [tone at the Caſtle gate , where 
the winter blaſts fand hr gray haire, a ſad ſpectacle ro all 
that palled by, and kicw who the was, Many there were 
that picti<d her diſtrclie, and would willing]y have recei> 
ved her into their howutes,, bur durſt not; *tis a crime to 
ſhew mercy where che Rebels intend crueltie. Ar laſt ha- 
ving late there long , full of reares and ſorrow, baſtled 
with cold winds and weather, a hitcr of Matter Se ts the 
Aporhecaty (andthe God ot mercy reſtore it an hundred 
told into her boſome )'ends her a Perti-coac( tor theythruſt 
her out withno clothes on bur her night-Gowne) to fence 
her againſt the extremitic ot the cold, Burtoler this cha- 
ritable Gentlewoman know,that the rewards ot mercy are 
w be expected in another world, and that here to doe 
good, and torthat to ſutter evill, is the recompence of this 
world,that very aft:1-noone her Brothers houſe was plun- 
dered, and all thcir goods tcizcd on, ſo that they needed 
a returne of that comp:flion in the evening which they 
ſthewed to others in tie morning. Helden the Governour, 
having compelledrhe good old Gentleman to rife our of 
his bed , nowiriRanding his prelent inhrmicic , ſcnds 
him from his poore lodging which he had lately pur- 
chaſed, to the common Dungeon , where he had neither 
light nor aire but what che Grate aftorded. The place 
was of ſach condition , that there being three Priſoners 
with him in the ſame roome , bur one oft toure muſt lye 
downc 
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downe at once, the reſt muſt ſtand : and yet in this little 
calc ( as was teſtified by a Letter under his owne hand ) 
he remained cleven or twelve nights without Bed,C haire, 
or Stoole : and in that rime, tor foure or hve nights, 
he was not permitted to goe forth to doe the offices 
of nature , a command being, given, that ifhe oftcred 
to ftirre forth they ſhould bear out his braines. Thus 
much, and diverſe other particulars were fignhed ro the 
Commiſtioners at Newerke , when the Ammunition 
came from thence : Ar which time information was gi- 
ven, that Maſter (Chaldwe(ll was then in a condition 
not much better then what you have heard here rela- 
red : and whether their barbarous cruclries and inhumas 
nitie have nor ſer at: end to bis ſuftcrings by death, is un- 
certaine. 

On Sunday rhe ſecond of Iuly 164;. in the afrernoon, 
ten or twelve Troopers under the command of Cap- 
raine Samael , came trom Northamptonto VWeton Pinkney 
in the ſame Countie, and comming thirhker in Prayer 
time , they came into the Church , one of them being 
Horſe-keeper (as it was reported) to Sir Richard Samuel, 
father to the Captaine , came upro the Reading Pew, 
where Maſter Laſſe, Parſon of thor Pariſh was officiating 
Divine Service,and commanded him to leave off his Por- 
tage and to follow him: Maſter Loſſt intreating him inthae 
Sacred wot ke, bur1o have parience untill he had finiſhed 
whar he had began; Patience me no patience (replyed rhe 
Groome) my buſineſſe is of greater impor 1aate then to ad- 
wit of any delay, come away thr fore, or I will pal yyu nar 
by the eares:;therenpon, not knowing whoſe Souldiers th. y 
were,nor of what conſequence rheir buſinefle might be cx 
it he had knowne bath, yer ner able romate refiſtance, he 
obeyes his command, and followed him into the Churc! - 
yard. Being come thuher , Maſter Lefſe demands what te 
wou!d have with him > the Groome tells him , that be 
muſt goc along with them to Northampton , Yafter Loſe 
demancs 
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demands again,by what aurhoricy,and by vertue of what 
Commiflion > The Groome replycs, that he ſhould know 
that when he came to Northampion: Maſter Loſſe intrears 
that he may be excuſed, alleading thar he had loſt rwelve 
or thirteen horſes taken from him by the Parliament Sol- 
diers, and that he had never a horſe able to carry him two 
miles out ot the lowne: one of the Troopers ſweares 
wounds and blood, that he would carry him behind him, 
and it chatdid nor like him,he would drag him along with 
a Halter at his horſe taile. Maſter Loſſe abominaring ſo 
great inſolency from Groomes , boldly told chem that he 
would never bca ſlave to ſlaves; and fo ruſhing from 
them tooke SanRuary in the Church , and ſhur the door 
upon him, and perceiving the doore on the other ſide of 
the Church open , the people having unbard ir for their 
ſpeedier paſlage out, he haftens thicher , and though he 
made what ſpeed he could, he was like to be prevented by 
one of the Troopers who was come abour and was ready to 
enter the Church on horſe-back ; which Maſter Leſſ ob- 
ſerving, tooke up the barre ot the door, and reſolutely ran 
at the Trooper to unhorle him:This uncxpeRted reſiſtance 
ſo valiantly made, pur the T rooper to a retreat, whereby 
M, Lofſe gained time to barre the doore faſt againſt him, 
Having thut both the Church doores upon himſclte, and 
the remainder of the Congregation , Gans being fled for 
feare ; the Clerke at a hole gave him the Key of the Bel» 
frey: Maſter Loſſe nor thinking himſclfe ſecure enough in 
the Church,gers up intothe Belfrey, and locks the doores 
faſt after him; being come ro the place where the Bells 
hang,he diſcovers over head alittle fate poly big enough 
for a nan tocreep thorow , and a Ladder ſtanding there 
which led upunto it, Maſter Loſſe goes uprhe Ladder,and 
through the hole gets upon the Leads,and with great dit- 
ficulcie draws the Ladder after him,being matleyand very 
heavy; by which means he did nor only deprive his purſu- 
ers ot the means to come at him, bur with the Ladder laid 
over 
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over the hole baracadoecd the paſlage again them : and 
now being here , had he had any weapon to defend him» 
ſclte, he had been impregnable. While Maſter Lofſe was 
up inthe Belfrey ſecuring of himſelic, the Troopers are 
at the Church windowes, endeayouring to wrench out the 
lrons barres, but without any ſuccefle : at laſt, with their 
Pole-axcs and great Tomb-ſtones, Impioully taken from 
the graves of the Dead, they breake open the Church 
doores ; having thus tcrced their entrance , they ride into 
the Church (not remembring they were in Gods houſe) 
from one end ot ic to another,[purring and ſwitching their 
horſes purpoſely co endanger the People. Theſe bar- 
barous out-rages did much aftright the People, bur eſpe 
cially Miſtrelle Laſſe and her poore children , whom i 
moft concerned, M. Loſſe being che onely man aymed at; 
Miſtreſle Lyfe tell into a (wound inthe C hurch, and had 
no ſhew of life in her tor a Jong rime ; at which the 
ple moved with compaſlion interceded withthe Troopers, 
and defired themro debt , purting them in mind of the 
_ where they were , a place where God met with his 
*cople, and they with their God, It ſeemesthis Congre- 
gation had been berter taught, then ro ſubſcribe to Door 
Twiſt the Prolocutor of the ablurd Heterogenious Sy- 
nod, his Laterpretation of that T cxt of Scripture, Teſhall 
keep my Sabbathi,and reverence my Sanflyary , la his Pres 
tace ro Maſter Meads Book of the Apettacie of the latrey 
times ; as if this Text enjoyned no reverence to be uſed 
towards the places ot Gods publike worthip? they werg 
much ſcanda)ized at rhis prophane irreverence,and made 
it an argument to awe them to civill vemeanour at leaſt, 
becauſe of the place : and withail they objected,thar they 
did much abuſe themſelves and dithonour their Cauſe by 
ſuch our-ragious carriages 3 all this would gcfieR on the 
Cauſe they pretended to waintain. And laſtly hey alled- 
ed, that it they had any thame inthem,they might be a- 
ed, in the Lords boulc on the Lords day to abuſe a 
Mini. 
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Miniſter in his owne Congregation, who beſides the ho- 
nour and reverence dueto his Calling , mightchallenge 
lome reſpe& from chem being a Gentlemanof good birth, 
and deſcent, In reply ro \o good reaſon, (being indeed 
bur Pearle ca{t beſorc Swint) one breakes our with a great 
oath, {wearing wounds and blood ( fo that all the Blaſ- 
phemy is nor on the Cavalers ide) and laying, , Hbat dot 
yeu te'l me of birth and deſcent ? a plague takehim and his 
Gentilitie,l b pe within this year to ſte niver a Gentleman 
in Fazland : you remember the Prover'>, Children and 
Foris ti Ul truth , having thus deſpiſcd all wholeſome ad- 
monition, rhey goe w the Beltrey, they breake open the 
doorc,and cone tothe place where the Bels did hang,and 
from the rop of the Frames of the Bells indeavoured 
through the hoie ( but now mentioned ) ro ger uponthe 
Leades, where Maſter Lofſe was, but he having ſtop'd that 
pallage with the Ladder,and making the beſt uſe he could 
of kis hands and teer (being all the weapons <ither offen- 
five or detenitye which he had ) made good the place a- 
gainſt them: yer notwukſtanding, in the Reſiſtance he 
was in very great danger tolole bis lite, for they diſchar- 
ged rhicir Viſtols ar him at leaſt eighr or ninertimes,bur by 
the good providence of God they mils'd their mark, with 
their words they wounded him in three ſeverall parts of 
his budy,yet God be blefled the wounds were nor mortall, 
at laſt having received a hurt in his hand, having a veine 
pricked w th one of their ſwords, his blood tlowed {% taſt 
4 pon the Troopers underneath him , that as they brag'd 
there, and in other places atrer they were gone thence, 
they thovght they had diſpatched him , and therefore 
thinking him to be a dead manthey lett him , yet ro im- 
balme him to his Funtrall, they poure ove a | of re- 
proachfull yaines upon him, calling him Rogue, Raſcall, 
Slave, Vallaine, Dog, Devill , making no ſtoprill their 
maſter the Divell,and their owne memories could ſupgeſt 
no Mere names of the fac ſtamp: Arlaſt,io ſealeupall, 
for 
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tor feare they had not murthered him, chey proteſt with 
many Execerations upon themſclves, that if they bad 
not now iped him (which yer they hoped they had) they 
would returne another time, and have him either dead or 
alive, 

Art Bridftow in Devenſhire there dwels a Husbandman 
(and thcugh I cannot tell nis name, yet let it nor weaken 
the credit of the Relation) wao not ſatisfied with the Par- 
liamenrs proceedings in tating up Armes againſt their 
Iawtull undoubred Soueraigne, ſtood in a ſeeming Neu- 
rrality : at laſt conceiving it time to declare himſelfe, he 
openly adhered roche Kings parry, hereupon he was very

being ignorant where his Father was, till perſiſted inthe 
ſame anſwer, that he knew not where be was : +befevpon 
thry chrearen tohang him, neicher doch that prevaile ar 
laſt they take the poore innocent childe and hang him 
up,cither becauſe he would not betray his Father, had he 
been able to ſarrsfie their d>ube,or for got having the ſpi- 
rit of Prophecy, not being able w reveale what by an or- 
dinary way of knowledge he did not know;having let him 
hang awhale, they cur him downe, not incending to hang 
bim unto deachybur being cut downe they could perceive 
nothing diſcovering life in him, hereupon in a barbarous

| licre is an ancicut ulage-that the Mator,& Barons (as 
they call them): Cox,/4 Caſtle,accompanied by whe Gen- 
tiy of the Iſland, have peraviliva (ron the Lord of the 
Caſtic on Mayday toco.urle a Stagge, Which every. yeare 
is pcr.ormed with cauch ſulemnity and great concourſe of 
People : On his day une T roupes of Horle from! Dore

daycs beſore forty Sea-men( they in che Caſtle nor ſuſ] 
Qing any ſuch thing) came very early in the morning 
to demand the Peeces, the Lady in Perſon (early as it 
was) goes to the Gartts and defires io fee their War- 
yorr, ney protttond ODS, 1-225 the bonds of —_ 
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of the Commiſſioners, but in ſtead of deliveting them, 
though art that cime there were bur five men in the Ca- 
ſle, yer theſe five athſted by rhe Maid- ſervants at cheig 
Ladier Command, mount theſe peeces on their Carriages 
againe, and lading one of them they gave fre, which 
ſmall Thunder fo affrighred the Sea-men, that rhey all 
quirred the placc and ran away. They being gone, by bear 
cf Drum the ſummons help into the Caſtle,and upon the 
Alarme given,a very conſiderable guard ot ienants and 
friends came in to her affiſtance, there being withall 
ſome titry Armes brought into che Caſtle, from ſeverall 
parts of the Iſland : This guard was kept inthe Caſtle 
about a weeke, during this time, many threatning, Ler- 
rers were ſcrt unto the Lady; telling her,whart great For- 
ces ſhould be ſear to ferch rhem, if ſhe would not by faire 
meanes b= perſwaded ro deliver them, and rodeprive-her 
of hec Auxiliaries, all or moſt of them being ne: 
thereabuurs, hey rhrearenthar it they oppoſe rhe delivery 
of them,they would fre cheir houſes: preſently their wives 
come to th: Caſtle,rthere they weep, & wing theirhands, 
and with clamorous Orator y peziwade their Hu.bands ro 
come home,and not by ſaving otl.crs to expoſe their owne 
houſes to ſpoile and ruine,nay to reduce che Caſtle into a 
diſtrefied condition, they did not only intercept two hun- 
dred weighrof powder provided again a fiege ; bur they 
incerdi& them the Liberty of Common-markers, Procla- 
mation is made at Warham, (a Market-Towne hard by) 
that no Beere, Beefe, or ocher proviſion ſhould be fold to 
the Lady 2anjs,or tor her uſe; ſtrit warches are kepe,rhat 
no Meflenger or intelligence thall paſſe into or out ofthe 
Caſtle : being rhus diſtreſſed, all meanes of victualling 
che Caſtle being raken awaygand being but Nlenderly tur- 
niſhed for a ſiege,cither with ammunition or with victual, 
at laſt they came ro a Treary of Campotition,of which the 
reſult was, that the Lady 8axhs ſhould deliver up thoſe 
4 ſmall Peeces,che biggeſt carrying not abores'3 pound 
H ; buller, 
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buller;znd that the Rebels ſhould permir her toenjoy the 
Caſtle and Armes in it in peace and quierneſfle. 

And though this wiſe Lady knew t00 well to reſt latis- 
fied or ſecured in theſe promiles (their ofren breach of 
Faith having ſufficiently inſtrued her what ſhe might 
expe trom them) yer ſh* was glad ot this opportunity to 
ſtrengthen her ſelte even by that meanrs, by which many 
inthe world thought ſhe had done her fſelte much preju- 
dice, forthe Rebels being now pollefled of their Guns, 
preſumed rhe Cafſt!e ro be theirs as fure as it they had a- 
Qually policfed ir, Now it was no more bur ask ard have: 
hcreupon they grow remifle in their Watches, negligent 
1n their nubſervations, not heeding what was brought in, 
nor taking care, as betore, > intercept ſupplies, which 
might inablc them ro hold our againſt a Siege; and tlc 
Lady making good uſe of their remiſnes, laid hold onthe 
preſent © pr as much as the time would permir, 
turmſh't rhe Caſtle with proviſions of all forts. In this 
Jacervall there was brought in, a hundred and haltc of 
powder,and a quantity of match proportionable, Andun- 
derſtanding that the Kings Forcey under the Condu&t of 
Prince Aaxrice,ond the Marqucl: Hertford were advan- 
cing towards 5/2xford,the,by her Mctlenger made her ad- 
dretiero them, to f1g.nibe unto them the preſent condition 
in which they wete, the great conſequence of the place, 
defiring their afliſtance,and in particular that theywould 
be pleaſed. rorake inco their ſer icus confideration to ſend 
ſome conntanders thither to take the charge of the Caſtle; 
hereupon they lend Capraine Lawrence lonne of Str Ed 
ward Laurence, a Gentleman of that Ifland, to command 
;n ch.e*,bur be comming without a \ onimiſſon could not 
command moneyes 9r.provitions to be brought in ual ic 
wastoo late, T here was likewile in the Caſtle one Cap- 
t1ine Bond an old ſouldicr, whom 1 ſhould deprive of his 
due honour, not 10 mention (him, having a ſhare in the 
honour otuhis reliſtance, | be firſt crime the Kebels faced 
$900 the 
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the Caſtle,they brought a body of berween two andthree 
hundred Horle and Foe, and wo Peeces of Ordnance, 
and trom the Hils playd on the Caſtle, tired foure houſes 
in the 1 owne,and then ſummoned the Caſtle, bur recei- 
ring a deniall tor that time they left ic. Br on the three 
and twentieth ot June, the Sagicious Knight, Sir Falter 
Barle(that hath che gitr ot diſcerning T realons,and mighr 
have made up his niue and thirty Treaſons forty, by reck- 
oning in his ownce) accompanied by Captaine Sidenbam, 
Captaine Henry Faruu, Captaine Shut, ſonne of that 
Arch-T raytor,Shut 0: Veele,with a body berwcen hve and 
11x hundred came and potlcticd themſclves ot the Towne, 
taking the opportunicy of a miſty morning, that they 
might tind no refiftance from the Caſtle, They brought 
with them ro rhe Sicge a Demy. Canon, a Culyerin and 
two Sacres, with thelc and their ſmall thor, they playd on 
the Caſtle on all quarters of ir, with good obſervanion of 
Advantayes, making their battery ſtrongeſt where they 
thought the Caſtle weakeſt, And to bind the ſouldiers by 
tye of Conſcience to an eager proſecution of the Siege, 
they adminiſter chem an Oarh,and mutually binde rbem- 
ſelves to moſt unchriſtian reſolutions ; That if they found 
the deſendants otftivate not to yeeld, they would manuaine 
the Siege to vifiory and then deny Puarter unto all, pilling 
without mcyty Men; emen,and Children. As to bring on 
their owne fouldicrs, they abuſed them with talſhoods, 
telling chem that the Caſtle ſtood in a Levell, yer with . 
good advantages of approach, that there were bur forty 
men in the Cuſtle, whereot ewenty were for them, thar 
there was rich booty and he like; ſ0,during the Stege they 
uſed all baſe, unworthy meanes, to corrupt the deten- 
dancs, to berray the Caltle into their hand, the berrer ſore 
they endeavour to corrupt with bribes, to the reſt they 
offer double Pay, and the who'e Plunder ot the Caſtle ; 
when all theſe Arrs tooke no cifeR, then they fall Srra- 
rages and Engines, 1s _ their approaches. to _ 
4 wa 
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wall with more ſafety, they make rwo Engines, one they 
call ch: Sow,the other the Boarc,being made with boards 
lined with wooll ro dead che (hor, T he firſt that moved for- 
ward was the Sow, but not being Musket proot, ſhe caſt 
nine of eleven of her Farrow,for the Muſqueriers fr6 the 
caſtle were ſo good marks-men at their legs,the only pare 
of all cher boſtes lefr without de'ence, that 9 ran 2way, 
as well as their broken and barcered legges would give 
them leave;and of the twe which knew neither how to run 
away,nor well to ſtay,for fears,one was ſlaine. The Boare 
of the ewo( 2a man would think jthe valianrer creature, ſce- 
ing the ill ſucceſle of the Sow,tocaſt her Liner betore her 
time,durſt not advance: The moſt advantageous part for 
their Barreries was the Church, which they without fe-1e 
of prophanation uſed,not only as their Rampart,but their 
rendezyouz:of the Surpicflc they made two ſhirts for rwo 
ſouldiers, they broke downe the Organs, and made the 
Pipes ſerve for Caſts rv hold their powder and ſnot, and 
not being furniſhed wah Musquer-bullers, they cut oft 
the Lead of the Church,and roll'd it up,and thoor it with- 
out ever caſting in a mould Sir Watrey and the Comman- 
ders were carneſt co prefic forward the ſouldiers ; bur as 
prodigall as they were ot the bloud of cheir common ſoul» 
dicrs, they were ſparing enough of their owne ; it was a 
enerall oblervarion, that valiant Sir Falter never wil- 
ingly expoled himſclc ro any hazard 7 for being by 
chance endangered by a Bullet, hoc through his Coar, 
afterwards he pur on a Beares skinne, ond to the erernall 
honour of this Knights valour be' it recorded, for feare 
of Muſquer-ſhor, (ior other they had none) he was ſeen 
ro creepon all foure, on the of the hill, to keep 
himſelte out of danger. This baſe Cowardiſme in the 
Athylams, added courage and reſolution to the defen- 
dants * therefore nor compell'd by want, but rather to 
brave the Rebels, they ſallyed our, and brought in cighe 
Cowes and a Bull into the Caſtle, withous the lofle of a 
man, 
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mon, or a man wounded. Ar attother rime five boyes ferchr 
in toure C owes. They that ſtood on the hills, called wo 
one in a houſt inthe valley, crying , Shout Anthoay , bur 
Anthony throught it good to (leepe in a whole $kinne, 
and durſt not looke out , fo thar atrerward it grew into a 
proveibiall jeere, trom che Detendanrs tothe Afdaylancs, 
Shoot Antbeny. 1 he Rebels having ſpent much time and 
Ammunitios, and ſome men, and yet being as tarre from 
hopes of taking the Caſtle , as the tirſt day they came thi- 
ther, atlaſt the Earle of #'erw'che (ends x Ss a ſupply of 
an hundred and fiftic Mariners, with feverall Cart-loads 
ot Pecars, Granadocs,and other Warlike rn with 
| lcaling Ladders toaflault the Caſtle by ſcaladoe ; The 
make large offers to him that ſhould firſt ſcale the wall, 
20 {.co the firſt, and ſo by deſcending ſummes a reward to 
the rwentieth , bur all chis could not prevaile with theſe 
filly wrerches , who were brought thither as themſelves 
contelicd,like ſheep to the ſlaugher, ſome of them having 
but exchang'd the manner of their death,the baker for the 
bullet, having taken them out of Gaoles,one of them be- 
ing taken Priloner, had Lerrers Teftimoniall in his hands 
whence he came, the Lerters I meanc when he was burnr 
tor a Felon, being very viſible wo the beholders, bur when 
they found that perſwaſion could nor prevaile , with ſuch 
sbjx& low-ſpirited men,the Commanders reſolye on ane- 
ther courſe, which was to make them drunke,knowing char 
erunkennefle makes fome men fight like Lyans, that being 
ſober would runne away like Hares, To this purpoſethe\ 
fill chem with ſtrong waters, even to madnefie,and ready 
they are now for ay dcligne , and for feare Sir Welter 
ſhould be valiant ag ainſt his will, like Ceſar, he wasthe 
onely man almoſt that came ſob'r tothe aſſault : an imira- 
tion of the Turkiſh practice,(tor certainly there can be no- 
thing of Chriſtianiric in it , to ſend poore ſoules to Gods 
Judgement Scat,in the very aft of two grievous (ins, Re- 
delbon & Drunkenneſe) who to ſtupibec their Souldiers,and 
| make 
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make them inſenſible of their dangers, give them Opiam : 
being now armed with drinke , they reſolve ro ſtorme the 
Cattle on all fides,and apply their ſcalding Ladders,it be- 
ing ordered by the Leaders, (it | may wittour a Soleciſm 
call chem "46 food behind and did not fo much as fol- 
low) that when twentie were entred , they ſhould give a 
watch-word ro the reſt, and that was Qld Wat : a word ill 
cholcn, by 5ir:r.:. Eavle , and confidering, the bufinefſe 
in hand, alc beacr then ominous, fur it I be not decei- 
ved, the Hunters that veat buthes tor the fearfull rimo- 
ous Hare, call him Q{d ret. 

Being now Por valiant, and poficfled witha borrowed 
courage , wh.ch was to Evaporate infleepe , they divide 
their Forces int» 1w> Parties, whereof one afſaulrs the 
Middle ward,deſcnded by valiant Captain Lawrence, and 
the greater part ot the Souldicrs; the other aflaulr rhe 
Upper ward, which the Lady Banker (to her eternall ho- 
Rour be it ſpoken) with her daughters, women , and hye 
Souldiers, undertooke to make good againſt the Rebells, 
and did bravely petforme what ſhe undertooke; for by hea- 
ving over ſtones & hor embers they par the Rebells, 
Js kept them from climbing their Ladders, thence to 
throw in ther wild- fire , whichevery Rebell had ready in 
his hand. Being repelled,and having in this Siege and this 
Allaulr loſt and hurc an hundred men , 01d Sir Wat,hear- 
ing the Kings Forces were advanced, cryed, and ran away 
crying,leaving Sydexmam t> Command in Chief,to bring 
oft the Ordnance, Anamunicion, and the remainder of the 
Army , who afraid to appeare abroad kepr SanQuary in 
the Church ril! night, meaning to ſup and run away by 
Star-light ; bur ſupper being ready , and ſet on the Ta- 
ble, an Alarme was given that the Kings Forces were 
comming ; this newes to.k away Syd:nbams ſtomack , all 
this proviſion was but meſſes of meat ſtt befare the Sepub 
chres of the dead;n< leaves his Artillery, Ammuanition,and 
(which with theſe men is ſomething) a good ſupper, and 
ran 
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ran away totake Boar tor Peo'e , leaving likewiſe arthe 
ihoare about an hundred Horſe to the next T akers,which 
next day proyed good prize tothe douldiers of the Ca- 
ſile, Thus after hx weekes ſtrit Siege, this Caſtle, the 
deifire of the Rebelis, the teares of Otd Sir it at, and the 
Kry ot thoſe parts, by the Loyaltic,and brave refolution of 
this honourable Lady , the valour ef Captaine Lawrence 
and lowe eightie Souldiers, (by the Jofle only of two men) 
was delivered from the bloody intentions ut thele merci- 
lclle Rebels on the 4,0t Anguft 1643. 
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AMafter Thomas Jones, Batcbeley in Divinitie,tll-intreated 
by the Rebeis in Devon QA Soulater banged at Tame 
on the” ſigne-polt of the Kings head, Maſter Wright, 4 
Minſter in _heſlure Plundered, and iwoof his Maid- 
ſervants muribered. Di (tor Beale, Deftry Martin,axd 
Doftor Sterne , broug't vrifoners from Cambridge by 
Con wel,ard their barbareus uſagt, c. 


Fare Thom 1s Jones , Batchclor in Divinitie , and 
1 Reftor of Ofw:U in the Countice ot Devon, Nas 
wing diſcovered that the right of Patronage of one of 
the Cures of Twiſerdion was in the Crowne , and worrh 
three hundred pounds per annum, did in the purſuance 
of this Right, ſpend a thouland pounds to recover It 
trom (hoſe. who account all lewfa)l gaine whatſoever they 
can purloyne cither trom God or the King. The preren- 
ded Patrons, who had invaded this Right, were much of- 
tended with Maſter Iones tor being at lo great expence to

Opportunitic ro make him know how ſenſible they were 
of this heir lofie. This Parliament being called,and theſe 
men made Members of the Lower Houſe, they quickly 
perceived rhat this wiſhed-for opportunity was now come, 
wherein they mighc pervert publique juſtice ro private re- 
vyenge , quickly learning roexerciſe that Arbitrary unli- 
wited power over their fellow SubjeRs, which the ad yn 
lency of a dangerous faQtion had pur into their hands. Ac- 
cording to the general praRice lince this Parliament, they 
accuſe Maſter Zones of ſome Anti-parliamentary paſſages 
in his Sermon, which his Judges underſtood as lictle as his 
Accuſers : Nay perhaps it was with him (as with many of 
his Orthodox Brethren the ſame men were both hisAccu- 
ſers and Judges. However any orno accuſation we know 
have ſervcd theſe mensrurnes,to bring Godly and Lear- 
ned Miniſters to the Beare-bayting of a Committee , and 
ro put them into the expenſive cuſtody of a Serjeant at 
Armes : ſo it was with Maſter Zones, they firſt precended 
ſome Crimes,and on theſe pretences they commut him pri- 
foner to a Serjeant at Armes Having deprived him of 
his Libertic, and put him into a conſumption of his eſtate 
4 rhe nar wept Ft unlimited exaRions of Parliament- 
aolers,they rhen think him reduced to ſuch a condition 
as to be willing to hearken roa Compoſition , on any 
rermes. Aclaſt , vexed roan agreement , he is to enjoy 
bis Libertic and Peace on this muruall Ripulation :T 
are £9 pardon hnnthe error of his doQtrine , to deliver up 
his bayle, being wich two ſureries Parliament men bound 
in a Bond of rwo thouſand z» and rogive him two 
handred pounds towards his charges, Maſter Jones muſt 
reſigne his lately recovered Cure at Tuiſerdtox to make 
way for a Clcrke of their owne : which co avoid farther 
moleſtation , to kis very great prejudice , he was infor- 
ced to condeſcend unto, Afrer, in September, 1642. 
Maſter 1ener riding to T evnton in Semerſtt-ſhire , ac- 
companyed-by on* of the Prinee lus lervants , who _ 
is 
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his Maſters Colours, was for that reaſon , together with 
that Gentleman , immediately aftcr his departure from 
thence, apprehended, and like a Fclon brought backe to 
the Caſtle,where he remained Priſcner three weeks , and 
could nat be releaſed without the earneſt ſollicixation of 
his friends, and his Wives hmble and often petigoning 
the Earle of —_—_— In Notember laſt , ſuffering under 
continuall moleſtations,and out of all hope to live peacc- 
ably at home, he refolved to pur himſelf under the proce» 
Qion of Sir Kalph Hoptons Army then in Cornewal, To 
this purpoſe he turniſhed three es and Arms propor 
tionable,and ſer forward ro deliver them up for His Maje- 
ſties ſervice ; but unhappily in the way thither he was 1n- 
rercepted by rhe Earle of Sramfords Forces , under the 
command ot Capraine Gould, taken Priſoner , robb'd ug 
the value of 80. /. the Plunderers leaving him nor fo 
much as a Boot to 1ide in, By theſe he is led Captive ts 
Lichard in Cornrwall , where chey kept him three dayes, 
in which time he and another Miniſter with him, wich his 
ſervanthad bur one pint of Beere for their ſuſtenance be- 
ing kept without cither fire or light,and for one night ha4l 
their hands bound behind them,and had {t 11 been kept in 
the like bondage, had not God in inercy reſcucd them by 
Sir Ralph Hopton , after che famous bartle of Liter 2 
During the time of their impriſonment , they offer them 
Conditions on which they may purchaſe their liberrie ; 
vig to pay three hundred pound ; to take an Oath never 
any more to afiſt the King wich Horſe, Armes, or Money: 
Bur being delivered on tar better termes he was nor 

after impriſoned for giving Þod publique thankes for bg 
deliverance. Afterwards, (ceing that Religion if ſelte 
was bur abuſed, being made the Cloake of theſe mens 
Hypocrife and 1 reaſons , and that they did faff bat to 
ſtrife & debate,he did not obſerve the Faſt every 'aft wed- 
wr in the moneth , with chat Ari& obſcrvation as was 
cxpettcd trom hica byrhat FaRtion, herewponJome of chem 
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pur him in mind of ict.; Good-Friday comming on pre- 
ently , vpon the laſt Wednelday in Apr;@ Lc celircd his 
Neighoours and Parithjoners to keepe that ancicnt Faſt 
injoyned by the Church,in Co ommeworation ct the bitrer 
Death and Paſlin of Chriſt;and the better ro invitc them 
to that dayes {Uuicmne Humiliation , he Preached tochem 
twice that dav, Thougi Sermons be all thcir Religion, 
yet two Sermons on G.od Friday are with theſe men nou 
better taen Superſtition ; For, four this contempt (as they 
interpreted it) of the Parliament Falt, nor ſetting lo high 
an c{timt on on it as on this Ca'bilike Fift of Good Fry- 
diy (r:ceived and practiſed dy all Churches in all Ages, 
tiil ot late 2 Jewiſh vbſcrvacion of one day hath fouldred 
our the rcltgious obſervation of all other dayes ) he was 
conventcd tefore the Sefhung where Edmund Prideaux a 
Parliam-nt man, and a pretender t5 this Law , preſt this 
his ebedieace to tlic Church mo? violently againſt him ; 
maliciouſly afticming,, tat he did irtoattront the Parlia- 
ment,& w adyance Vp. Superſtition, and Innovation, 
and that therefore He (*flec whatit is to bea Parliament 
man)wou!d make him an £ xamp/e tothe worldgand as the 
tuncs then were (God, be threatned 1ſrac] pror.oltag as 
by fooltſh people) was live enough to have done it, had not 
M, 1046+ prevented him by withdrawing himfcltc, and {6 
declined the evill jincended againſt him, Yer we may net 
omix one thing 2 though it were fo heinous a Ciime in 
M lozes not to obſerve one of their Wedneld ys Faſts, 
yet M Darke Miniſter of Mxsbaury in the ſauwie County, 
and a man vfthot Fattion, ccu!d command his wen to 
follow the Plovgh that diy, and yer was never thought br 
of a Reprchenſion z hor lu much as a Proiberly Admoni- 
tion; and 11.» wonder , for thovgh herctoſore 27 (tions did 
<L ualife perſonn, and dexominatethem, by te SeRaries 
new Divinitie tacy make perſonsto Duallfie Atliens;thoe 
things which are linnes in others loſe their N ature and 
thcu Name ina Childot God, and they will take it very 
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111 from you nor to be fo reputed , though living inthe 
moſt nurorious ſcandalous linnes that deble the foule,and 
lay waſte the Conſcience of Man, But to returne to our 
Story, ; 

From the beginning of this Parliament (till Godby the 
vlorious and no kfle then miraculous Yiftories ot Sir 
Kalpb Hopton , reſtored forme Peace to that miſerably di- 
ſtrated Country) Maſter 1ones was nor permitted to live 
quietly at his owne dwelling, they ebreaten to hang bim, 
and burne his houſe , which they Plundered no leftechen 
leventimes : and net comeent with this , chey threaten ro 
earry away his aged Father Priſoner , being no lclle then 
86 yeares of age ; and had beene as good as their word, 
(tor in miſchiete they ſeldome faile of their promiſes) 
had not the Women of the Parith ( in Ceteſtation of ts 
= barbariſme)reſcued bim cur of their hands : Afrer 
that raemorable defeat ot the Rebels at Siraizon in the 
edge of Cornwall by the brave Sir Kalyb Hopton, M, lones 
returned to his own bouſe, fearing no danger from the tic- 
te13of that broken Army:bur tour Troopers of the Rebels 
horſe came to his houſe, ſearched it verynarrowly tur him, 
inſomuch thar he heard th:m ſweare , how cruelly they 
would uſc that Cayalicring Prieft.if they could meet w.th 
him, when they were nearcr him then they w2!e aware of, 
(had they known it) there being bur an Inch board be- 
tween him & them: ar which time mafſing of the incended 
Prey, they wreck ther malice on his houthould ſtutte, 
what they could not carry away they ſpoyle ; Beds, Bed- 
Reeds, Hangings,all arc torn and {poy!ed; They Plunder 
the Maid ſervanrs,and that of their Smocks, ard exchange 
in thejr very preſence their lowzie thirrs tor their cleane 
Linacy ; Hereupon M. 1oavs tinding by experience (rhar 
there was no fateric our of one of the Kings Armies (the 
only ProxeCtion which the King is able tor ihe preſent to 
afford His good SubjeAts\ he pur hur.ſelte under the Pros» 
tection of dir KRa'ph HOj>{ 01,5 Arwy , wkeic he nov 146. 
maines, \\ halts 
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While the Rebells Army lay at Tame ſending our pat 
ties, by chance they lighted 6a ſome of the Kings Souldi- 
ers,and amongſt them there was one,who touched in con- 
ſcience for ſo grievous a lin, as lifting up his hand againſt 
his lawfull Soreraign, the Lords Annoyared, forſook the 
Rebells Army,and was entertained in his Majeſtics pay: 
and being in their power they reſolre inſtamily ro hang 
him ; bur with ſuch Circumſtances as in the murther of 
the SubjeR theyevidently manireſt ther malicious rebel» 
lious hearts cowards their Soveraign. Nothing will ſcrue 
to hang him on, bur the figne poſt of the Kjngs Head in 
Tame; the poore man being ready to be throwne trom 
the Ladder, a very tervently , and cryed out Loed 
Ieſus receive wy Soule. The Rebells Rtanding abuur him, 
inſtead of joyniag with him in his devotions made a con- 
fuſed noyſc, and laughcd at him. They that had fo liule 
mercy for his Soule were not likely ro draw out any bow- 
cls of Compaſiion towards his body. No, they will nox 
only Murther him, but Murcher hum by a lingring Tor- 
ment, they will not afford him the favour of a running 
knot quickly to obſtrug the Throat, and rocally deprive 
him ot breath,bur che halter is cyed fo faſt,thar he hanged 
gaſping for breath , noc drawing ſo much as to maintaine 
ife, nor ſo litcle as ſuddenly to lole it : having in this 
Torment hanged a while, a barbarous Inhuman Yi/laine, 
ſtepero him, & fearing he ſhould give up his vexed Gheſt 
roo loone , he puts his hands under his tcet and lifted him 
up ro give him ſome ſcope of Reſpiration, bur even in this 
unchriſtian uſage of a poore wretch he did not forgetto 
blaſpbeme his Lord and King: for having lifted him up,be 
turned the dying mans face towards the fign it ſelfe of the 
Kings b:ad : and jeering ſaid, Nay, Sir, you muſt ſpeake 
one word with the King before you goe, you are blind-ſold, 
and be caxnet ſec, and by and by you (hall both come downe 
rogetber:Let the world if it can now give us a parrallel of 
ſo undutitull,ſo high a c6:empr of regal autherity, or tell 
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us whether any of the ſeverall Spawns of Hell bur _ 
Arheiſticall Puritan could poſſibly commir ſuch: deviliſh 
Cruelties againſt his fellow Subj<&,or belch our ſuch ve- 
nome againſt his Soveraigne > Amongſt thoſe many Sins 
which call for our publique Humiliation,and our carneſt 
zeal to purgethe Land from the guilt which hath pollu- 
red ir,certainly Contempt and Scotne of ſo good, fo graci- 
ous a King, is none of the leaſt. : 

On Monday the 29 of Ma 1643. a boy of hye or tix 
years of age,atrended by a yourh,was comming to Oxford 
to his father an officer in the ne through 
Buckinghamſhire, he fell into the hands of ſome Troopers 
of Colokxel Goodwirs Regiment, who notonely Pillaped 
him of the cloathes which he brought with him , but rooke 
his doubler off his back, and would have taken away his 
har and boors, if the yourh that arrended on him had nor 
very earneſtly interceded for them to fave them. For one 
of the company,more tender: hearted then the reſt,moved 
wirh the childs crycs & affrightmenc, and with the youths 
earneſt intreatic , prevailed with the reft not ro rob the 
child of theſe neceſlary fences trom the injury of wind and 
weather. Yer though they ſpare him theſe things , the 
rob him of his horſe , and lcave the poore child ro a tedi- 
ous long journey on foot: This barbariſmero a poore 
child farre from his friends, almoſt diſtrated with 
feare, ſoprevailed with ſome , thar they made Colonel 
Good win and Sir Robert Pye acquainted with it, hoping 
ro find them ſenſible of fo cruell praftices on a poore 
child : but theſe great Profeſſors and Champions of Re- 
ligion, onely laughed at the Relaripn, withour giving any 
redrefſ» rothe childs injuries, This wantof Juſtice inthe 
Commanders, animated the Souldiers ro proſecute their 
villanies to a greater height ; for char night they came to 
the place where the child lay , and the poore Soule be- 
ing in bed faſt a ſleepe , his Innocent reft nor diſtur- 
bed with the injuries of the day : they dived into his,

Captaine Luckiafield a Cuirmander of the Rebels in 
Cheſhwre, came ro M.#ights houſe, Parſon of Wemfſlow 
inthat County,a inan of tourcſcore yeares of agegof a ve- 
ry honct life and convcrlatiun,and eminent for his hoſpi- 
tality amongſt his neighbuuis, 1 kc Captain and his tollo- 
WET» Enter The huule by violeace, killed two of his maid» 
ſerv airs, wounded uthers, and in all probability had mur- 
thered M.u7!gþ himſclic,had not his neighbours that lo- 
ved him well, reſcued him out of rheir hands, The crime 
objefed againit him, was Loyalty, and that amongſt Re- 
bels 15 cricie enough: tor this he is forced to live an exile 
from his owne habuation,and hath ablemted hamfſelf from 
his houlc now welve moneths, The ſame Rebels came to 
one Maſte. Jubn Leech his houſe. inthe ſame County,as 1 
rake it, they center his bouſe by violence, they kill one of 
his maid-ſervayrts for endeayouring to keep the doore 
ſhut againſt them,and tooke away Maſter Leech priſone: 
Therc was a gentlewowan in the houſe come thither bur 
two dayes betore, who leeing ſo barbarous cruelty practi- 
ſd upon Innocents for no other fault bur living in peace 
and obediencc, was ſo aftrighted, that for ſore time ſhe 
remained almoſt diſtracted. 

V hen the rebellious city of London firſt delivered up ic 
ſclfe the ſervile inſtrument toexccute the illegall Com- 
mands of the heads of the faQtion in Parliament; a Troup 
of faftious Citiſens under the command of Colonel C r«1- 
we! came tothe Univerhrty of Cambridge, and there {ci- 
zcd on the perſons of Dottor Beale, Noor Martin, 2nd 
Do&or Sterwe,men of known Integrity, Exemplary lives, 
profound learning,and heads of ſeveral Colledges in that 
tamous Unirc rity ; having them intheir cuſtody they uic 
them with all poſſible ſcorn & contempr,efpecially Crome- 
wel! behaving himſclte w. 0 3n 8 N 
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when one of the Do&ors made it a requeſt to Cromwel, 
that he might ſtay a Lil rv pur up ſme linnen, Cromwell 
denyed hia the {avour ; and whether in a jeere,or fumple 
malice told hun, 1647 14 Was aot in bis Commiſſion! havi 
now piepared a thew to entertain the people in —_— 
they lcad t|.c com_ towards London, where the ple 
were beforchand informed what captives Colonell Crom- 
well was bringing, In the Villages as they paſled from 
Cambridge to London, the Pevple were called by ſame of 
their Agents to come and abuſe, and revile chem. When 
they came to London being to bring their priſoners tothe 
Tower, no other way would ſerve th-ir curne but from 
Shore-ditch through Share atoms Fairc, when the Con- 
courſe was as thick as the negotiation of buyers & ſellers, 
and the warning ot the Bead! es of the Fattion(that uſe ro 
give notice to their patty )could make it; they lead theſe 
captives leiſurely through the midſt of the Faire : as they 
palle along they ate crrertained with exclamations, re» 
proaches,fcorncs,& curics,and confidering the prejudice 
raiſed in the City of them, it was Gods great mercy that 
they tound no worſe uſage tromthem;laving hoes 4 te 
to the Tower, the people ihicre uſe them with nolelle in- 
civility within the wals, then the people did without, cal- 
ling them Papiſts, Acminians,and | know nct whar. Afﬀeer 
ſome time unpriſgnment thcie, they were removed to the 
I ord | ete-s houſe in Alderſyare-ſtreer , and though they 
often petitioned to be heard and brought ro Judgement, 
yetthey could obcaine neither a T ryall,nor enlargerent, 
unleſlc to tree their bodics they thould enfnare their ſouls 
by loanes of money to be imployed againſt the King, or 
taking impious Oathes or Covenants: :t laſt after almoſt 
a ycares imprilonment, on Friday the 11 Of 4#;+/t,1643. 
by order trum the FaQion t ia; call rhcwiſelves a Par- 
lament, they were removed from thence, and all put on 
Ship-board, in a Ship called 7 be Profpeyo1s Sovie, or the 
I roppero.5 Sayer lying before Wapping, 7 ©y »enc ty 
I 2 Coacy 
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Coach from A4lderſ- gate-fireet to Billimsgate , inthe way 
ro the Common dtair, there to take water , one was over- 
heard to lay,theſe looke lihe honeſt men , and he was not a 
jot miſtaken : however for bearing reſtimony tothe eruth 
he incur*d the cenſure of a Malignant,and was in danger 
to be commirred: bur another looking theſe grave learned 
Divines in the tacc, reviled them, ſaying,that they did nor 
looke like Chriſtians ; and praycd that they might breake 
their necks as they wenr downe the Stairs to take water. 
This harſh uſage they found by land, bur yer they found 
farre worle by water: being come on ſhip-board they were 
inſtantly pur under Hatches,where the Vecks were ſo low 
that they could nor ſtand upright, and yer were denyed 
ſtooles to fir 2n,or ſo much as a burdenot ſtraw to lye on, 
Into this Lietle Eaſe in a ſmall ſhip they crowd no leflc 
then foureſcore Priſoners of qualitic, andthat they mighr 
ſtifle one another , having no more breath then what they 
lucked from one anothers mouths, moſt maliciouſly , and 
(certainly) ro a murtherous intent , they ſtop up all the 
ſmall Auger helcs,& all other in-lers which might relieve 
them with freſh aire : an a@ of ſuch horrid barbariſme, 
that nor Age,nor Story,nor Rebellion can parallel ; Bat, 
O Lord God to whom Vengeance belongeth , thou God to 
wh:om vengeance belongeth , ſhow thy ſelſe, O ler the ven» 
geance of thy Servants blosd, that hath been ſhed in this 
land, be openly ſarwed upon theſe worſe then Heathen Sal- 
Vages In our fight , 4 let the ſorrowfull ſighing of thy pri- 
ſoxers come before thee, according to the greatneſſe of thy 
power preſerve thou thoſe that are appoyniea to dye.

Aſter Antbeny Tyringham, Parſon of Tyringham in 
Buckingbem (hire, having, buſineſlc at Mards-mor- 

ton , athis returne came to Backingham , where he mer 
with two of his Nephewes. The Uncle and his Nephewes 
lad of lo happy a meciing , after ſome ſtay to congratu- 
- the good chance , and to refreſh cthemlelves , ler for» 
ward in their journey, and pallcd in peace withour danger 
untill rhey came neare Stuny-Stratford , where a partce 
of D: azooners comming from Aylesbury ſurprized them : 
and inſtancly(ſcarce asking them from whence they came) 
ſearched and diſarmed them , which was no difficulr at- 
chicvement,there being bur one Sword amongſt all three, 
The Rebels rake from rhem their Horſes, their Coars and 
Money : ſuperfluous things as they conceived for men de- 
ſigned to captivitic : for having ſpoyled them of their 
Horſes, Money, and Garments , they ſend them with a 
ftrong guard Priſoners to Aylesbery : while the reſt of 
the Parrce, lurking abour wy 1 , ſtayed there 
to expe ſome freſh bootie : And thar inthis we doe ner 
flander cheſe great Champions of the SubjeRts Liber- 
ties and Properries , the iflue will __ us, for greſenc- 
ich came to Net) 
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they ſeized upon a poore Bone-lace-man & a Shoomakcr , 
robbed them of what chey had, & in the ſame manner ſent 
them away priſoners t9 Ailisbury. The guard of Dragoo- 
ners having brought their z priloners g>our a mile and a 
half on the way rowards Alisbury, commandcd them again 
to alight: T he firſt Plunder was tor the Captain or Com- 
manders, or elſe a ſhare was ſct apart Anathema for the 
ſupport of the Publique Cauſe, theſc men co whoſe truſt 
they were commicted, now intend to plunder for themi- 
ſelves ; And firſt they command Maſter Tyringham to put 
oft his Caſſvcke : who being nor ſudden in obeying the 
Command, nor over-haſty to untye his girdle to diſtoabe 
himſelte of the diſtin&ive Garment of his Profeſſion : 
(though now a callock, contratted into the Compendium 
of a Gippe, 15 become the Garb of the Reformers) one of 
the Dragoons to quicken him,cur him through the har in- 
to the head with the ſword taken trom one of his ne S, 
and with another blow cut him over the fingers: Maſter 
Tyringham wondring, at fo barbarous uſage without any 
rovecation, came towards him that had thus wounded 
im, and defired him to hold his hands, pleading that he 
wasa Clergy-man.a priſoner,and diſarmed:;the cowardly 
villaine ae fearing the approach ot a diſarmed man,or 
willing to lay hold on any advantage to expoſe the priſo- 
ners tothe fury ot his fellows,cryed out, Shoot the rogues, 
for they intend to reſit;the word was no ſooner given, bur 
a Muſguer was inſtantly diſcharged at one of M.Tyriag. 
hams nephews;butthe Musquereere mifling his mark,ano. 
ther of the Rebe!s with his frrord aymed righter, and ran 
him into the ſhoulder : a Muſquet was preſentea to the o- 
ther nephew,bur Gods providence reſtrained the murthe- 
rous intention of the Rebell rhat he did not give fire, Thus 
exciciling their pleaſure upon diſarmed wounded mer, 
they rob M.Tyringhas of his Caffocke, rifle all their poc- 
kers,and take frum them what they pleaſe; and to palliare 
their cruclry,they ſend rwo Dragooners back,to tell rhci) 


Captain, 
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Captains and their companies that the priſoners commiure 
ted co their cuſtody and conduR made refiſtance ; Upon 
ens falſe alarum given, preſently the Captains and their 
Companies make upto them, to allſt a ſtrong Guard 
apainſt three difarmed, and of them two wounded men ; 
being come where they were,they encompalle them abour, 
and without any examination of che buſinefle, preſuming 
the ſuggeſtion co be undoubred truch, one of the Rebels, 
Captain Pollard by name, wirh 2 full blow ſtrikes at Ma- 
ſter Tyringham,and with his ſword cuts his Armc and Cu- 
by-bones crofle the elbow almoRt aſunder : M,' y- ingham 
(almoſt threetcore years of age within rwo)bore this bar- 
barous uſage with undaunted courage, and hearing this 
bloudy villaine called Captaine Pollard, in a plealant in- 
dignation expreſlied the {enſe of the infury bur thus, That 
new be bad made bim a Pollard indeed: A Mctaphor eaſily 
underſtood by Wo2d-men,who uſually call a] ree,whole 
limbs or branches are lopped off, a Pollard: M.Tyringhams 
Arme thug miſerably wounded, and hanging dangling 
from his ſhoulder, without any government trom the 
nerves or finews, one of his nephews — mourning 
Kiband, tendred ir to his Utacle ro bind up his Arme, bur 
the Rebels will noc permit it;though M, / yriaghems intreat 
the favor to have his wounds bound up, and the very [pe- 
Racle before their eycs, was argument cnough to Extort 
this mercy from then , yer they remaine inexorable, nop 
would they be perſwaded untill a long time afterthavin 
now made ſure worke with their pt iſoners, and Rn 
them fo far unable to refiſt, ch. t ſoine were hardly able © 
fir the jades on which they were mounted, they againe ſer 
forward for Ailesbury. The Dragooners horles on which 
they were ſer, being tyred, made the way very tedious, 
eſpecially ro M.Tyringbam, who loſt much bloud all the 
way as they went, 
While theſe Genelemen were in this miſerable condit}- 

2n, Capraine Pollard, not troubled at all forfo bloudy a 
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fa&,barbarouſly committed by himſelfe on an aged Gen- 
tleman , and a Minſter of that Goſpel which they falſly 
pretend to maintaine, but indeed deny and blaſpheme in 
all cheir actions, turned alide ro whaddon Chaſe , and 
ſported himlclt in killing ſome of Bis Majeſtics Deere, 
which he carryed along with him to Aylesbury : after a.» 
moſt foure houres riding, tyred out with tyred Jades, and 
tainting with lofle of blood , the Priſoners were againe 
commanded to alight at a I own called whitchareb within 
two miles of Ay/e:bury. Here they fall on Maſter Tyring- 
ham atreſh, and Plunder him as cagerly as if he had bun 
new come into their hands , and not touches by them be- 
fore. They pluck off his boots , and take from him his 
Jerkinghis Har,and Cap, all the fences provided tor cold 
afd weather , and the uſuall fortifications againſt the 11- 
juries of wind and raine ; and ſo made a Paticrne of the 
man wounded berweene Ieruſaiem and Iericho , they 
mounr him on his Spictle againe and drive on, and at- 
ter an houres riding in cold and darknefle, art laſt they 
arrived ar Aylesbury,that night the Chirurgions ( as ſoon 
as they could be tound ) viewed and dreficd che wound, 
bur concluded unanimouſly that they muſt cur off his 
Armethe next day, orelſe it would Gangrecne and in- 
fallibly kill him , which next day was done accordingly : 
Maſter Tyringham bore the loſle of his Arme with incredi- 
ble reſoJurion and courage, as knowing the Juſtice of that 
Cauſe for which he ſuftercd , and as willing to lay downe 
his Life in teſtimony of his Loyalrie , as his Reveher Ma- 
ſter Edward Tyringbam, one. of the Gentlemen of the 
Kings Privy Chamber had done before him , who the laſt 
Winter being iwployed in His Majeſties ſervice, & ſer on 
by a Partce of Rebells fought valiancly , but opprefied 
wich multitudes, received ſo many wounds that he dyed of 
them. Bur ithath pleaſed God fo to blefle the means uſed 
for this Gentlemans recovery, that rhere are great ho 

he will ſurvivetheſe maimes,and (as himſclf undaunredly 
rold 
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Amen, 

Inthe fourth Weeke of this Mercury, you heard of the 
crucll uſage of Maſter Wiborow Parſon of Pebmayſb inthe 
Countiec ot Eſſex,by the Rebells in thoſe parts ; how they 
abuſcd him in the Church, beat him in the helds, and 
took from him the Book of Cummon-Prayer , having be- 
tore torge another of his in pieces, After this the Brow- 
aifts and Anabaptifis of that place (with which that Coun- 
try ſwarmes) threaten to kill him ; Maſter #;borow, nor 
daring to truſt himſelte amongſt theſe cruel blood-thirſty 
men, to preſerve his lite , was compelled to leave his 
Cure, his Wife and Children, ſome ſeven moneths ſince, 
and to put himſclte under the Kings ProteRion: hoping 
that his abſence might be a meancs to ſecure his Wife and 
Children , and prevaile with theſe N.onfters to permir 
them to enjoy that which he left behinde him for their 
ſuſtenance : bur his abſence was ſo farre from working 
this good eftcR in them, that they made uſe of it, tocyect 
him our of the poſleflion of the Profits of his Parfonage, 
and his Wife and Children our of their houſe , expoſing 
rhem harbourleſle ro rhe wide world : tor raking advan- 
tage of his abſence,they acculc himto the pretended Par- 
liament, and frame a Bill of Falſbcod and Lyes againſt 
him, thereby ro gaine a Sequeſtration of his Living : A 
buſineflc not of any grear difficultie, they being more rea- 
dy to grant ſuch illegall opprefive ezeftions then the 
People to aske them:for upon the Acculation, Jobx #bite 
thar fornicating 8rowniſt, ficting in the Chair, M #iborows 
Living was Scqueſtred, and the Profits of ir givento one 
Eurrozs,though the Cure was never negleRed,burſu pli- 
cd by MViborows friends, to the content and Garisfa ion 
of all moderate peaccable men:yer thoughthey had rob'd 
him of his livelyhood, and given his Wives and Childrens 


bread to Krangers, by moſt unjuſt Teng) ws his hopes 
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the accommodation of their dwelling in the Parſonage 
houſe ; bur ſuch is the tmplacable crueltic and malice of 
theſe Seftaries,that on the tenth of Zune 1643+ a Troope 
of the Kebels came tothe Parſonage houſe and demanded 
entrance; Miſtrefle jiborow and her Children being alone 
inthe houſe, ſhe bar'd upthe doores againſt them , and 
for her berrer ſafetic retired co an upper roome, to which 
the paſlage was throuph a Trap doore,which likewiſc the 
made as ta(t as ſhe could: all this fortification could nut 
keep theſe Rebells our, they breake open the doores, and 
make way tothe roome where Miſtrefle //borow and her 
Children thought ro ſecure themſelves ; when they came 
thiher gtlirce of theſe Rebels ſer their Piſtolls at her breſt, 
threarning to ſhoot her,if ſhe and her Childrea would not 
ſudden'y depart the houſe, and leave it toa new Maſter. 
Miſtreilc þorow r1eplycd, T hat ſhe would rather be kil- 
lcd within doores,then periſh withour,bur withall carncſt- 
ly intreated that ſhe might ny ſo much of her husbands 
righic, a$his houſe to ſhelter her and her Children , who 
poore ſoulcs ſtood about their mother crying,and in their 
naturall oratory craving compaſſion towards their Mo- 
ther, whom art every word the Rebels threaten co Piſtoll ; 
bur neicher the earneſt intreary of the Mocher,nor the pit- 
tifull our-crycs of the Children,could prevaile with chem, 
they remain as deate men , void of all pictis or bowels of 
compaſlion : nay , they violently ſ-ize on her, d:ag ber 
down the ſtaircs,and our of the houſe into the yard : the 
poore Childrea being almoſt diſtratted and ar their wits 
end for feare wiat would become of their Mother, being 
thus violently drawne out ot the houle into the yard,there 
the found Aer ton Simpſon and Cooke the Sequeſtracors, 
with other aucading there co fee this joyfull ſpetade , a 
poore oppreſſed enelewoman & her mall children cru- 
eilycaſt our of cheir own habitation by Rebels & T rayrors, 
As ſoon as Miſtrefſe Wiborow ſawt em flac preſented chem 
wich the Kings Proclamation againſt the Oppreſiwon of 
the 
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the Clergie, by the imtrufGon of FaRious and Schilmati- 
call yerluns into the Cures and Revenues of Learned, 
Orthodox Divines , by Order of one, or both pretended 
Houſes of Varliament, contrary to all Law and Juſtice ; 
which ſhe hoped would have found io much obedience and 
reſpe@, as to reſtore licr tv lier houſe : This was ſo farre 
from mollitying theſe Rebel's and Schiſmariques , that it 
provoked them to great in!olencies;at laſt,vlien Miſtreflc 
#iborow perceived that all ber increaties , and her chil- 
drens tcares prevailed nuthing , to reſtore her to hey 
houſe , ſhe intreated the Sequeſtrators , that in caſe the 
could not be permicncd to dwell in ber owne houſe, 
that yet ſhe might have ſome orher place of accommo= 
dation provided, to receive lict and her children ; Aferi- 
ton infolently replycd , That he would provide his Tum- 
brih, that is, his Dung-cait , tocarry ber and ber Children 
from Conflable to Conflable, till ſhe came to ber Hurband : 
After many bicrer ſcoffcs and ſcornes in this her affiſtion, 
the defired , that if ſhe might not vbtaine ſo much favour 
to dwell in her houſe , yer they would get deny her ac- 
celle to her heuſe , bur that ſhe might goe in to terch our 
provition tor her Childrens ſupper that night : bur theic 
Monſters of mcn would not give her leave: and to com- 
pleat this unhcard of Tyianny and Oppreſhon , the A#- 
thorized Theeves , | meanc the Commiſlioners appointed 
by the pretended Houſe of Parliament to ſcize uponthe 
fates of all Delinquents, and to point out who thall be 
Plundered next, Order, that whatſoever Maſter U;borow 
had left, ſhould be ſeized on tor the uſe of that Thins 
which they call a Parliament : thereby ro ſuppore Rebel- 
lion with Robbery and Their. Inſtantly they ſeize on 
his Corne, and thoſe tew Cartle, the remainder of tormer 
Plunderings, though they knew it was the life ot the 
Morher and her children, andthat in raking away theſe, 
they deprived them of all meanes of ſubfiſtance, and ex- 
pcſed ther to exireame want, having reduced them 
this 
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this miſerable condition , to beg or ſtarve: Now for the 
comfortleſſe trouble ſake of the needy , and becauſe of the 
deepe bing of the poore , 1 will up ſaith the Lord, and 
will help every one ſrow bim that ſwelleth againſt bim ,

Maſter Thema Dalton Bachelor of Divinitie, and Par- 
ſon of Datham in the County of Suffolk, being Plundered 
of his Horſe by Colonel Raſſels T roop, Depurtic Lieure- 
nant of the Countie of Cambridge, on more then probable 
grounds, fearing that they would ſeize upon his perſon, 
and commit him to Priſon , was compelled to leave his ta- 
mily & retire privately to ſome friends, where he continu- 
ed ſome moneths. In the interim, ons Barnard a poore 
Smirh,& one that formerly had lived on the Pariſh alms, 
informed the Commirree at {ambridge of VM. Daltons ab- 
ſence, making it his Crime, Peritioned for a Sequeſtra-» 
tion of his Living,intending, ro make a gain of it himſelf; 
for wheicasthe Living is worth 146 ({.per annum, and had 
beene ſo let for many yeares before,/ulcan,l meanc Bar- 
uard the Smith, haviag got a Chaplaine of his owne, one 
Randal by name , indents with him to ſerve the Cure for 
Fo Or 60. pounds a yearc, intending to put up the Gver- 
plus into his own purſe 2 nor did he taile of his e's mt 
xR, ſo apparently cending to the publique good, and re- 
tormartion of the C hurch: For onthe Smurhs bare inſtance, 
though earneſtly oppoſed by the Lord of the Towne, and 
abour forry of the chicfeſt of the Pariſh,who all laboured 
carneſtly ro withſtand it, the Commirree for the adyance- 
ment of the reformation, hearken to Barnard and ſubſti- 
cure Randal Valcans Prieſt in Maſter Da{tons place, and 
revenew; This grantof the Committee was ratihed by the 
Committee at weſtminiter , for 'tis not impoſlible bur 
Bernard might have ſharers with him in both Com- 


mittees 3 For the 7yth of the Tyth was enough for 
an 
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an Almer-many nay , this Commiuce did not onely rati> 
fie rhe Order of the other Commitree , bur added co the 
injuſtice by ordering Miſtrefle Delton inſtantly to re- 
ſigne poſſeſſion of the Parlonage bouſe ro Randal : of 
which Ordinance , when the Patron of the Living had in- 
celligence,ſhe inſtantly poſted ts Londex , and knowing 
how unjuſt and triviall the Accuſations againſt M,Da:» 
ton were, abſence being his maine Crime, ( being pur to 
this hard Option, either to ſtay and be commirted Pri- 
ſoner,or to flye and be rob'd of the Profits of his Living, 
for this is the Dilemma ro which all Orthodox Confor- 
mable Miniſters are now pur ) reſolved to intercede for 
him , hoping either quire to take him off, or ar leaſt ro 
procure a mitigation of the Order ; but contrary to his 
expeRation he found the Smith Courted, Applanded, and 
tw enjoy freedome of acceſſe 10 the Committee, and him- 
ſelfe (a Gentleman of very good rank and eſtceme in 
his Country } tobe flejghted , negletied , and made dance 
ettexdance,and after long, waiting, not regarded what he 
ſpake for lus Miniſter : Ar laſt this good Gentleman ha- 
ving by experience obſerved , that the practices of the 
Fattion in Parliament did engage them to ilcight and ſup- 
prefſc the Gentry, agd all that made Honour or Conſci- 
ence the rule of their Actions, & ro court and obſerve the 
dregs and ſcum of the people , (as the firreſt inſtruments 
for their deſigns)returned home,and ſending for Miſtrefle 
Dalton, intreats her to make uſe of his houſe as her owne, 
untill God ſhould enable the King to reſtore her, and all 
his loyall SubjeRs totheir own: Miſtrefle Dalton accepts 
of his courteous offer,bur leaves her man to keep poſleſſi- 
on of the Parſonage houſe : ſhe had not ſtayed long here 
before her Hoaſt is threarned ro be Plundered for his ho- 
ſpitalitic : gayaard the Smith ( as bad as Alexexdey the 
Copper-Smith) __ now fo rich as to be able to trayaile 
to Londoz , and trouble his neighbours ; that his Zevige 
might have the Parſonage houſe ro better his bargaine, 
ſpeeds

ſpeeds ro the Commirtee,and preters a Complaine againſt 
Miſtrefle Dalton tor not giving up poſſeſhon of her houſe 
according to their Order ; upon complaint made,it is tur- 
ther urdcied by the fame Commirtce, that becauſe ſhe had 
nor prelemly quirted the houſe,the ſhould be brought up 
to Londen bciuic the Commirtee, there to anſwer the con- 
tempt ; ts avoyd further yexation the obeyed the Order, 
and gave up poliefſion , hoping that this rehgning of her 
right, would ict ag end to her trouble : bur according to 
the Rebels Metbed fromthe beginning of this Parliamenr,

Being 
therefore denied the common natural mitigation of great 
prefſures, to bewaile their owne miſeries, and breathour 
the ſenſe of them in free expreſiions, for fear they further 
provoke their Vppreſſors while theyimplore the compaſſion 
of their {riexds, Mercuvius Civiews in his letter,dated Aug. 
$.1643-and direQed to me,carneſtly entreated(their own 
Prefles not daring to publiſh rhe truth of their miſerable 
conditi-»1) that their ſufterings under the Imſolency , In- 
Ju11c2, ( vranny and Repix? of this horrid Rebellion, might 
be mac known to the World by a borrowed Pen , and 
jnterwoven with thoſe of the tountrey ; that therefore 
we may not be wanting to fo juſt requeſts , nor leave po- 
Keriric ipgno: anc what tranſcendent cruckies are praftiſcd 
2s well within the Wals ot that wretched City as withour, 
as oft as they ſhall privarcly(by ſuch ſecret wayes of inrel- 
ligence asthe preſent condition of the times permic) im- 
part their Calarritics, | ſhall according to Aer curius Cink 
ex defireginſert them with thoſe of the Country, & fo im- 
part them tothe World ; and though the Barbarous mur- 
thers commirted on Maſter Tomphins & Maſter Chaloner, 
that ſecond paire of State-Martyrs,together with the but- 
chery ot a Pcaccable Citizen lain by Captaine Harvey : 
and the women ſlaughtered by Sir Wifliamnualers T roo- 
pers (that ran away at Koundway Downe to kill Women 
and Virgins in Lendon,for the unpardonable crime of pe- 
tirioning for Peace) might juſtly — precedency, 
yer becauſe the memories ot thoſe rwo Worthies are re- 
ſerved for a peculiar Martyrologue,and theſe are already 
imbalmed by the Picry of our Brother Aulicas, I ſhall ſer 
before you hs miſery , into which that Rebellious Ciry 
hath plunged ir ſelte and us,in fome other inſtances, 

On Tucſday the 15 of Aug: 1643+ a Partce of Colonel 
Harvies Regiment came to one #a/heyihoule in Chancery) * 
Lane , to ſcize on Sir Xalph Canteril, whom they ſuppo- 
ſed then to l:ave lodged there: on their comming , find- 
Ing 
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ing that the Knig he was cither out of Town, or had 
ſhiſted his jodgits » bur on diligent inquiry diſcovering 
that there was a man in the houle that now was , or lately 
had been Sir Kalphs ſervantythey apprehend him, and de- 
mand where his Maſter was,and where he had hid his Mo- 
ney,Platc,and Jewels > The man rep mags” be had left 
his Maſters ſervice, and did know norking , cither where 
his Maſter was,or how he had diſpoſed of his goods 3 pre- 
ſencly they lay violent hands on him , and carry him ouc 
into the back-ſide into the houſe of Office , there to exa- 
mine him by Tormene : there they rip upthe Tiles, and 
one of the Rebels raking a cord our ot his pocket, faſtned 
one cnd of it about the poore mans neck , and threw the 
ather end over the raiters ot the untiled houſe : Having 
him at this poſtureghey interrogate him again where this 
(Imaginary ) Ircaſure was hid : be returnes the ſame 
anſwer, that he could give no account what Sir Ra{ph had 
done with ic : tor being to leave his ſervicc,he was a ftran- 
ger tohis Maſters _ : Nor ſatisfied with fo reafo- 
nable av anſwer, they hoyle him upby the Neck , and let 
him hang a good diſtance from the ground, where having 
hanged a while, they let hum downe, and examine him a- 
gain where Sir Ke/ph had beſtowed his Moncy,Plaze, and 
Jewels ? The poore man nex able to give any other anſwer 
to their Querie, proteſts his ignerauce, and that it che dit- 
covery might fave his life , yer he could nor redeeme it ſo, 
for he knew nothing concerning what they asked himem-, 
raged that the man could not Prophehie,( tor withour that 
gitt he cauld ner reſolve chem) they ſuddenly hoyſe him 
up tothe top of the houſc, and letting goe their huld, they 
ler him as ſuddenly fall rorthe ground ; being fal\en,thers 
he lay tur dead without any exprefbon of lite : bur theſe 
barbarous Rebeils , hoping that there ryay yet remaine 
ſorzc lite in him whercon practice further cruelty, ſtand 
by the man , and watch him , and art laſt perceiving thac 
he was not dead , but that he _— to ſtir and breath, 

a 
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preſenrly rhey pur burning matches between his fingers * 
hoping by this way of Forment to extort a diſcoyerytrom 
him : bur in yaine, the extremitie of this T otment indeed 
(though halt dead as he was) made him cry out and roarc 
in a very lamentable manner,which a \ aid-ſervant of the 
houſe hearing,and aftrighred at the noyle,ran to her Ma- 
ſter,and told him , that certainly the Rebells were mur- 
thering the man inthe houſe ot Office, hercupon Maſter 
Iratkty haſtned our,and when he cane to the place, tound 
the con;eure vt his Servant true, and amazed ar fo hor- 
rid, !6 inhurane a [peCacle,interceded for the poor man, 
and earneſtly deſired them , not to defile his ground and 
habitation with innocent blood : inſtead of dehiſting, they 
returne the Egyptians aniwer to Moſes , 11bo wade thee a 
Kaler and a Judge ? bad him be filent , and wichdraw, or 
eliethey threatned to uſe him in like manner : Mypatiher 
fearing that thoſe perjured per fidious Villaines, which 
kcep their words innothing elſc , might yer be pun&tuall 
in performance of milchiete,not daring rocommir himſelt 
ro their mercy, leit them, and went into hus houſe, where 
the Cuarter-maſter to the Rebclls lay flceping while the 
Troopers were ating this crueltic, him he rayleth from 
ſlcep, & tels him what the Troopers were doing withour : 
who ſomthing, moved at the relation, went out unto them , 
:nd rook them ovit trom farther proſecuting their Barba- 
xous intentions. But whether or nothe man on whom all 
this crueltic was aCtcd, ſurvived this Barbarous ulage , is 
UNcertaine. 

As amongſt the many bleflings. wherewith ir pleaſed 
God to advance ile Citicof Lan4icy farre above all other 
Cities, cither of this , or ather :Nations of the Chriſtian 
World,on* was their {lergy; tor a more Pious, Learned, & 
laborious Miniſtery ne peopic ever enjoyed ,: even #beiy 
enemies themſelvs being , ſudges: So amongitihe many 
crying bnoes whereby that Proud Rebelious Cirie hach 
pruvoxed $od , © give them ups to a Keprobaze ſenſe and 

i hardaeſſe 
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hardneſſe of beart to their owne deſtrudtion, certainly, che 
cantempt & oppreſſion of their {lergy are none of the leaſt : 
as before the laſt Parliament began, a mam part of their 
Religion was to ſtrive with the Priefty, ard to robbe 
them of rheir maintenance, by all poflible arts of deccir, 
and fraud, lo as ſoon as the Parlfament was fare, and the 
baſeſt of the pcople were ſer looſe to worrey tlicir Minis 
ers (though never fo blamelellc, never fo Outhodox , if 
they did nor conſpire with them to innovare both Church 
and Srtarc : ) the Citizens of L-udav ſhewed themlclves 
molt forward in Petitionirg againſt their Miniſters : yee 
at firſt pretended romoleſt luchonely, who had expretied 
preateſt zeale ro the otder, and decency of (Gods worthip, 
protefiing thar for the reſt chere was no thought ro wa 
them : bur at laſt,having pur to fight or impriſoned theſe 
they goon and diſcover plainly, that whoſcever 18 afriend 
to the Proteſtant Religion, as it is cſtablithed in the 
Church af Exg/and, is their Excmy : how many have they 
ſenced,inprifoncd, or banrlhed from their © urcs, whom 
heretofore they did magnitic tor the undaunted Champi- 
ons of the Proteſtant Kel:gion ? and ſtour oppolcrs of thoſe 
{uppuſcd pretended: innovations , which they vainly ima» 
pined were the eager endeavours of ſome men to impoſe 
pon the Church : he that knowes Logdon , and hath tre- 
quented the molt throng 'd © ongregations: there , can- 
not be ignorant , that Maſter Epbrains Vdat, Pardon 
ot Saint duſtines in the 0'd- Change neate Srint aus 
ſtines Gate, is a man of eminent Pictie 4:exemplary cgh« 
verſation,protound Jearning,indctatigablc mduſtry prea- 
ching conſtantly every Lords Day twice,and torthe Win- 
ter halte yeare, it northe whole yeare,, preaching a Le- 
Guure at his owne Parifhevery 1 ueſdoy in the aiternoon, + 
and if I am not miſtaken ,* every Saturday bbtore the firſt 
Sunday inthe month a Preparatory Sermogiatheblciicd: 
Sacrament of the Layds Supper : and befidesall chigghe js 
A nan of an attable, courtcons, peaceable Converiation 
2 ani ang tt 
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amongſt his hen: in a wordghe was a man of thei 
ewne Voie : and is (without prophanation be it ſpoken) £ 
ſhiniug and burning light, and his people for a while much 
eaſed rbemſclves in their choyce , and were context to 
walk by bis light:bur when he feund himſelfe miſtaken in 
the ends & intentions of the heads ot this Kebellion,when 
he ſaw that the zcal of ſome did degenerate intomadneflc 
and frenzie,and that the cndceavours of others (under the 
prerence of Reformation ) was to bring in Anarchy and 
Sacriledge,to devoure Gods portion, & rhe poor remain- 
der of the patrimony of the Church , he did ſtrongly and 
powerfully bend both his rongue aud pen againſt them : 
againſt Sact iledge he publiſhed that learned TraRt , cal. 
lcd 4 Coale from the Altar : againſt Anarchy he declared 
himſelte tor Epiſcopacie , and the citabliſhed Lyrurgie : 
and publiſhed another Booke, called Commun:ox Comeli- 
refſe,in which by many impregnable arguments he proves 
a high Convemecncy,it not a necefbtie, for that moſt Jau- 
dable cuſtome of having Railes abour the Lords 1 able ; 
Thele were inthe Schiltmatiques opinion Crimes enough 
to un-{aint a mangznay,had Saint Fax himſclt been now is 
the fi. ſh, and preached againſt Sacriledge and Anarchy, 
there is nodoubt, but there would have bin ſome found to 
Petition againſt him,and Fobn bite was - in the Chair, 
2s undoubrcdly he had been voted a ſcandalous Miniſter 
at a Commirrce » but becauſe when theſe Books were pub- 
lithed , Injuſtice and Oppreſlion did not march fs turi. 
vuſly,nur were growne lo trontlefle and impudent roſcize 
on Innocency it ſelfe,nor flur'd with flanders and calum- 
nies, Maſter Vdal (are ſomething quiet, ſome murmurings 
there were , but his former Keputation in the Cirie bore 
himup againſt che Obloquy of private diſcontent : the 
l-attion tound it no calic matter to brand M, Udal wich 
Powry,or Popifhly affeRted, or theſe flanders to make any 
iniprefon inchareſtimation which the people had of him: 
but at laſt when they came openly rodebe their Soveraign, 
the 
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the Lords Amnointed, and it was almoſt 1 reafon bur ro 
name the 13. Chapter of the Romans , it was a fit time (© 
Silence and remove M, dg , for neither Doftor Gonge 
his Church in Black Fryers,or M. Goodwin: in Coleman- 
ſtreet, were halie ſo tull before this Parliament began , as 
M Udals harh been ſince. Firfl, therefore, chey Plunder his 
houſe , they take away his Library and houthold-ſtuffe ; 
Thenthey remove him trom the execution of his Minifte. 
ry, and Sequeſter the profit for a Levice of their owne ; 
Thirdly, they ſought for kim to commit him cloſe Pri- 
ſoner , being aged, of very weake and infirme body, 
tus ſtrength exhauſted with continuall labours in Preach- 
ing the Word of God, viliting the ſick, and inexecu- 
tion of other Miniſteriall FunRions , in performance of 
whach in hisowne perſon few of his Brerhren were more 
Conſcientious: And Loft/y, they caſt him our of his 
dwelling houſe: Bur when they came to ſeize on his 
houſe , they found one impediment , which unlefle they 
could find ſome arr ro remove , they could not take full 
polleflion of it ; Miſtrefle Udal (beſides the infirmities of 
age) was lame, and it had been monſtrous inhumanity ro 
rake her by vivlence and carry ter our of ber houſe , nor 
knowing where to diſpoſe of her , bur in theopen ſtreer ; 
Therefore t> gain her conſent, and preveneclamor untill 
the tear no , they tell the good old Gemtlewoman 
chatthe Partiament had a tender reſpe& unto her yeares, 
and to her preſent Infirmicies : and therefo: e though they 
had ordered to diſpoflefie her of that houſe , yer they did 
not meane +» leave her harbourletic , but had our of the 
abundance of their goodnefle provided another houſe io 
receive her : She,pood old woman,neither 2wed by frare, 
nor wonne by their perſwaſions and promiſes , was tab -n 
up by wwomen brought in by him that had broken 0j--n 
ehr:e jocks,and entredthe houſe by force,and carryed 1» 
ot hg: houſe into the ſtreer, rhere they ſer her Cone iu 4 
Chaire, 2nd ſo leave this weak inftirme Marron, 9! 2 long 
; time 
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time not accuſtomed to the open aire , nor being able to 
goe our of doores in three or toure yeares before, unletic 
unto the Church, expoſed her (a ſad (pettable ot the Re- 
bells crueltiz) ro the mercy of widd and weather. 

The Rebells in rheir march rowards Glouceſter, ferred 
on Sir Themas Hide a Bed/ord-ſhire man,whole lordid co+ 
verouſnetlc had made him to far torget all Dutic and Loy- 
altic to his Soveraigne, as that he refuſed roaſhſt him ci- 
cher in his perion or his purſc:but becauſe enher his eſtate 
lay nearer to the power of the Reb: 1s, then ro the Kings 
Prot-.on , a Conlideration which in th:le Ach:iſticall 
Rebellious times 15 admirred as a juſt Apoalogicgcicher for 
Neuiralitic or ready Complyance wah the Revels, fo tarre 
as to lubmir to all L axes and Impoſitions laid 0a chem, a 
moſt i rayterous and irreligious libertic and diſpenlatt- 
on of Conſcienceg,avhich if all men had made uſe of, the 
Kings Crowne might long before this have been throwne 
downe to the ground : Orelic conceiving, it a very un- 
blkely,it not an impoſhible thing for the King to withitand 
their power , who had not onely by Lycs and Slanders 
ftolnc away the hearts of the people , but had ſeized vn 
all his Caſttes, Towac:, Forts, Maga7ines : did cont: jbute 
to the Rebels ayde, and wholly complyed with chem, nor 
fo much out ot jJudgemrne , as frare : thinking that chis 
\omplyance would be the ſccuritie of his eſtate, and turne 
ro his great adyantage: but his wealth was ſo well known, 
thr bare complyance, and ſinall Conmiburions muſt nor 
ſerve ns euyne, he muſt bleed more freely ; They caſe him 
the Twentucth part, and that highly ſer ; This demand 
ſtr'1ck his heart like pangs of death ; and he that was ſo 
to: ward in pertie afliſtances, now diſcovered the love of 
himicltc co be more then that ot che holy Cauſc,and refu- 

{cd to part with more monyes ; wheretore in recompence 
of his tormer good deeds, they {eizc on his perſon , and 
carry him caprive intheir Army, and ſuttered his ſervant 
to walke abng by him, leading a horſe in his hand, 

while 
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While his Mafter the Knight was chained ame to arme 
with another Priſoner, and was compelled to beat it on 
the hoofe.; Thus did he march tor three dayes on toot,cou- 
picd with another Prifoncr, and that Priſoner , as we are 
antormed, is De@tor S$iubbing, Dattor ip-Divinicic, whom 
likewiſe the Rebells gathered upinuheic warch , and ta» 
king him from his Curegadded hin to the number of their 
Caprives ; 50 loone can theſe Rebels torget tormer aides, 
if men doe not comply with them , and anſwer their ex- 
pectation in cvery thing : and indeed what meaſure their 
deareſt triends are to expe trom them gat they faile them 
in any particular , not running into the ſame excciſc of 
Madnellc and Treaſon as they doc, 1 and ſhall nor ſhew 
themlelves ready at a call { to their perpervalll infamy , 
contraty to the Kcligion whichthey protefle, the Oathes 
which they have taken , and the ſalemne Pcoteſtations 
which they have made) to ruſh into the damnable frane uf 
Rebehion, and give che right hand of tellowthip to the 
Xebels hcregto alliſt them in ſo unnaturall a War againſt 
their owngracious native Soveraigne,we may tully learn 
by a Prayer (for now they have rurn'd ther very Prayers 
into ſia, being no bearer then very Libclls and 1 aſquills 
lately made by Maſter Bow/ſtrode,ſonne ig Colonel Bowl-

On Sunday merning, being the ninth of Zaly, 1645 
intime of LVivige Service , Colonel aiyley , the Creoged 
Rebell of Suſſex, came rowards Haſting, one of the Cingue 
Ports, but in his march being diſcovered , preſently no- 
tice was givento Maſtcr Hiaſon Curate of All Saints, whe 
knowing thatune end of the Colonels Sabbaib dajes four- 
aey, wasto apprehend him , was compelled ro breake oft 
Divine Servicein the midſt, and flyc into a Wood neare

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at hand,there r9 hide himſclfe : The Colonel being ence- 
red the Towne, ſcarrered the body of his horſe into ſeve- 
rall parrs,to incercepe all patfages out of the Towne : and 
kaving ſecured the Vorrs, he ſummons the Major and Ju- 
rats, and demands the Armes of the Towne : ro which he 
ſound ready obedience, for preſently the Major & Jurars 
ſent their ſervants ts command all the [nhabitants to de» 
liver up cheir Armes , which was done — » and 
one of the Jurats , Fray by name , furniſhed the Colonel 
with a Waggon , he ſentthem away to Battrell , being a 
Towne in Suſſex ſome five miles from Refine: that nigbr 
ſame Souldiers lay inthe Church, where Maſter Hinſon 
officiared, where one Ficker, a common Souldier, gerting

ey was gone to Barted,and thinking the Aerme to be now 
blowne over, he reſolved tn return to Haſtmg , and bring, 
»n the way :luther , le met Frey the Jura®, who was _ 
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of the Combination to execute AMoriyes Warrant , and 
apprehend him : as Frey was drilling M. Car along , by 
chance ene Maſter Breame met them , and ſeeing M. Car 
ſo familiarly converſing with a Judas that was reſolved 
to berray him, called Maſter Car alide to ſpeake with 
bim, whart he ſaid is uncertaine, bur in all probabilitie be 
diſcovercd to Maſter Cay the danger in which he was, for

wat they (ware uatout was #8 barwe, for thy bad taken 
the ſam; Oath themſelves, todveth it which they were to 
ofiit thrm ts : And lo, partly by teare , and partly bythe 
zaduccement of the Jurats example,they rook an oath upon 
the holy Eyangcliſts, to aflaſt the Jurats in what they were 
to doe, not knowing whar, and to be ſecret, untill un was 
done, Sure the Oath uf Cauomuall Obedience, and the lo 
much decrycd & cetera, mult now for ever reſt in peace,

Having thus ingaged theſe men by an Oath,ctodoe any 
thing which they thall command chem, they then thinke 
them lufficicntly prepared to receive the Myiteries uf ghe 
Warrant which now they reveal uatorhem, andeel them, 
char they inuſt apprehend Maſter Hinſoa,and ome others 
nominated in the Warrant ; Ia obedicnce theretore rothe 
cominand, they preſcntly goc ro Maſter Hinſon, and ſeize 
on him int's lodging : and being brought betore the Ma- 
or and bis Brethren the Jurors, he never queſtioned by 
whar authoritic he was apprehended, bug oaly told them, 
thar hc had not done any thing that deſerved this wiage :

ing-bouſe(a Priſon for women)tor denying it : Thar nighr 
Biddenham whe Serjeant was commanded to carry Maſter 
Hinſon our of the town Hall, and put him into the Com- 
mon Gaole, which rhe Serjeant retuhng,that buhe fellow 
'Venham t03d him , that he deſerved rg be commirted hitm- 
{elt,tor retuſing ro performe his O flice; lierevpon by rer- 
tue of this Oarn , iy command fvure of the men whore 
they had ſworne to apprehend Maſter Hinſon, ro rell him 
rhar he muſt exchancc his Priſon, the Towne Hall ter the 
© ommon Gaote,whither they preſentlyled himgthere they 
lock him faſt up ; in a loarhlome place , where there was 
but one ſhort bench, and no co piny bur a Finker 5 and 
he hone of the jovialiſts neith-r, tor the Rubborne fallery 
Tinker pleading ſenioritic in che place, rook pollffifon of 
chedentd; and moſt unſvuciably kept ir a! night , not i1t- 
rerchanging with Maſt cr Av foz tb repote for n wrt tu 
varictic take, bur left him uuc while ro woke, 25 rgher 
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while co ſlcep on that floore, in which he was forced to doe 
the neceſlary aftzof Nature:while ke lay in this loathſome 
conditioa, toure of the Jurats, Jurats, I meane foure that 
had taken the Oath , to dee what ever was 

them, came to the Gaole, and profefied ro Maſter Hinſon 
their heartie ſorrow that they cver had a hand in his Ar- 
rachment, intreatcd him that he would not thiake evill ot

Frer that bold affront oftered Cand that withour 
Acteare or controule) to publique Juſtice, and the 
knowne Lawes of the Land, in thoſe I riumphane Re- 
duRions of that Triumvirat of ſeditious Schiſmariques, 
Burton,Beſiwick,and Prime, from their ſeveral! Confine- 
ments:1t was no hard matrer for the world to ghefle whar 
meaſure the obedient Sonnes of the Church of England 
might expe, when that ſpurious, degenerous Brood, 
(which moſt undurifully caſt dirt 1n their mothers face, 
and intheir ſcurrilous, Libellous Pamphlets proclaimed 
her a Harlot) became the darlings both of the heads ot the 
FaRionin Parliament and the people : And though ir 
ſecmed good tothe heads of the Fation,by reſtoring theſe

the Barre:Bur for 3#rton(a maine Engine to promote the 
deſign in hand) it concerned chem to reſtore him,nor on- 
ly to a Liberty of the exerciſe of his Calling at kT bur 
likewiſe to inveſt him in his former Cure 1n paRticular ; 
from which, by the juſt ſentence of Law he was czcRed : 
To this purpoſe no arts were left unatrempred,by the un- 
der-Agents,for the heads of this rebellion,to reftore aar- 
ton to his Parſonage of Saint Mattbewes in Friday-ſtreer 
London:by unjuſt moleſtations they endeavour to w 
out Maſter Cheftlex that ſucceeded him (bur notimmedi- 
ately) in ir, to relinquiſh his cure, and make way for this 
Trumpet of ſedition ; Thar ſo, what was nor feazable in 
Law , might yer be ctteRed by horrible injuſtice and op- 
preſſion : Firſt, therefore, ſome of Maſter C beſtlens Pari-

deed rh&evenrt ſhewed that he was rot afraid; tor upon a 
full hearing of the Cauſe, the Lord Maior gave ſentence 
for Maſter Cheftien, and ordered the Pariſhioners to pay 
their Tyrhes: Tifat a Linnen Draper,one of the Citizens 
that was ſued, refuſed to obey the Lord Maiors Decree :

Land, Tillat had not ſtood commirted many dayes,before 
rwo of the Houſe of Commons(as the Keeper ot Newgate 
ayes) in the name of the Houſe of Commons, command 
him co be ſer ar liberty, which accordingly was done, 
though he were inupon Execution,and the debe not ſati>- 
fied : every man wondring at,but no man daring to que- 
{tion ſo illegall an ation. When this way twoke noefteR, 
they joyned their purſes ro vex him with an Afion of E- 
jefiment, threarning to ſpend five hundred pounds, bur 
they would our him of his Living : bur preſently deſerted 
thoſe intentions as not teizable, After this, they {lander 
him for preaching Popery and Arminiaſme: which unjuſt 
ſcand111o prevailed in the Ciry, that he could nor paſſe 
the ſtreets withour aftronts and jecres put upon him:they 
diſlwade his Pariſhioners from hearing himgrelling them, 
that rhey would be damned if they lived under his Mini- 
ſery,they branded them with the name of Malignanss, if 
they trequented their own Church, and procured them to 
. be 
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be deeply raxed in all Scflements, In a wordthat nothing 
might be wanting to their owne malice, and M,Cbefitens 
vexation, they threw menacing Libels into his houſe, laid 
wait in the Pewes of his Church, while others provoked 
him to expreſſe himſelte in the great differences of the 
nmes, hoping to intangle him in his words;and examined 
his converſation in the very places where he lived, even 
from his Childhood to that time, hoping to tind ſomethin 
whence to frame an Accuſation againſt him : When 
theſe malicious courſes would nor cfteR the thing they ai- 
med at, they goe trom hoaſe ro houſe for hands to a P<ri- 
tion againſt him, to the Houſe of Commons, pretending 
that heſhad preached falſe do&rine, and made ir the ſub- 
jet marrer of their Perition: & if any man refuſed ro ſub» 
ſcribe (as many did becauſe they could nor reſtibe the 
rruth of the Perition) in their ſpirit of mee hneſſe, chey cal- 
led them Malignants, Papiſts, and Enemies w Religion : 
however it is too well knowne, that two or three men 
(though the very dregs of the people) peritioning 2gainſt 
Orthodox Minitters,have inthe judgement & acceprance 
of the Fation of the Houſe of Commons, OS the 
reſt of the Pariſh, though infinirely beyond chem), as in 
number ſo in quality : their reſtimony being rezected with 
much acrimeny pay ſharpneſle, when the others Libels 
have gained credit and reputation with them: Theretore 
about March, 1647. the Schiſmariques of Maſter Cheſt» 
lens Pariſh, preſented a Pericion againſt himro che Houſe 
of Commons, in the name ot the whole Pariſh, though 
rhree parrs of toure proteſted againſt ic under their owne 
hands: When it was preſented, Pemnington and Venue car- 
acftly urged that ic might be read, pleading in their dri- 
velling, railing Orarory, that he was a very dangerous 
man,fit to be looked after: To ſarisfie their Importunitic} 
the Witnefles (who as their manner is,were never fworne, 
and yet were both Wirneſles and Arcuſers) were produ-. 
<cd and cxamined art £'x Barre, and upon examination

the Petition was throwne our jas frivilous , bur like eager 
blood-hounds not giving off the purſuir, for being at one 
lofſe, upon Eefter Eve, to ſhew the world that malice is 
part of a Puritans preparation to the Sacrament , when 
the Houſe was very thin, the Proceſtants of the Houſe be- 
ing in their Cloſets, cloſe ar their devotions to prepare 
themſelves for the great Feaſt at hand, and when private 
bufineſfies by Order of both Houſes were layd aſide 
(for as yer all opinion of the SanRitic of the ancient 
Feftivalls of the Primitive Church , was nor loſt a- 
mongt _ Penxingion and Yen prevailed to have 
this toyled ejefted Petition to be revived and read again 
in the Houſe, and the Patrons of Juſtice and integrity be- 
ing thenabſent, the Petition was referr'd to the Commir- 
ree for Scandalous Miniſters : ſo they are pleaſed to call 
all Orthodox, conſ{clentious Miniſters, who abhorre their 
Rebellion , and refuſc rs comply with thera in their ſe- 
ditious praRtiſes : and that notime might be loſt, in 
Eaſter week , the Commirtee ſate purpolcly for rhis buſt - 
neſle ; ro which there was a full confluence of Seditious 
Schiſmaticall people from all Quarters of the Cirie ; 
that ſo nothing might be wanting to this Triumph : while 
Maſter Cheftlen was thus tryed to a tedious chargeable at- 
rendance, God, to whom appertain the Iſſues of death, 
{mote Tillety the maine promoter of Maſter chefilens 
croubles with the Plague, of which he dyed; with 
whom alſo for the on dyed Maſter Cbeſilens trouble 
and vexation: and though ſome ( that thinke that all 
ats of providence are aimed point-blanke at them) ha- 
_ an opporrunirie as this , would interpret this 
co their owne Intereſt as a ſigne of perſonall fayour ro 
them , yer nor daring to preiic into the hidden will of 
God , nor making our ſelves of familiar acquaintance 
withhus Counſells, I ſhall not make any inference from 
hence, -but leave every man to abound in his owne 
lence , onely thus mach we ſay, Taflat being dead , the 

hot 
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hot proſecution of Maſter Cheſtlen , for a while lay dead 
too: when all theſe endeavours could not re-eſtate pur- 
£on in the Paiſonage , ſome of the FaRtious ofthe Pariſh 
combine to make him their Le&urer, and perhaps bener 
approved of him as their Le&urer then their Parſen: * 
tothis purpoſe cunningly,& on feigned prerences theyger 
ſome ſubſcriptions of the Pariſhioners , and annexing 
them to a Petition, for which they were never inonded, 
preferred it inthcir own names, and the names of the reſt, 
to the Houſe of Commons , that Burton might be their 
LeRurer : which was no ſooner propoſed then granted, 
and an order preſently drawn up to give Burton pwer to 
preach in M. Cheftlexs Pulpir,which M.cheftlen reſolutely 
«ppoſing, kindled ſuch Coales againſt him as afterwards 
fired him our of the Citric; tor fince Maſter Cheftlex will 
not give way to #yrten to be partner with him in his Pul- 
pit, they reſolve to give him poſſeſſion of the whole , by 
removing Maſter Cheft{en totally from his Cure : Torhis 
purpoſe Maſter Caſe ſends to the Fattion in Maſter Cheſt- 
lens Pariſh co frame ſome accuſation againſt himgin obedi- 
ence to ſo ghoſtly Councell , Maſter Cheſtlex is preſently 
accuſed to the Houſe of Commons for Preaching a Sedirti- 
ous Sermon on Sunday the 23 of Oftober, that very day 
whereon the Bartell was fought at Edge-Hill ; The lub- 
jc of the Sermon in truth , being nothing elſe , bur an 
carneſt exhborration to his Pariſhioners to perſwade them 
to conſtancy in the Proteflaxe Religion , perſeverance in 
the feare of God and the King : preſently a Warrant is 
ranced for the appreheaſion of Maſter Chefllen : on the 
hurſday following , they riotouſly aſſault him in his 
houſc,with great Tumults,armed with drawn Swords and 
Piſtuls : and ſeizing on him, in great iriumph they carry 
him to the Court of Aldermen, who now (it ſeems) arc 
ſucceeged in the place of the High Commiſſion , and are 
ro be Judges of true or talſe do&rine : being brought 


before this Lay Sanedrim , whereof Pennington the pre- 
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tended Lord Maior was Preſident, and a rabble of Schiſ- 
maricks crowding in,toglve countenance tothe buſineſlc, 
Capraine Yes their Leader, ſtands forth and accuſerh 
Maſter Chefilen for a moſt dangerous ſedirious Preacher 
(rhough he conffled rhar he never heard him)and thar he 
ſtood a delinquent in Varliament:others objeded againſt 
him, that he diſcouraged the Citizens from going to 
Windſor, though this Sermon were preached before that 
ercaſonable deligne was knowne, that the ng Royall 
Caſtle ſhould become Captaine Vers Royall Caſtle, or 
his Countrey-houle for the recreation of his Mopſa : and 
that the people might have full content, M.Cbejen was 
there baited on every hand,every Alderman had his fling 
at him:at laſt having made him a publique ſcorne of rhe 
multicrude, Pexningten commits him into the hands of his 
accuſers to cxpotec him to more abuſe, and ro commit him 
ro the Compter : the Rabble being now made Serjeants, 
they threaten ro carry himin a Carr through the open 
ſtrgers to the Priſon ; ro deliver him from the fury , and 
rage of the people , his Father (a knowne able Cirizen) 
tendered Baile of ren thouſand Pounds, bur it was nor ac - 
cepred ; away they carry him two the Comprer,and the nexr 
day being Friday, he is broughrtothe B. rce at che Houſe 
o! Commons : where the Speaker (who had bin happy in 
the deceived worlds opinion both of his wiſedome and 
honeſtic had he never known orher Barre, bur thar of the 
Exchequer) interrogated him rouching his Preaching a- 
gainft BYowniſis and Azabaptifts: and preſently,though 
no wirnefle appeared , rhough no crime were objeRed, 
though no accuſer appeared againſt him ; he was Vored 
by the Houſe of Commons to be ſent Pritoner ro Colcheſter 
Gaole in Eſſex, there to remaine during the pleaſure of 
che Houfe : and ww paythe Charges of his conveyance 
thitker : And that Poſteritie may read,and reading ſtand 
amazed roſee howTyrannical,how unlimiced an Empire, 
theſe SubjeRs have exerciſed upon their tellow Subje&s, 
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withour any legall Proceſle,or any cauſe ſhewne, codoome 
them to Banithment and Caprivirie,during their bigh and 
mightze pleaſure, we have here inſerted a true and perfe& 
Copy ot rhe Warrant +nd Sub- warrant, by which Mafter 
Cheſtlen was ſent from hand to hang, till be came to his 
Gaole at Colcheſter, 


By vertne of an Order this dey made by the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, Theſe ait to will and require you, to

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Next morning being Saturday was this (righteous )ſen- 
rence pur in Cxccurtion : Thus ro make way to reduce gur- 
ron, a Stig marized infamous Schiſmatique to his former 
place,was Maſter Chefllex doomed co baniſhment and cap- 
rivitie 2 in a remote place from his Father , his Wife and 
Family,into a noyſome Gaole,where he was made a com- 

anion to Theeves and Felons ; in a Towne, where 'twas 
ſieele lefle then death to be Loyal: or as themſelves phraſe 
it , tobe Ceſars friend : A Towne in which they that ſear 
him thither, could nor þut know that they expoled his life 
eo the furyof an inraged fanatick people,and nor long be- 
jore had almoſt murthered Sir Iobz Lucas, his Mother, 
and Siſter, togerher with Maſter Newcomin,one of their 
owne Miniſters,and for this had received publique thanks 
from the Houſe of Commons for their forwardneſle and 
zcale to rhe ſervice of the Parliament; Laſtly,in a Town 
arrivcd art that high degree of madneſle, that the Indepen- 
dent Church is openly prafticed in it, and the Major ba- 
iſhed one of rhe Towne for a Malignant and a Cavalier, 
whoſe name was Parſuns,and gave this learned reaſon for 
this exemplary piece of Juſtice, Becauſe it was an Ominous 
zame ; While Maſter (heſtlen remained in this durance, 
ir any man durſt viſit him, it was at his perill, he wasin 
canger to be Plundered and branded with the dangerous 
name of a Milignant. They rayſed reporrs of great reſort 
of Cavaliers co him,and of Armes brought unto him,inſo- 
much that Alderman Barrington told the Commictee,that 
their Town was not in ſafctic becauſe of M cheſter, who 
200re man, had no other indeavour then how to free kim- 
{clfe from the loathſome naſtineſle of his Priſon : Tothis 
end many Petitions were dclivered to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, that he might be delivered trom the Gaole to ſon:e 
-rivate houſe,whici boon,atrer much and earneſt profecu- 
©on by Miſtreſle Cizeſtlen, and his friends, was obcained : 
having an Order to exchange his Gaole for a private 

.\c.* after Hammom,an honeſt Gentleman,dwelling in 
the 
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the Towne, entertained Maſter Cheft{en : bur for his cha- 
ritic incurred the harred of the common goons where- 
as before he lived beloved, & in good eftimation among (t 
his neighbours, now for harbouring Maſter Cbeftlen, and 
for this and other afions,being under the jealouſic of the 
crime of Loyaltie , they call him Cavalier , they threaten 
ro call him up to the Parliament,and at laſt were as good 
as their word, for upon their Complaint , he was ſenr for 
uprtothe Parliament,and commarced for receiving Maſter 
Cheftlen into his houſe: though in reaſon he might lafely 
conclude,rhart,that Order of the Houle which gave Maſter 
Cheſtlen libertic ro remove to another houſe , did withall 
ive that houſe libertic ro entertaine him: Thus continued 
Maſter Cheſtlen in this exile and Impriſonment from Yfes- 
ber 1642+ untill the February following, when the Kings 
expreficWarrant being ſcnrtor his releaſe,having the op- 
rrunitic now and then te goe abroad and take the aire, 
left the Warrant for the Jaylor to make uſe of for his 
beſt advantage , while he came away to Oxford and pur 
himſelfe under the Kings ProteRion: lince thatyin Loudon 
they have broken up his houſe and Plundered his goods : 
a common evill incident to all the Kings Faichfuſ Sub- 
ze&s , which are within the Verge of the Rebels uſurped

Maſter Bartlerts houſe at 
Caſtic-morron zn Worceſter-ſhire,five times Planderd, 
but eſpecially by Captaine Scriven, an Impudent Kebelt, 
Ec. 


C3 Newytares day, 1643+ ſeventeene Souldiers ſent 
oy Capraine Jeremy Buck , came to Maſter Henry 
Fowlers hoult , Parſon of Mincbin-Hamptor, in the 
Countie of Glouceſter ; being centred the houſe , they 
find Maſter Fowler ficting ( as the ſcaſon of the yeare 
required ) byrhe fire fide , preſently rhey ſeize on him , 
ras. tell ham, that he is their Priſoner : and rhough he 
inſtantly ſubmitted unto them without any the leaſt re- 
fiſtance , yer to wreck their owne malice, and the malice 
ot him that ſent them, upon him, one of the Rebells rakes 
him by the throat, and holds the point of his Sword at his 
breaſt , ewo more (oncach ſide one) preſent their Pi- 
ſols at him, another ſhakes his Pole-axe over his head, 
others ſtrike him with their Pole-axes ; threatned he is on 
every fide with varietics of death. All Seite him with the 
tonguegthey ravie ar him,objeAing againſt him as heinous 
ctiaes, Firſt,thart he read the Common-Prayers art length, 
2nd that he had publiſhed clie Kings Proclamations with a 
loud voice : and then with renewed fury they allaule him 
2ganc: rhey bear him with their Pole-axecs , and call him 
Ma{i--Pricft, Roguc,Raſcall,and cell him, Sirrah,yos can 
"«r2þ1 the K'ng wi: £ Muſgquer, « Corflet," and a Light- 
Horſe; 
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Horſe , but thou old knave , thos canſi not find any thing 
at all for the Parliament: And then to worke they fall 
againe with their Pole-axes, and beat and bruiſe him in 
moſt parrs of his body ; ſo that being aged, (no leflc then 
Threeſcore and two yeares old) and being not yet pet- 
fely recovered of a former lameneſle in one of hit 
hippes, though he were in a probable way towards it , 
by chis barbarous uſage, being ſo cruclly beaten,and tug- 
ged, and haled by them, he is made a very Cripple , ic- 
recoverably lame, without all poſlibiliric of recovering 
of his Limbes: All this inhumanitie was practiced on 
Maſter Fowler inthe preſence ot his Wite and Children, 
the Wite in the behalte of her Husband, the Children in 
the behalfe of their Father , humbly intrearting on their 
knees, that they wonld have compattionon him, and nor 
murther a peaceable man in his owne houſe. While ſome 
of theſe Rebells v;-re executing this Crueltie on his per- 
ſon, others goe up into his Study and Chambers,and rake 
away all that was of good value, and portable, And 
having crippled the Maſter of the Family , and ritled 
his houſe , like the true Servants of that Maſter whom 
they ſerve, the Devill, they (eave bim , but it was but for « 
ſeaſon. 

Now,though the preſent ſenſe of theſe ſufferings could 
not be bur very great toan aged man, and one labouring 
under former iatirmities, eſpecially to have his ſufferings 
imbicrered by the reproachtull raylings of the Rebclls, 
and the mocks and mowes of Capraine Bucks friends and 
Kindred , who ſtood by jeering , and clapt their hands 
for joy , applauding the exa&t execution of Exchs com 
mands, given his Souldiers concerning Maſter Fowler, 

et the ſad cffe&s which followed were evidence enough 

w cruell his uſage was : Firſt, Maſter Fowler preſent- 
ly upon the Rebells deparcure, fell into an extream blee- 
ding, which continued, and could not be ſtanched in fix 
houres and more, by which great out-let of Spirits, 
his 
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his ſtrength was ſo niuch exhauſted , that he was notable 
to ſtand, Secondly, the next day after his bleeding, whac 
with the lofſe of ſo much blood , and what with violence 
oftcred ro his whole body , the Retentive facultie was ſo 
weakned, that his Urine came from him inſenſibly, and 'in 
this wretched condition he continued very neare a month. 
La(tly, by the many contufions and knocks which he recei- 
ved on his head with their Pole-axes he loſt his hearing, 
which he hath not prete&ly recovered unto this day. And 
now after all this barbarous uſage, remaines there yet any 
thing elſe to be added to his ſufterings ? was nor their ma- 
lice ſatisfied ,and theſe out-rages (deſigned ro be commir- 
ed on him)compleated yer ? No,Caprain Buck knew that 
it would not be lawtull alwayes tocommit muither , and 
rob rhoſe that are quier in the Land, and therefore reſol- 
ved t1 make uſe of the preſent opportunity; he was not ig- 
norant that the wages of a fairhtull ſeryanc tothe Rebell; - 
on was full (icexce to doe any thing that can ſatufie Luft, 
private Revenge of A varice : And theretore in /shy laſt, 
Buch himſelfe , not like a Capraine of Souldiers, burta 
King-leader to a Kout «f Rogues,came to Maſter Fowlers 
houſe at Minchin Hampton , and moſt theeviſhly broke 
open the Window of his Sonnes Study, and ſo entred the 
houſes Inthe Study they tound rich I reaſure which they 
did not know, being indeed withour a Metaphor Pearl be- 
fore Swines, tor young M. F-wler,a Pratticioner it ſeemes 
in Phyſick,had in his Study Extra of Fearle, Aurum Po- 
tabile,Con{eftions of Amber,a great quantity of Compound 
waters, a good proportion ot Pearie ju Boxes, a Box fall 
of gezoar Stone, with many other things ot admirable uſe, 
for the preſervation of the lite of man , and of very great 
valuc,all which they cook and brake in pieces, and cram- 
ling them under foor,madethem urrerly unuſeful cither 
for themſelves or o: hers. One of M.Fowlers daughters,in 
a juſt indignation ar ſo great waſte ot things ſo precious, 
told Buck , that he might be aſhamed to ſpoyle things of 
chat 
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chart uſe and value,2®gch (a rude unturored man as he is) 
called her Whore, and with his Pole-axe gave her a blow 
on the neck, and ſtruck her downe,and being riſen again, 
again he ſtrikes her downe with his Pole-axe,nay,ro pur- 
fue the glorious viRory, he ſtrikes her down a third time, 
and had ſhe bin able to riſe trom the floore, queſtionlefle, 
had ftruck her dewn a fourth time. The compaſſionate mo- 
ther Miſtrefle Fowler ſtanding by, and ſeeing her daugh- 
rer thus barbarouſly uſed,ro redeem ber from this cruelty, 
reſolved to expoſe her own perſon to the fury of this mad 
Beaſt, and therefore interpofing, asked Bucy, whether ke 
thought ſhe could endure to ſee her child murthered be- 
fore her face ? Bur as ſoon as V.iſtrefle Fowler came with- 
in his reach,withourt regard either to her Age, or Sex, he 
caught her by the Throat, knocked her downe, and being 
downe, kicked her, and trampled on her with his teer, Ac 
laſt,having ated whart cruelic he pleaſed ( according co 
the Larirude of that Tacire Commilhion given every Ca 
cain of the Rebellion )on Miſtrefſe Foley and ber daugh- 
eter, he and his Rabble Plundered the Houſe , and fo de- 
parted, 

If the monſtrouſnefle of theſe barbarous and inhumane 
crueclrics, commnrted on this Reverend Divine , his Wite 
and UVaughter,and reported in this Relation,ſhall weaken 
the credir of the Relation, and render the truth of it ſuſ- 

eted,ler the world know, that there is nothing ſer down 
in this account given unto the world,bur what was reſt if. 
ed upon Oath before the Right Honourable Sir Robere 
Hcath Knight, Lord Chiefe Juitice of his Majeſtics Coure 
of Kings Bench, on the 18. day of Aug.1643- 

Onthe 2.1,0t Sepr1emb 1642. being Saing Matthew the 
Apoſtle and t vangelifts day,a hundred and fittic Souldi- 
ers, ſome from G/ouceſter ſent from Caprtaine Beard being 
of his Company,and ſome others from Teazbury,(all con. 
ſpiring together,and taking, advantage of the peoples ab- 
ſcnce trom their homcs , aud being at a Fayre that day ac 
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Ledbury ewo miles diſtant from Malverne Hill:) under 
the ccendu of Capraine Seriven, ſonne to Scyiven the 
Rich Iron-monger, and late Major of Glouceſter, came to 
Ceſtle-Morton , in the Countic of Worceſter, to Plunder 
Maſter Rowland Bartlets houſe : a man ſo well beloved 
in his Councry,fvr his hoſpicalitie, ſo deare to all ſorts of 
people, eſpecially ro the poore, for his Charitie, and thoſe. 
helpes which he freely beſtowed on themyfor the recovery 
of the ſick, the lame, and infirme, that had not theſe Re- 
bells raken the opportunitic of his Neighbours being at 
the Favre,this forcc had been too weak,to have made him 
che firſt inſtance ot the Rebels inſolency (inthat County) 
by way of Plunder : when they came to Caftle-Morton,tor 
feare of ſurprizal their Horſe ſecuic rhe ſtreets, and high= 
waycs, while the Pikes and Musquetcers beſer the huule : 
having made good all paſſages, that none could goe in or 
come our, without their leave, Scrzven advanced towards 
the houſe : M, Bartlet perceiving himlclfe robe incloſed 
wich armed men,their Muskets being bent upon his houſe, 
and his Pales ſerving them inſtead of Reſts,comming our 
of his doores,met Scriven in the Porch, and after a friend- 
ly talure, demanded of him the Reaſon of this warlike ap- 
proach co his houſe : Serves anſwered , thar he came in 
che name of the Parliament , and by their command to 
ſcarch tor Armes : Alas ! replyed Maſter Baytlet,you are 
lice to looſe your labour, for Juſtice Salloway (meaning 
that trayterous beggerly tellow,who in the time ot the late 
unrerſall madneſle,was made Knighrtot the Shire for the 
County ot Forcefter)hath prevented you: yer Maſter gayt- 
let bad him ule his diſcrecion , to lee if he could find any 
gleaning, after the others full Vintage ; and fo broughe 
him through his Hall into his Parlor; being there,Maſter 
Fartlet, according, tuthe freenefle of his dilpoition , and 
after the good old E nglith way of bidding, welcome,called 
for ſore Beere, while Scr:ver (are there, and with a curi- 
ous cye ſurrcycd the turniture of the Roome , he eſpyed 
Maſter 
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Maſter Barriers Sword hanging on the Wainſcor, Striven 
preſently raking it downegſaid,1s not this Armes ? yes,re- 
plyed Maſter Bartlet , but no more then is neceflary for 
every honeſt man,ro prevent or repell injury on the high- 
way; yong Maſter 8ar;lets Sword hanging by his fathers, 
Scriven takes down that too : and unerly to d:larme them, - 
that ſo they might rob them without refiſtance,the Rebels 
in the outward Roomes polleſle chemſelves of Maſter gari- 
lets mans >word ; young Maſter Bartlet comming into the 
Parlour,heping to recover his Sword,Scriven perceivin 
a King (in which was {ct a Rubey ) hanging in his Ban 
ſtrings, rudely ſeized upon ir, and after ſome ſiruglin 
ſome ſeconds with Piſtolls and Carbines , comming to tus 
afliſtance, Seriven either broke, or cut ic off ; having rob'd 
the young-manof his Ring , animated by the preſence of 
his fellow T heeves, he dives into his Fathers Pockers, and 
rakes thence his monics,berween three and foure pounds; 
Maſter Bartlet, perceiving his hand in the rerurne to be 
full of money, put his owne hand into his pocket to ſee 
what was Jeft, and finding bur one poore three pence, 
to have clcaped his theeviſh fingers , rendered him that 
two , deliring him all might goe together , which was no 
ſooner offered, then taken by this poore conditioned un- 
worthy fellow, yet Heirero a thouſand pounds a yeare, 
anletle the Hang-man cur off che entaile ; Maſter gerties 
being clad in a faire Scarler Gippo (a ſhrowd tempration 
to a man not accuſtomed to weare free Clothes , clpeci- 
ally ar his owne charge) ſo dazetcd Srivery eyes, that he 
offered to pull it trom the others back : Maſter 8ayties 
intrearced him nor to rip him of his (. lothes fince be had 
raken away his monies, with which be ſhould buy more; O 
Sir,replyed this doughty Captain, you have mony enough 
to buy more, & ſorhe hopes ot a greater prize making him 
forget the Gippo, he drew his Sword. and chrearned to kilL 
M, Bartlet, unleflc he would contefle where he had hid his 
raony & plate: bur finding hiunreſoluce noms betrayhis own 
M Trea-

Treaſure,Scriven (eazeth upon a woman that was Maſter 
Bartlets houſe-keeper, an old taithtull ſervant , in whom 
Maſter3ertlet and his wite repoſed much truſt,and think” 
ing to worke upon the weaknelle of her Sex,and aftrighc 
her into a confeſhhon, he cauſes (ume to preſent Piſtolls at 
her breft , andothers the points of their Swords, threat - 
ning her with preſent death, i* ſhe would not diſcover 
where her Maſtcrs | reaſure was; but finding this woman 
not to be terrified with their threats, & fearing ſurprizall 
by ſome Forces which might come from worcefter , or the 
return of the Country people from the Fayr at Ledbury,he 
reſolved to make tryall it G could findour that which he 
ſaw would not be diſcloſed unto him : Therefore without 
further delay ro worke they goc ; reſolving co ſearch the 
houſe from the top to the bottome, In Maſter Bars/eis 
chamber,Scriven (cizeth upon Miſtrefle 2artlets Watch, 
hc breakes - aa Trunk , and took thence (by his owne 
confeſſion) ſ1x hundred pounds in money, he takes away 
all Miſtretle Farilers wearing Linnen, to the value of 
threeſcore pounds,he breaks open her Cabiners, I runks, 
and Boxes,and in them ſeized,or (ro ſpeak more proper. 
ly) ſtole mere Money,Plate, Jewels, & Bracelets, amoun- 
Ung to a great ſum : amongſt other things valuable, both 
for Raritie and uſc,rook a Eock Eagles Stone , for which 
thirtie pieces had been offcred by a Phyfitian , but were 
refuſed : having thus ſcim'd the houſe,and rifled it of the 
Principall things in it , a warning-Piece is ſhot off, te 
ſignifi to the Kaſcallitie , that now they mighthave free 
leave roentcr : npon the lignall given, leaving (inſtant 

their Guards & Stations,in a contuſed Tumult they ey” 
intothe houſe: and as cager bounds ar a lofſe offer here 
and there, and know not well wherc tofaften , fo theſe 
hunt from the Parlour to the Kirtchen,from thence, by the 
Chambers,to thc Garrats: every Roome is full,every one 
ſcaring that his :-.Jlow thiefe would preventhim, and ſeize 
upon the prey before himſclte; belides Maſter Barrlers,his 
Wiyes 
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Wiyes and Childrens wearing apparell, they rob their 
ſervants of their Clothes: with the bur ends of their Muſ- 
quers they breake open the hanging-Preſles, Cup-boards, 
and Cheſts,no place was free frum this ragged-Regiment: 
and if ſo barbarous an out rage , could poſſibly have ad- 
mitted any time,bur for a [crious dereſtation of fo foul in- 
juſtice,ir might havedrawn a ſmilefrom the moſt eoncernd 
beholders , to ſee their thruſting and tumbling one ano» 
ther,the rude arts uſed to ſupplaint one another, and how 
one thief ſnatched and ſtole trom another : atter this ſtorm 
was ſcene comming on , and to threaten this houſe in par. 
ticular, the ſervants fearing , that though the main brunr 
might light on their Maſter , oy ſome ſprinkling mighr 
chance to fall on them, uſed all the arr of cunning they 
could deviſe, to preſerve thoſe ſmall ſummes of money of 
which their bonef labour, and frugalit'e had made them 
maſters, Bur 'twas in vaine to hide, where deſperare beg- 
gery,and reſoly'd Rapine wereto be ſeckers; in one place 
the Rebels find rwentic ſhillings, in another forrie, three 
pounds here,more or lefle there: bur were it more or lefle, 
all was fiſh which came to Net , they ſpare none : In this 
ftri& ſearch, chey mer with Miſtrelle 8artlers ſweet-mears,

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throw; The happy Omen of Edge-Hill, and thoſe many 
other ſucceeding ViRories with which (no lelle to the 
wonder then contuſion of the Kebcls) it hath pleaſed God 
fince to blefſe his Sacred Majeſtic : In a word,except Bed- 
ding,Pewrer,and Lumber,thcy lett nothing behind them, 
tor befides rwo horſes laden withrhe beſt chings(Scriveas 
owne Plunder ) there being an hundered and fittic Re- 
bells, cach Rebell returned with a Pack at his back, As 
tor his Beere aad Perry, what they could nor devoure, 
they ſpoyle, the earth drinking what the Rebells could 
nor, and then triumphing in their wickedneſle, and glo- 
rying in their villany, they vaunted , That they bad made 
Bartlet a begger, and leſt him not worth agroat : yet all 
the Rebels were notof the ſame belicte , for preſently at- 
ter, when the tarle of Eſſex pollcſſed himſelfe of Worees 
fter,ſome under his Command came from Worcefter ro Ma- 
ſter Bartilets houſe , where what was under.valued, and 
left by Scriven, and his Rout , was good booke to theſe ; 
They take away good ſture of Bacon from his Roofe, and 
Beete out of the Powdering-Tubs ; they ſteale his Pots, 
Pans, and Kettles, rogether with bis Pewter ro a great va- 
luc, they ſcizc on all his proviſions for hoſpitalitic and 
houſe-keeping, and then breake his Spits, as unneceſſary 
urenfills , they expole his Bedding to ſale, and Prefic 
Carts tocarry away his Chaires, Stooles, Couches, and 
Trunks, though empried before by Scriven; and ſharp- 
ly threaten all ſuch as ſhould be knowne to harbour any 
of Maſter Bartlets goods, And though theſe rwo Plun- 
ders , one upon the neck of the other , lctt Maſter gart- 
let a deſolate naked houſe , yet when the Earle of Eſſex 
came lately downe rowards Gloxceſter and hid himſclte, 
and his Army in Hedges, Dirches , and the incloſures a» 
bout Twexbury , on three ſeverall dayes, three ſeverall 
Companies came to vifire Maſter Bayelets houſe , preſu- 
ming,that in almoſt a twelve months time the houſe mighr 
be new furnitbed , nor were they alcogether deceived in 
their

their expeRation ; without , they Plunder him of eighr 
Horſes, and within,what ever they tound,they made clean 
worke, the fift Plunder nor ſparing his Kirching-ſtuffe, 
which being reſerved in a {mall barrel,a Souldicr putting 
it on his ſhoulder,carryed it away; commingthis laſt cime 
to M, Bartlets houſe , and underſtanding that he and his 
ſons were in the Kings Army,they abuſed his wite in beaſt- 
ly, immodeſt, ſcurr:lous Language, which 1 ſhall omit ro 
relate as offenſive to Chriſtian cares: I hall conclude 
this five-told Plunder , wich the Relation of one of their

ſtoln Mare, for Plundering Miſtreſle Bartlet of her owne 
Mare,this hypocriticall ores pitrie it is I cannor 
rell you his name) gave ſufficientreſtimony to the world, 
That the old Phariſec and the new Puritan , have conlci- 
ences of the ſelfe-ſame remper, To firaine at a Gnat , and 
ſwallow a C amelt,mieaſuring all aftions,not by lawful and 
unlawtull,but as they are more ar lefle gaintull.B;r while 
the Captaine choſe rarher to be a Villaine hen openly ro 
appeareſothe common Souldicr would nor onely be ſo in 
p oma deliced fo to be accounted ; and therefore when 
his companions were carrying out M, Baytlets goods, a- 
mongſt other things, one ſcized on ſome live Partridges, 
and being imrearcd to forbearzand to ſpare them,becauſe 
they were provided for a Great-bellied Gentlewoman, 
and now readyto laydown her burthen,the common Soul- 
dier hearing him plead thus, barbarouſly replyed, If we 
bad made Veniſon of her great belly ,the would nor have 
long'd for Parrridges,for I have killed young & old, Men, 
M 3 Wo- 
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Women and Children : and boaſting hiaſelfe in his fin, 
and glorying in bis Shame, without regard had to the dan- 
=_ longing of a ep woman,if not ſatisfied,rook 
them away. So truely is that of the Prophet, verihed in 
theſe miſcreants, They declare their finne as Sodome , they 
bide it not, woe unto their Soule , for they have rewarded 
evill to themſelves, Elay 3.

N Novemb. £642. ſome of the Rebeils Foot Souldiers 

being Billerted ar 4Fox in the Countic of Middleſex, 
rhey preſently enquire of their Hoſts what their LoQor 
was , (meaning LoGor Feath y, theirthen Reftor } and 
what Divice Service they had ; they anſwered according 
to the truth, that he was a man who precitely obſerved the 
Canons of the Church, and ſwerved nor a tittle from 
the Rubrick of the Common Prayer , wearing the Sur- 
plice , and ufing all the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church eſtabliſhed by Law, Some of the Red coars re- 
plyed,Doth he ſo + We will ceach him another Leflon, and 
make him lcave thoſe Popiſh Superſtitions , or he ſhall 
rue ir, Soone after, they repaire tothe Church at Aon, 
break open the doores by force , in the Chancell they find 
ahis ſubſcriprion on the wall , This Chancell was repaired 
«xd beawtified ſuch a yeare by Daniel Featley D.D. _ 
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which they urterly defeaced : Then laying hands on the 
Rayles, they dealt with them C as Ducks do with «frop) 
reare them limbletfe , and afterwards burnt them in 
ſtreer, ſaying , Thar if they had the Parſon there , chey 
would burne him with his Popith Trinkets, 

Soone after, Colonel Urrey took up his Quarters at the 
Parſonage houſe, ſome of whoſe Souldiers (wherher wil- 
lingly or by carcleſnefle being in drinke is not certified) 
lying in the Doors Barngſer ir on fire, which burned the 
whole Barn full of Corne, and two Stables downe toche 
ground, the lofle being eſtimated by the Inhabirans ar 
z2IT (i, 

But toleave Afon,and come to Lambeth,where the Se- 
Qaries wrecked their ſpleen,nor upon Valesor Rayles,or 
the truirs of the carth,as at Aon, but upon the bodies of 
Chriſts Servanes, on his owne day, and in his owne Houſe 
and Court. For Feb, 19.1642. evcn in the midlt of Divine 
Service, at the reading ot the Te Deum laudamus,toure or 
hive Souldiers ruſhed into the Church with Piſtolls and 
drawn Swords, affrighted the whole Congregation our, 
wounded one of the Inhabicants , (whereot he ſoone after 
dyed) ſhot another dead , as he hung by the hands on the 
Church-yard wall, looking over tothe Palace Court,who 
might cruely have faid in the words of the Poer,though in 
another ſenſe, Ut vidi, ut peris. 

It was gathered by many circumſtances , eſpecially by 
depoſitions taken before the Coroner, and by ſome ſpeeches 
that tell from their owne mouths, that their principall 
aime at that time was to have murthered the Doftorwhich 
tis probable they had effeRed, had not ſome honeſt Inhas 
bitants premoniſhed the DoCtor,who was at the [aine time 
= his way towards the Church , intending to have Prea- 
ched. 

Abour the ſame rime many of theſe Murtherers were 
heard expreſling their rancour againſt the Door, rhus; 
Some ſaid, rhey would chopthe Kogue us ſinall as Hearbs 
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ro the Por, for ſuffering Portage (for by that name they 
uſually ſtyle the Book of Common Prayer ) ro be read in 
his Church : Others ſaid, they would ſqueeze the Pope 
our of his belly , with ſuch like ſcarrilous and malicious 
Language. 

The Sunday ſennighr after this our-rage,being the fifth 
of March, the Do&or percciving ſome Separarilts at Ser- 
mon at Lambeth, took occaſion to ſpeak as tollowerh : 


Fever Schiſmatiques and foul-mouth'd Separatiſts were 
Ko forth in their native colours, the Schiſmatiques of this 
age are : F/al, 5$0.16,17,18,19,20, hat baſt thou to dee 
to declare my Statutes, or that thou ſbouldft take my Co- 
wvenant in thy mouth ? Seting thou hateſt injtrutiien, 
Cwhatſoever thou prateſt of Retormation ) and cafieſt my 
words bebra14 thee, (namely, Prov.14.21, Eccles. y0.20. 
Rom. 13-1, 23 3» 4 Heb.13.8,9,17, 1 Pet.2,13,) Woen 
thow ſaweſt a thiefe , then thou conſentcdft with inns , and 
haſt been partaker with Adulterers. Thou groeft thy mouth 
to lying , and thy toague ſrameth deceit. Thou fitteſt and 
ſpeakeft againſt thy brocher , and flandereft thins owne mo- 
thers ſoune. For is not this their chanting Language ? 
« The Prelates of England,are all Antichriilian; The Mi- 
©< wiſters, Baals Priefts ; The Publique Service, {dolatrous ; 
& The Ceremonies, Superſtitions; And the Sacrements,cor- 
* yupted with mans invention; ? Itake them attheir word; 
If rhis be true, then is che Church of England no true 
Church of Chriſt ; then they which have received all che 
Religion they have from her , are no better then Miſcre- 


ants, Pagans,and Infidels,in apparent perill of drowning . 


in everlaſting perdition, becauſe our of the Arke,withour 
God in this world, becauſc without his Chureh.For as the 
blefled Martyr St, Cyprian ſoundly argueth againſt their 
forefathers the Cathariſts,Deam non poteſt bebere Patrem, 
qui Meclefiam nox babet Matrem : And Church they have 
none for their Morher , for they diſclaime the truce _— 

: anc 
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Gant Chuich of Exgland,and the Popiſh diſclaimes them; 
ſo they are meere A per ſe A's, independents , like the 
bor ii penſiles in Laftantizs , and Mauſelus his Sepulchre 
in Marat, hanging and hovering in the ayre, 

The Scripture lers forth the true viſibleChurch of Chriſt 
upon earth, under the embleme ot a great feld , a grear 
floor, a great bowſe , a great ſheet , a great draw wet, 2 
great and large foundation, &c. The Church ſhadowed 
vut under thete fimulitudes,cannet be their Congregation, 
or rather Conventicles ; For as they brag nnd 
themlſelves,wanting good neighbours, In their Field there 
are No raves, intheir floore there is no chaffe, in their 
bouſe no veſſels of diſhonour , intheir ſbeet no wacleane 
beafte, in their »etno traſh , on their foundation nothing 
built,burgold,filver, and precious ſtones, They have not 
lare with yainc perſons, nor keptcompany with dillemi- 
blers ; they bave hated the allembly ot Malignants, and 
have not acompanied with the ungedly ; they have nor, 
not will not Chriſten in the ſame Font, ner fit at the huly 
Tablc, (for to kneele at the Sacrament is Idolatry) nor 
drink ſpiritually the blood of our Redeemer in the fame 
Chalice with the wicked, Get ye packing thenour of our 
Churches with your bags ahd baggages , hoyſe upſayle 
tor New England, or the llc of 'rovidence, or rather Sir 
'rbomas Mores Eutop a,where Pluto's ('ommoner,and 0/e- 
ris his Nobviewan, and Caſtillis his Conrtier. and Vegerius 
his Sowldier , and Tully his O7ater , and Ariflocles Felix, 
and the Jewes Bexcohab,and the Manichees Paraclet, and 
the Gncoſticks z/uminate onez,and the Monraniſts ſpiritu- 
all on«s, and the Vellagians perſeft ener, and the Catha- 
riſts pare ones , and their preciſe and holy ones are all mer 
at Prince Arthars Kownd Table, where every gueſt (like 
the Tablc) is tous Feres aty; forundus. 

T here are three heads of Carechiſme and grounds of 
(hriſtianitie, The Apoſtles Creed,the Lords Prayer,and 
and Tea Commandments ; thete may be more wn 
then 
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then Gorrey his Poſtills,tearmed awrea fundamente,which | 
they goe about to overthrow and caſt down,and when they 
have done it,no place remaineth for the to build their Sy- 
nagogues or Maria Rotwnda'sbut the ſand inthe Saw-pit, 
where there Apoſtle Browne tirſt raught molt protoundly, 
The Lords Prayer they have excluded our of Lycur- 

iz, the Apoſtles Creed out of their Confeſlion, and the 
ten Commandements by the Aziinomaens their Diſciples 
our of their rule ot lite. T hey are too good ro ſay the Lords 
Prayer, erter taught chento rehearſe the Apoſtles Creed, 
buuer liv'd then to hear the Decalogue read at their Ser- 
vice, tor God can ſee no finnc in them , nor man ho- 
neſtic, 

Tell me,ye baſtard-brood of Martins, is itnot ſufficient 
for the conviction of your caurterized conſciences, that ye 
wreck your ſpleene upon the mareriall Temples of 50d, 
by breaking, downe Organs,burning Rayles,and detacing 
the Monuments of the dead,burt will ye go abourtto deſtroy 
the ſpirituall Temple ot che holy Ghoſt > nor tearing that 
dreadfull ſentence of the Apoſtle, He that deftroyetb the 
Temple of G 1d , him ſhall God d:ftry. Could they not be 
content to teare the Booke of Common Prayer in pieces, 
and icatter the Ic2ves all about the Church, bur will they 
alſo rcnd and dilacerate rae living members of Chriſts 
myſti&ll body > Will chey charge the Cannon with mur- 
thering thot to deſtroy and diflipate whole alkemblies of 
Gods Servants met together upon his own day to worthip 
him in his own houſe-Do they think that their bare oppoit- 
ton to Popery will fave them > If that alone would give a 
man a good title t9 1eavea, not onely the Socinians , Li- 
bertines, Familiſts, Antinumians, and other damnable H-» 
zetiques, bur evcnthe Fewes & Twrkes would ſnatch hea- 
ren from them, and take it by torce, tor thele are as vehe» 
nem oppoſers of Popery as they are; And howſoever the 
749/:nt oppIfitzon to Popiſh Superſticion is all the Religt- 
23 me of them aay? , yer are they not at io deadly feud

our Lyrurgy into their extemporary Enthufiaſmes ? our 
Learned Paſtors into their ignorant Hirelings ? and our 
Apoſtolicall Hierarchy inco tl.cir Apoſtaticall Anarchie ? 
Bur I will reſtraine my ſclfe,and confine my diſcourle. 


Soone after this Sermon, ſeven Articles were preferred 
againſt the DoRor io the Commirree for Plundered Mini- 
ſters by three Mechanicks, who had tormerly been indi&t- 
ed for B-owniſts at the Scelitons for the Countic of Sarxcy, 
but after long attendance the DoQ.was acquirred of thets:: 
yet at length theſe Secarics wrought lo powerfully, that 
the DoRor muſt be commirred to Priſon, how unjuſtly ſo- 
ever,'wwas enough that he was a DoCor, and maintained 
the Keligion eſtabliſhed in the C hurchof England; And 
accordingly on the 30 of Septemb. 1643. he is commined 
ro Peter-bouſe,his own houlc, Libraryand goods being tirft 
ſcized on,and his eſtate Sequeſtred The Sunday atrer his 
commirment,and for divers other Lords days,he preach « 
to his fellow-priſoners,bur after a while he was prohibired 
by Iſaac Puxxiagten the pretended Mayor of Loxdon, And ” 
though Sir George Sands, vir John Butter, Maſter Newie, 
and other Priſoners of qualiuc Pcritioned char he mighe 
con 
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contigue his ſo doing , yet it would not be granted, 
Sce how this unjuſt impriſonment is reliſhed by a For- 
raine Divine, in theſe words : 


Am ſorry to htar of the cloſe Impriſonment of that worthy 
Door Featley ; What ? He who u, andever bath bin ſo 
ſtout a Champion for Religion tobe ſo uſed by the Reformers 
thereof ? But let not the Diſciple thinke it ſtrange, when bis 
Maſter ſuffered ſo much crueltie from the great Rabbins of 


J/rael. 
Yours from my heart, F.S. 


After the Door had beene many moneths ſtifled up in 
Prifan, and having a Certificate from his Phyfirian, that 
he could nor live long , if he had not ſome freſh aire, he 
Petitioned theſe loule-cnthralling tyrants, and at laſt ob- 
tained leave to go to Chelſey Colledge for fix weeks , upon 
good baylc , to recover his health ; bur it pleaſed God eo 
take him out of this world, upon the 19 day of Aprilz1645. 
being the very laſt day ot the fix weekes limited for his 
rerurne, 

During his ſickneſſe,he gave himelfe wholly to Divine 
Meditations, often bewayling with teares the preſent ſtate 
of the Church of England: he made a Conteflion of his 
Faith to DoRor Leo, and the Dutch Ambaſladours Chap- 
laines , ſaying , That the doFrine which he had alwayes 
Preached , and the Boy's which be had I'riated againſt 
»Anabaptifts and other Seftayis, were agreeable ts Gods 
Word ; And that be would ſeale the Proteflant Religion, 
(45 it way eſtabliſhed and confirmed by the Atts of thee 
Pious Princes) with his blond. And being asked by ſome 
that came to viſe him, what he thought ot the Covenant? 
he ſaid, It was « damnable and execrable Oath, made pur- 

poſely to inſnare poore ſouler , and full of malice and Trea- 
{on againſt our gracious Soucraigne. And ſaid he , For 
church-Government ( a thing now much contreverted ) 1 
are 
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dare boldly affirme ,that the Hierarchie of Biſhops is moſt «- 
greeable to the Word of God, as being of Apoſtolicall Infti- 

tution,the tahing away Whereef is danmable , and that by 
conſequence both the Presbyterian & Independent Gover n- 

ments are abſurd and erroneous, neither f them being evey 

heard of in the Church of God fill of late at Geneva; ner is 

there ſo much as any colour for them i boly Writ. It is evi- 
dent ( ſaid he ) that as the | riefts in the Old Teftament 

were above the Leviies , ſoin the New the ApoRiles were 

abeve the Diſciples, and that the ſeven Angels of the ſiven 

Churches in the Apocalyple were ſeven dibbers » and that 

Polycarpus was Biſbop of Smyrna , and Timorheus of 
Epheſus, And for the Laitie, no pregnant proofe can be pro- 
duced, that they ever medied with the Prieſts Funftion, or 

bad any power to ordaine Mniflers. And theſe things (laid 

he) 1 intended ts have publifked to the world, if God bad 
ſpared me longer liſe,vwhich I might\ through h1s geodneſſe) 

have enfozed,bad 1 not been un)«illy impriſoned ; which he 

ſeverall crimes reicerared to his triends, 

Anon after he prayed thus : Lord ſtrike through the 
reyes of them tbat riſe againſt the Church and King, and 
let tbem be as choſfe br fore the wind, and as ſtubble brfore 
the fire; let them be ſcattered as Partridges wpon the 
mountaines, and let the breaib of the Loyd conſume them, 
but upon our gracious Soveraigne and his poſieritze, let the 
Croawae flouriſh ; This (laid he) is the heartie and earneſt 
Prayer of a poore fich creature. With which,and other ſuch 
ſpiricuall cjacularions, he expired.

God preſcribes an Expiation for Murthei 
when the Murtherer was zot knowne, for if a man were 
found Nine in the field , The Elders of the Citie next 
to the ſlaize man were to take an Heifer and firihe off bis 
nec he :w a rongh valley, and ſhall waſh thrir hands 0: ey the 
Heifer : and ſay, Our hands have not ſhed this blord , Net” 
tbey bave 0:1 eyes [crr.e't i Be mererfull © Lord wnto thy 
people Iſrael whom thou baſt redeemed, an1 lay not inno- 
ceat blood unto thy prople of Iſracls charge : and tbe bloo1 
ſhall be forgiventvem : [0 jhalt thou put away the guilt of 
Inzocent blood from ameng you : verl, 6 7, 8.&c, In which 
law it is plaine , that che guilt of nnocent blood may 
cleave to our hands thoughour hands have not ſhed it, 


and the way to waſh our hands cleane from thar guilt is to 
pro” 
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pm againſt the ſhedding ir , rodeny our conſeneto ir, 
ing done, and as much as in uslyes, tobring the pu- 
niſhment of Innocent blood upon the heads of thote that 
ſhed ir; without this we contratt anmhers guile and com- 
municate in his ſinnes, The Innocent blood ſhall not be 
forgiven us, When therefore God , to whom apperteine 
the iſſues of Liſe , (hall come and make Inguiſztion tor 
blood, an4 the murthered ſhall cry our with Job, O earth 
cover not thou my blood: Job 16.18. 1har then we may 
litt up pure hands undefiled with our neighbours blood, 
though but with conſent and approbation; Nay, that we 
may free our ſelves from the blood of all men by carneſt 
prayer to God, not to lay Innocent blood though ſhed by 
others to our charge, to intflame your devotion, I have, as 
it were, brought forth the bodics of theſe rwo State-Mar- 
yrs, Maſter Robert Teomazs , and Malter George Eoirs 
cher, Citizens-ot Briſtol! , and expoled them ro the view 
of the world, that fo ſhedding ſome 7eaves over their 
graves, thcy may remaine an Everlaſting Monument of 
our Innocency in the ſight of God, of our Zuſt zndignati- 
on againſt ſuch cruelric inthe hgh ot men, anda ſweer 
oynement to imbalm: cheſc men to rkeir tuneralls, "thax 
though withtheir Saviour (the ignominy of whoſe Crofle 
ſanRibyd rhe death even of that accurſed tree) in their 
death they were aumbred amongſt the traaſgy* ſors , yer 
(Loyaltic being their Epitaph ) they may make their 
graves amoneſt the Honourable. 

Bur becaule to blind the eyes of the world nor to ſee 
the cruel] Injuſtice praiſed on theſe worthy Citizens, to 
amaze the winds of the people, and to take off from the 
odiouſeneſle of ſo foule a Murther , they did not onely in 
their lying Pamphlers proclame it unto the world, that 
Maſter Tcomans, Maſter bewcber , and ſome other wet- 
afﬀteted Members of that Citic had contrived a horrid 
Treaſ'n, that inthe barbarouſnelle of ir did out-doe, the 
Powder Treaſon, having conſpired at once toruine the 
Pro- 
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Proteſtant Religion , and ro murther all thoſe of that 
Citic which did adhcre to the Parliament , but alſo to 
mock God (to that height of impiccie they were growne) 
Solemne thankes were Ordained to be given for delive- 
rance from ſo dangerous a conſpiracy ; It will not be a- 
miſle to derive this 1 ragedy by way of Hiſtorical{ Nar- 
ration from the firſt tothe laſt Scene 2 tht ſo the abuſed 
world may ſee what arts are uſed on that (ide to polletlc 
themſelves of the good opinion of men , that in the mean 
time they may practiſe cruelties unheard of , untill the 
bluody Anaboptiits (prung up the molt pernicious weeds 
that ever :nfeſied the Church of Chriſt, 

When this Parliament hirit fate, thele ewo Gentlemen 
with the reſt of the Kingdoine rejoyced et» ſee that day, 
and ſtood at gaze as greedily as any, expecting what acts 
of bountie , whar relicte from grievances our Gracious 
Soycraigne through their hands would conyey unto his 
Subje&ts. Whitle their endeavours were Loyall , rhough 
roughly carryed ; while bounded within the dutic of Sub- 
jects, rhongh onely nor exceeding it, they were as for- 
ward to applaud chem as any : bur after the publication 
of the Remonſtrance by the Houle oft Commons (that ap- 
peale ro the people, and:indeed the ground-worke of this 
preſent Kebellion by {landering the Kings Goyernmem) 
they that went one mile with them would not be compel'd 
To goc two, eſpecially atter the way appeared dangerous, 
and apparently leading to open Rebellion : Nallam eſſe 
Civitatem gue non improbes Gives aliquands & Imperi- 
tam Multitudinem ſemp'y babeat: was the ſaying of the 
KNbedii in the Feman Senate recorded by Livy, ib, g5. 
There 1s no Citie bur hath ſomerimes ſome il}-afte&ted 
Cnizens , but alwaycs an Ignorant multitude , perhaps 
this in part might be the remper of 2r:{tol at this time : 
bur the Criticall time was now come , in which men muſt 
declare themſelves cicher for the King or againſt him; and 
though many men in that Citic then were deeply Leave- 

ned 
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ned with difloyall principles, yer che mayor part of the Ci- 
tie were the Kings taithtull SubjzeRs , of this partie th 
moſt cininent men were, Maſter Robers Teomans Sherifte 
of Briftol for the yeire 1642, Maſter George 8awebers 
with divers others, men of good eſteem, plenutull eſtaes, 
knowne inregrizic, and true Children of the Church of 
ad: Theſe men ſceing the miſerable Cendizioa of 
places where the Rebe{ls bare ſway, and beginning 
oO be ſenſible pf che ſame bondage under Colonel Eſts, 
enter into a Conſulation huw w put the Cue of Briftel 
into the Kings poſlefiion and proteion : To this porpola 
they diſpatch an Aganc to the Court, to informe rhe King 
that he had many $Subjes in Briftel , ani withall 
ro Ggnike their delice to deliver up his owne Citieto him 
ſclte, if be would be pleaſed to lend forme of his Forces 
thuther, to take it, 
. The Reaſons which prevailed with them , to make this 
render uno His jajeftic , wete many , we may reduce 
them rothice heads, 

Firſt, Conſcience to Gad.,: oa to refit the King, 
Knowing , that: they that doe refiſt ſhall receive uncy 
thcuyelves dagynatian, and tberetore reſolved never ws 
joyne themſclyes co the damnable S<R of the Hotheavices, 
choſe >cate-Herenckes , o_ III iT _ _ ) 
keepe the Kings Townes ings uſc , by ſhunting 
the Gates fear Kiags Petfan. # - <5 

The ſecond Inducement was the @equent affrongs gi 
ven to His Majeſtic by the Rebells, corhe great regroc 
of every good Subject : and of theie they give many 
Inſtances | 


Firſt, Scandalous and difloyall Speeches on all acca- 
fions belched out agaiaſt His Majeſties Perſon, His Pre- 
ecſtations, Declarations, Proctamations, indeed all kis 
Actions. 
| Secondly, Contempt of His Majeſties gracious offers, 
evan tothe yety face of His Mg ; SR 

raar 
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bruary 1642. the King ſent His gracious Lerters to the 
Civic of Briſtol , requiring them not to give admittance 
ts any of the Parliament Forces , promiſing that Hee 
Hinyelte would not impoſe any on them , but what they 
themſelves ſhould defire ; rogether with the tender. of 
many promiſes of his favour (given in-charge to Sir Bayne 
bam Tbrokmo: ton (whom he \ent unto them for that pur< 
pole) vet notwithſtanding at that very inſtant , in con- 
eempt(t ſay) of this great vouchlatemenr , The Major, 
Kichard Alaworth, with Frowne the Sheriffte , two Boute- 
fues in perverting that Citic , with ſome other their Aﬀlo- 
ciates , did fend foure o_ of Ordnance to Maribs- 
rough , there to be imployed againſt the King, And 
though Sir Baznbem, upon information given unto him, 
didexpoſtulate the aftronc with the Mayor , and inthe 
Kings name commanded the ſtay of them; and though 
fome of the wel-affe&ed Citizens having notice of it, 
came and threw them-off rheir Carriages , becauſe they 
knew that the intention was to imploy them againſt tbe 
King : yerover-borne by a greater number , who produ- 
ced rhe Major and Sheriffs Warrant for their conveyance 
without let or interruprion ; they were Inforced to give 
way, and thither they were ſent, ; 
Thirdly, When in che beginning of Merch, 1642. 2- 
mongſt other Proclamarions ſent to 8riftol,, one was con- 
cerning the Kings Koyall Navie, invaded and poſi: tied 
by the Earle of Far wiche, and imployed againſt His Ma- 
kſtic and His Loyoll SubjeAs; The King by that Pro- 
clamation forbidding all Sea-men , and = Sn Aron: » and 
all Officers ot His Narie, to cake imployment under «be 


"Earle. or to obey His Commands, though Colonel Fines 


then Governour of Briftsl, coula have cauſed that Pro- 


\clamaction to be ſupprefled and not publiſhed, yer as 


much as he could to diſhonour the King inthe eyes of 
His SubjeRs, He permits ix to be Proclaimed,that thence 
he might take ,occahien to blaſpheme His Soveraigne : 

for 
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for being Proclaimed on Friday the third of March, the 
next day (Saturday) being the chicte Marker day, when 
the Markerwas fulleſt , that the newes might be carryad 
into all parts of the Country, and cvery one learne from 
fo deſperate an example to conremne their Soveraignes 
Commands : Fines comes in his Coach co the bigh Crofle 
atrended by a Troope of Horſe , and aiter a Declaration 
read, Thar the Proclamation publiſhed the day before 
was a Scandalous and Libellous Paper , and ſuch as de- 
ſerved to be burnt by the hand of a publique Hangman ; 
he cauſed the Serjeant that Ploclaimed it co burne it, 
holding Piſtolls co his breſt , and rhcearnring to ſhooe 
him it he did not hold them high enough, tearing ir 
ſcemes that ſo damaablc, lo unpardonable a Treaſon 
ſhould want witneſſes. ; 

Laſtly, As the direR end of their defire to deliver 
up the Cuic to the Kings protection , was conſcience 
of dutic to Vod and their Soycraigne, ſo the re- 
fleted end was their owne ſecuritic , and quitting 
themſelves of thoſe Oppreſſions and Grievances un- 
der which they ſuffered ; And theſe were many. 

Firſt , The often repeated Taxations and Loanes 
of Money unto the King and Parliament, as they 
were pleaſed to joyne the upon the thred-bare ſecuri- 
tic of che Puplique Faith, and it any man refuſed ro 
lend on that credit which they had banckrupted long 
before, he was threatned with Imprifonment, Plundring, 
or which was worſe then bath , ſending up ro che Par- 
liament : And to theſe may be added , the dayly drayn- 
ing their purſes by illegall exaR:ons imployed for re- 
payring the Caſtle, building of Forts , and maincaiumng 
a Garriſon againſt the King. 

Secondly, By urging upon them new and Treafonable 
Votes and Proteſtatlons :; If nor fully in words, yet in the 
the uſe and interpretation of rhem direQly oppoſite to 

N z the 
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che Oath of Allegiance, the Oath of the Citie raken by 
every Citizen when he is eleed into the place of a Bur- 
eſſe , in which they ſweare in the fixth Article of thdr 
ath, not ro enter into any Oathor Confederacy againſt 
the King, contrary to the Lawes of the Land: and like» 
wiſe contrary to the Proteſtation recommended from the 
Parliament to the Subjetts ofthis Kingdome ; The Oath 
(for the tenor of words) was this following,

God , that 1 will to the utmoſt of my power , andis the 
hazard my t ſc and fortunes, oppoſe of och Forces asſhall 
atrempt arty thing againſt the Citie of Briſtol, without the 
conſent of the King ana Parliam:nt ſo to dot. 


In which Proteftation, they rooke the name of the King 
in vaine, for when they lay (King and Parſiament) they 
meant the iwe Howſts without the King , for it ations 
bee the beſt interpreters of the Agents words, it is 
more then manifeſt, that by the Proceſtation they incen- 
ded roingage that Citic in Rebellion againſt the King, 
and that under the tyc of Religion, And for proofe , I 
offer firſt their ſeconding this Proteſtation with another 
which ſpake more plainly , wherein they were to proteſt 
with their lives and fortunes to refiſt Prince Xppert, the 
Lord Generall the Earle of Forgh , the Lord Marqueſle 
Heriford ; the Earle of Newcaſtle, Sir Ralph Hopton and 
ehcir Forces : and ſecondly,becaule as before the rendring 
ot this Proteſtation , they had received Colonel Eſſex to 
Conumand there tor the Parliament ; ſo within a few dayes 
aſter the firſt Proceſtation was te » they admitted 
Colonel Popham and vir Edward Hungerford, wich their 
Regiments, and afterward Colonel Fines without any op- 
pokiciogahar {o now being backed with ſy ſtrong a power, 
chey myght make the latter Proteſtation the interpreter of 
the former. Upon the Petition of Miſtrefle thy "x 
Lady 
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Lady Ragers, Miſtreflc Ho{/worth, Mirelle Picaris,with a- 
ther Zealous Siſters, to the number of a hundred. 

Thirdly, By difarming all ſuch as were any wayes ſuf- 
peRed to beare a good and loyall atfetion ro His Maje- 
ſic, unlelle they would rake ſuch Proceſtations as ſhould 
be rendered to chew , 114 having raken away ſuch Armes 
as they to'ind, Cn: atiShed with _y they urge on chem 
another Proteſtation, proteſting in rhe lighr of Bod, and 
calling him to witnefle, that they had no other Armes 
concealed in their houſes, either their owne or others : 
and if any man refuſed eo rake this Proteſtation , he was 
inſtantly impriſomed as an enciuy to the Stare,and a man 
not to be conkided in. 

Fourrthly, The perpetnall ſcorn and obloquy ro which 
they were expoſed, reproached every day as they paſſed 
the ſtreets, with names ot Malignants, and Papiſts ; nay, 
as if they had beene worſe then Jewes, they ſpir ac them, 
and chreaten to take a ſpeedy courſe withthem, | 

Fifthly, The generall conrempr and prophanatlon of 
Gods holy Worſhip and Service, rending of Surplices, 
rearing the Booke of Common Prayer , breaking d.,wne 
Organs, exterminating the whole Licurgy out of their 
Congregations, and all theſe Our-rages, not only wink- 
cd at, bur countenaneccd and incouraged by Fixes and his 
fellow Rebells ; and that they might have Like People, 
Like hes » They diſcountenance' or drive away the Or- 
thodox Miniſters, and ſubſtiture in their placesthe moſt 
infamous notorious Schilmarticks that they cag pick our 
of ſeverall Countics,as Temb's of Lemſter in All-Saipts,in 
Maſter 11i/[;amſans Cure an Orthodox and godly man ; 
Cradasche, Bacon , Halter, Simonds , and one Maithew 
Hazard, whom though I namic laſt , yer deſeryes to have 
the precedency of all che eſt, as being a maine Incendi- 
ary in this Rebelliqn, vialently egged on by his Wife, 
whoſe diiciple the blly map is? harave occahon of Tean- 
dallto all pious godly mea, which honoured the Vore- 
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ſtarit Religion as ic is eſtabliſhed, and made them event 


abhorre rhe ſcrvice of the Lord. 's 
Laſtly, becauſe upon the poynt they were confined to 
Briſtol, noc _— ro gocoutpf the Citie, for in all pla+ 
ces, where the Commands and Ordinances of the two 
Houſes prevailed , they had given a Liſt of the names of 
the Malignants that dorſt appeare for the King , to the 
end , that if any of themfcame hither , they might be 
apprehended and ſent Priſoners to Taunton, Barkley Ca- 
ſtle, or ſome ther Priſons ; or as Delinquents ſenttorhe 
Parliamenr. 
Ir was no wonder therefore, thar a Cirie thus robb'd of 
2x5 wealth and liberrie, groaning under an unſupportable 
oke of bundage and tyranny , ſhould endeavour by re- 
Roving the King to His Rights , to reſtore themſelves ro 
chcir former freedome ; winch could norbe done bur by 
breaking theſe bonds, and eaſting theſe cords tromthem ; 
On rheſc weightie motives therfore, they eater into a loy- 
all confedcracy to deliver up the Citie trom its captivity 
under the Rebels into His Majeftics ptorcRion , andrhac 
without ſhedding of one drop of blood it it were poſſible, 
but moſt ccrraine without any reſolution to Matlicre the 
Citizens, as hath beene moſt talſe!y both Preached and 
Prirxed ; for Maſter Teomans and fowcher, borh on their 
Fxaminarions , and after their Condemnation both af- 
tirmzd , that their was not any intention of blood-ſhed ;; 
and inthe Examinations of Maſter Teomans and others, 
raken before the Counce)l of Warre at Briftol, ſent upby 
Maſter Clement walker Uſher of the Exchequer, bur fince 
Advocate to that Congregation ot Murtherers that adjud- 
ged theſe Innocents to dearh, and Ordered by the Houfe 
of Commons , Die Lune, 22 Mii, 1643. tobe Printed, 
we thus read, pag. 3. The King bad alſo aſſared us,and 
etven charge to Prize Rupert , that no violence ſhould be 
wſtd $9 aa) , whith 2 dee beleeve was hu full intent,the 
14;htr, for 1h<t I heare ther: came « Proclamation 10 that 
< effjett : 
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effef& : Where 'tis obſervable , thar'Walker (a man tha® 
had his hands ſtained with his owne Wives blood before 
he dipped them ſodeepe in theſe Martyrs, ) though in 
that contrived Confeſſion of Maſter Tcomans, he brin 
him in, proteſſang his ConviRien in conſcience of 
juſtneſle of the Parliamencs Cauſe ( when *ris knowne, 
that if he would have recanted ,and contributed rowards 
this unnaturall Warre , he and Maſter Bowcher \, both 
mighe have ſaved their lives ) yet he dares nor ſa tomur- 
ther his tame afrer his perſon , by charging upon him ſo 
bloody a Crime , as an intention to Maſlacre his fellow 
Cirizens, 

'Tis therefore cenfelſed on all hands, That Ma- 
ſter Teomans,, Maſter Bowcher, and others, had an in- 
renion to caſt our the Rebells, and to deliver Briffol 
into the Kings polleflion, reſolving to ſecure the perions 
of the Governour and ſome others of the chicfeſt Re- 
belis, bur nor to kill them : Lothis purpoſe, a Com- 
miſſion is obrained and ſent to Maſter Robert Teomants 
to rayſe Forces , and conſtirure Commanders for the 
Kings ſervice, Maſter George Bowcber contrives a Pro- 
reſtation to be taken by all chat joyned themlelyes ro 
this Aﬀociarion , fully exprefling che latitude of theit 
intentions in chat undercaking +; The Proceſtation 1s 
extant in Maſter Eowebers Examination taken by wal- 
her , on the 1o of Aearch, 1642: and publiſhed in the 
Booke before mentioned 2: and is atteſted under his 
owne hand, which I have ſecne , and. was Written 
= long before his death, The Procteſtagion was 
this ; 
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four voluntarily proteſt before Almightie God, upon the 

Faith of a Chriitien, That I will to the utmeſt of my pow- 
er, and with the batard of my life and fortunes, defend my 
Dread Svperaigne Lord King Chatles, Ha Rights, Crown, 
and Dignitit , againft aff Forte and Forcer which ave ov 
ſhall he rayfed within Hu Maſjefties Dominion: withont 
His Royalk Afient, Auzthoritie, and Command. Which was 
the ſumine of this prerended horrid Treaſon,

Afrer communication of Counſells, and many Meſfa- 
ges interchanged berweene Oxford and 2r:fto!, drawing 
tome of Colonel Efſtx his Commanders itno the Combi- 
nation , who loathed and gpndemned -them({elves in their 
owne imployment , it was refolved ; that ipon-Monday 
the ſRyenth of March, 1642, Prince Xupers, with a partee 
of the Kings Forces, fluld face the Ciric on Darden 
Downe, diſtant nor a full mile from the Citic , and far 
che Afﬀfociarion in the Cirie, their ra%ke was to make good 
two Ports, Proome-gate and New-gate : who having, ſeized 
on the Guards, were ro open the Gares,andro figaitic the 
accompliſhment ot the: defigne, to the: Kings Forces to 
make theit approach by the Ringing of Saint Jobxs and 
Saint Aficheels Bells : -Prince Rapert a vigilant and vali- 
ant nes that Monday nighr ro the place appoyn- 
£d, expeQing the next morning by five of the clocke the 
ſignall ts be given, and the Vorrs opened unto him : but 
that night (w r by eB pence amongſtrheir owne, 
of citatih of the Rebels, iruncertaine) the Combina- 
tion was diſcovercd, and Maſter Teomans , Maſter Bow- 
cher, and divers others , were that night apprehended in 
their houſes , having ſome armed men with them , and 
were inſtantly commitred to ſafe cuſtody ; which bzing* 
ſignified rothe Prince, hg inamediately withdrew his For- 
ces, and marched away.

againſt chem by Advocate alker, they received Sentence 
of death : whar the Articles exhibied againſt M, Teomans 
were, may be colle&ed out ot the Semrence it [elte, as we 
hind jt in'pag.

This Letter arrived at 3riitel that very day that theſe 
Gentlemen by laying downe their !ives did bearc a good 
reſtimony corhe cruch, bur came too late ; yer had ir come 
ſooner, Fines having intelligence that a Letter was com- 
ming from the King , kept the Crates ſhur ro keepe our 
the Meflcnger, untill their imended Murthers were tully 
hniſhed ; Bur ar laſt, when he had admictance, contrary 
wrthe Law of Arms and Nariors, Fines commirred him to 
priſon, where he remained long, 

All theſe indeavours of a pious Prince to reſcue His 
faichfull Subjects, being fruſtrated by the obſtinace ma- 
lice of theſe bloody Rebells, and baving no force to com- 
pell what he could not perſwade, they goe on toatt their 
cruell intentions, Atrer Sentence of death paficd on 
them, they purſue them with threats, and uſe no langu- 
age ro them but death and hanging, often menacing what 
they could but once infli& : So that each night they 
thought to dyc next morning : Having ſome dayes lan- 
guithed wdnder the inſulcing Crucltie of theſe bloody 
Butchers, and being frequently robbed of rheir neceſla- 
ry food by the Centinells, ( char Nood at their Priſons, 
not ſo much that they might ner withdraw themſelves 
from the intended death, as to intercepe all comforts that 
were. brought untothem ) had they nor haſtned the exe- 
cution , famine would have ſaved them that labour ; for 
Maſter Yeomans (whom of the two they moſt hated) la»

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ning that he dyed, and leaning on her breſt, he fell into 
a ſound, and un probabilitic had then departed , had not 
the thriekes and out-eryes of his Wite recalled him es 
a more glorious death, rhat ſo poſteritie might read his 
n212* , together with Maſter Bowchers , notin the Cata- 
log ic of C,onjeſſow's, bur inrolled in the Noble Army of 
Martyrs. 

When the imme of their Marryrdome drew neare, Colo- 
nel F:nes, for tcarc the Citie ſhould oppoſe his bloody in- 
tentions , concesled the time refolved on to put them in 
execution ; Burt when the tarall day was come , Fiennes 
drew his Forces intothe Marth , the common place where 
they made their Muſters : he cauſed the Gares ſuddenly 
to be ſhut, the Citic not knowing his intention, and pre- 
ſently drew Partces of Horſe andF vx into every ſtreetzto 
awe the Citizens, and to ſupprefle infurreions, it haply 
they ſhould recover [o much of the ancient courage of 
true Engliſhmen, not to ſuffer ſo great a breach to be 
made on their lives and libertics, as to ſte rheir fellow 
Citizens led to the {laughter, and they in the mean time 
ſtand dumb like ſheep and nor oppoſe ir ; nor was it with- 
out good reaſon that Fiexnes ſhould ſuſpect ſome oppobnti-

ſame Condinon, for it Firxnes and his blood-hounds ſhall 
for any other virtue palle the like Sentence on any of 
chem, as they did on thele for their Layalic , not confpi- 
ripg with them to murther their Soveraigne, what power 
ſhell 
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ſhall prore& them from ſuch oppreflion , who having £® 
their owne ruine refaled the Kings proteion, are gruwn 
ſo rame , as not with the hazard of their lives to proce 
themſclyes? 

Having rhus made all ſecure, they bring the Priſoners 
from the Caſtle ro the maine Court of Guard, in the way 
as they went , the people greedy t» ſee , and (alute theſe 
unhappy aflertors of their libertie, prefle tothe hazard of 
many 1 62 to take their farewell of them, they in a 
currcous dc portment, returning heartic thankes for choſe 
dangerous expreſſions of their afteRions , for it was rea- 
{on enough to be commirred as a Malignant to own them, 
or [o much as to pray tor them, 

To prepare themſelves for their death, they made it an 
hwnble requeſt , thar chey might have che aſliſtance of 
Maſter / wog-od and Maſter $tandfaſt two Orthodox and 
Learned and Vious Miniſters of the Citie , to helpe to 
ſweeten that birter Cup of which they were to. drinke, 
and by ſpiricuall comfure totake off trom ghe ſharpnefle

Standing ar the foot of the T reg,that by and by was to 
bearc truit unto crernall lite , it was obſerved. by ſome © 
theſe Murtherers( wel; skil'd it ſcemsin theare & Meth 
of banging )chartthe Halcers were too long,or too ſhorror 
elic not tyed faſt enough, ſome faule there was which the 
deaths man had dire&1ons tocorreR,he obeying the dire» 
(tions of the chiet Hang-man,gocs up & takes off che hal- 
rer4;the people,who came thither ſpeRators of hi bloody 

O 2 ragedy, 
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Tragedy, ſtanding at diſtance , and not privy to the in- 
tention, tondly conceiced, that certainly Colonel Fiexxes 
had ſent a Reprive, and inſtantly expreſſed the greatnefic 
of their Joy by the loudnefle of their Acclamations , Ne- 
ver confidering Fines his ExtraRtion , being berne and 
bred in a family . Sworme Enemies to Monarchy and all 
that love it : Arlaſt , ſecing the Guards Rand fix'd, and 
that this ſtay was butro make ſurer worke , the Executio- 
ner faſtning his Inſtruments death, according to the di- 
reQions given him by them, whoſe journey-man he was , 
The people, as if ſtrooke with thunder , or blaſted with 
lighenings ſt»od amazed, untill at laſt, aſtoniſhment gi- 
ving way to Compaflion, they ſent out reares inſtead 
of Acclamarions, and exchanged their joy for lamenrati- 
ONS. 

All things thus made ready tooffer up theſe Innocents, 
facrificesto the implacable rage of Fines and his fellow

here fleſb end buood interpoſed , which tranſported him t9 
an cxpoſtulation bordering berweene Indignation and 
Submiffioa, ſaying , Good God, what bave I done to be 
here ? But inſtantly ſorry that humane frailtic ſhould cx- 
cort any thing from him , nubcſceming the Juſtice of his 
cauſe, or the braveneſle of Chriſtian reſolution, lilencing 
ſuggeſtions of ſuch ill Counccllours, he compolcd him- 
ſclte ro ſpeake ſomething ro the people. 

His ſtrength exhauſted by long and many ſufterings, 
diſabled him to ſpeake much or loud, yer willing to cleare 
himſelfe trom rhar prejudice under which he lay , of an 
intention to Maflacre all that ſhould adhere tothe Two 
Houſes ( which ſome miſ-call a Parliament ) laying his 
hand upon his breſt, and fixing his eyes on Heaven , the

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Theame to declaime againſt Puritens,ſhould now (judg- 
ing them to be the prevailing Fattion ) to indeare hin 
ſelfe unto them » firſt embrew his hands in rhis Gentle- 
mans blood, and then report him falſely ro poſteritic,as if 
he had recanted thar Loyaltic, for which , and in which, 
he proteſſed he dyed. 

Whule he was thus ſpeaking to the people, Serjeant 
Major Langridge and Clifton, call upon the Executioner 
ro haſten the worke ; Nay,they did not ſtick ro interrupt 
Maſter Teomans in his diſcourſe , and to goad himon the 
fides and thighs with their Halberrs, bidding him ro con- 
tra and make an end; hereuponhe deſired the witneſſes 
of his ſuffering , wo ng with him the 130 Y/alme, which 
he ſung with great elevation of ſpirit and fervencyof de- 
yotion , knowing that prelently he ſhould be rranſlared 
tcom this LC othimuhe valley of reares , where we doe nor [1 
much as ſing or figh our our Hymnes into that eriumphane 
Quire,where with Angel!s, and Archangells, and all the 
powers of Heaven, he 'hould fing Halelujahs & Anthems 
of Joy for evermore. Having finiſhed rhe Palme ane ſome 
other Prayers, and amongſt the reſt, inſtantly beſeeching 
God, nor tocharge his death upon that Cirie,nor require 
is Innocent blood at their hands;prayed for his Perjecu» 
rors , and adjured is triends not to harbour a thought 
of revenge, he began againe to make ſome addreflc w 
the py hballenging the world there ro reſtific againſt 
him, ifhe had wronged any man, and beginning to apo- 
logize for his -Innocency , even in the very cauſe of his 
death, Laengridge and C{ifton , the chiefe Hang-man un+ 
der Fines their Maſter , knowing how much his words 
mighe prevaile with the people , and that one Martyr 

falling quick) ſprings up into many Converts, cauſed him 
zaſtaarly co be chrowne off, hardly giving him fo much 
come as in ſome ſhorr ejaculations to-recommend his 
Soulero God: and now, there he is under the Altar , and 
yoynes in that {hrill cry that calls loud-in the cares of

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God,Row long, 0 Lord, boly and true, deft thow not jucige 

aud avenge our blood on them that dwell on the earth? 
Rev, 6 to. Being thrown off, and his body ſwinging with 
the fall, his Bruther in-law Maſter Fobz Haggat » an ho- 
neſt Gentleman,and of good qualitie inthe Cirie,pur our 
his hand to ſtay ir which (that inhumane villaine)Clifter 
ſecing, ſtrook him with his Cane, with that violence, thar 
he had almoſt ſtroken him ro the ground : good Uod! 
which ſhall we moſt wonder ar, cither the barbarous inhu- 
manirie of this Murthercr,or the degenerous Ignoble pa- 
tience of the Citizens of Briftel , that could ſtand by and 
ſce all this, and nor chooſe cither to live freely , or dye 

couragioully cogerher 2 

Having had ſufficient experience of the Tamenefſe of 
the Citizens, and that there was no danger of oppolition 
to be feared from them,the Rebels wade @n in blood, And 
having murthered Maſter Teomans , they command Ma- 
ſter Bawcher wo aſcend the Ladder ; It ſeemes by whar he 
left written by his own hand, and evr11tten to that purpolc 
£o communicate it to the world, that he intended to be 
large, Exhorting thoſe(to uſe his own words) who bed ſet 
their bands to the Plyw (oxcaning the maintenance of the 
Kings cauſe ) net ts be coo baftie ( as terrified with their 
{ufferingt) to take them off : no7 10 regard thoſe beggerly 
and Schiſmaticall rudiments which craftte and malicious

And likewiſe, giving anexaQt CharaRter of the Schilma- 

ricks rhat doamuneere at this time in the draught, borrows 
ing the pencil of the Holy Ghoſt,l mean,deſcribing rhem 
in the Phraſe of the Scriptures, a man very well able to 

doc ir, bing verſed in the. Scripeures , a frequent bearer 

of , Sermons , and by the reſtimony of his yery enemics, 

confefled , ro be a Religious man; Proud ( layes be ) 

They are Boafters , Heady, Unſtable, who cenſure - 

anjuſt the ations of others , before they receive

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reſolution from God , of rightly underſtand bi will touch 
ing their owne , having hearts fraught with malice , in- 
cefſantiy labouring to bring 10 paſſe their deviliſh deſignes 
by peſtilent Plats, dawbing and painting them over with 
falſe gleſſes againſt the light of their owae conſcience, and 
againſt that knowledge which tbey have in the Lawes , 
both of God and Man ; iutifying the withed , and con- 
demniny the innecent, Ee. This was roo manch truth to 
be ſpoken ro them whom ir did ſo much corcerne , 'and 
therefore was not permirred to ſpeake lo largely to the 
Afembly: ar laſt, prefled onto haſten his death, by thoſe 
that are ſwift to ſhed blood, he delired ro ling Pſal. 16. 
which being ended, he began te recommend his Soule ro 
God in moſt pious pathericall Prayers and ejaculations ; 
bur they are not content that he ſhould ſpeake cither ro 
the People or to his Ged ; For Roſewell , a Levize of rheir 
ovne, and acrat-braind Separatiſt, interrupts him in 
the midſt of his Devotions,reviles him,and cals hira Hypo- 
erite and Apoſtate, That after ſo ſtirif} « converſation, ſo 
much time ſpent in the frofeſſion of Keligion, he ſhould ren- 
dr all ſuſpeted for hypotrifie , by ſo obſtinate perſeverance 
zn bis Rebellion againſt the Parbament , he meant for dy- 
ing for his Loyaltie to his Soveraigne: all this moved 
not the conſtancy of this reſolved Martyr, but according 
tothe ady.ſe of Saint Bernard, he held up ſtwtum conſcs- 
entice contra Gladium Lingue, the buckler of a good 
conſcience to ward the blowes of a malicious Tongue , 
Serm. 4». De mode beut vivendi. Knowing, that as the 
J—_— Tongue is no care for a bad, (o the ranling 
#0n; ue is-n0 wound to the good confcience , poflefiing his 


Soule therefore in patience , he lets this ſnarling Dogge 
bark on, reſolving with hely Fob, Ecce in cwlo Teftic meus, 
Bebold my witntſſe is in Heaven, aud my Record us on bigh: 

Job 16, 19, And ſoſuſtaining his Soule under the bur- 

den of that reproach , with that comfortable promiſe of 
our Saviour , Bleſſed are ye whey men ſhall revile you and

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perſecute you, and ſhall ſay a! manner of evill againſt you 
faiſly for my ſake, kejoyce and be exceeding glad, for great 
is your reward in Heaven; Mat. 5. 11,12. He yeelded 
himſclte ro the will and defire of his Murtherers, Lhis 
Roſewel,in his very fallfrom the Laderyperluing him with 
the odious names of Hypecrite and Apoſtate , theieby (if 
it hadbeene poullible ) to diſturbe the peace of his Sole, 
and indanger his Cbaririe in that very inſtant when he 
was going out ot the World , and ready to be preſented 
at the dreadtull I cibunall of that moſt Righreous Judge, 
who putteth no t' af inbu Saints, yea the Heavens ave not 
c'eare in by ſight, Job 15.

bodics raken downe , were bath carried ro Maſter Tec- 
mans his houſe , Father in-law to Maſter Yeomans; In 
the evening Maſter Bqwcbers body was conveyed to his 
owne houſc, a ſad ſpeRacle to his poore Widdew and 
ſeven Orphans, and that nighe they wete both interr'd, 
Maſter Teomans at Chrift Church , and Maſter Bowther 
at Saint 7arburgh's , their Funcralls being attended 
by thole Orthodox Minifters that the perſecution had 
lett , and by moſt of che honeſt well-afteRed Cirizens ; 
though they knewy that they could not expredfle this piery 
to the dead, but ro the hazard of lohng their liberties, and 
plundering their eſtares, 


Thus 
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Citizens, uttering tor their Religion , by Seftaries and 
Atheiſis; tor tacir Loyaltie , by Traytoys and Rebells ; 
and for their Lawes and Liberties, by Libertines and \ 
ſarnnes 0f Belial; a FaRt ſo horrid, and in which ſo many 
ARsof Crucltic and Injuſtice did meet and concencre, F 
thar as no Hiſtory ( not thar of the Anabeptiſts of Ger. Þ| 
many ) cangiveusa Paralell of this Rebellion, ſorhis 
Rebellion cannot give us a Paralcll of this Murther , 
except that of Maſter Tomphins , and Maſter Chaloner 
at London, in the ſame manner.

What effe& this juſt complaint wrought, how ir pre- 
vailed, cicher with that Lord tro whom it was addreflcd,or 
with the preteaded Houſes of Parliament, whole aurhority 
and athſtance was implored to prevent turther our-rage- g 
either here or elſewhere , wee have toocleare'reſtimony, 
not only inthe like ſacrileges and prophanations, every 
day acted , without any the leaſt check , or reſtraint from 
the heads oi this Rebellion, bur more eſpeciallyfrom their 
Vates and Ordizances , for the aboliſhing all remainders 
ot Fopery and Szpe ftition , as they call it ; inall which, 
Intelligi malunt quam Audiri,they would have their crea- 
tures underſtand, more then they ſpcake , being cerraine 
politique Litozes,in Ls arciuur plas eli R 

4 nie 
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fignifying more then the Grammaticall conſtruRion will 
permit, and carry in them a hidden fecrer ſenſe and mra- 
ning, which their owne Emſſaries know how to interpret 
and inlarge , according to the tull iutextion of rhe Au- 
chors, Bur before we paſſe from the relation of this hor- 
r'd Sacrilege , committed on the Church of Canterbury, 
þ could not free my ſelfe trom being guiltie of chat great 
ſinne of oburing the great manitcſtation of Geds Fujlice, 
it I thould in filence patie oyer that moſt exemplary ven- 
geance, which perſued to death that unfortunate Gentle- 
inan Colonel Sands, the ring-leader to that Rebellious 
rout, which were ARors in that more then Barbarous 
QUt-Tage. 

Whether the cunning perſyraſions of others aphis own 
ambirion firſt imbaiked him in this fatall undercking is 
uncereaige, but as himſclte confeſled on his dearh bed, ro 
a friend & kinſmanof his,who as<d him, what he meant, 
being a Gentleman of ſo faire an eſtate , ro infage him- 
ſelfe in this Treaſon + He anſwered, That he was ſs farre 
drawn. in heſore he was away”, that le hnew not bow 10 
come rff without the danger of bu bead : So uſuall it is, 
for one. (anne ro ingage the tianer for a ſecond : having 
theretore once lifted up his hand againſt his Soveraigne, 
the Lords Anoynted,he thought the wayro be ſecure from 
che pun ſhmentof Kebellion,was ro perſevere in his Crime, 
and googin Kebelon:; In purſuance therefore ot lo black 
dclignes, being Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe, in Sept. 
1643. with the reſt of the Rebells Army under the Con- 
du of the Earle of Eſſex , he advanced towards # orce- 
fley, and making ſome excurfions with tenne Troopes of 
Horſe fromthe body of their Army , at wickeſ#ld ncarce 
werceſter, accidentally were mer by Prince Rapert,accom- 
panicd by Prince Maurice and ſome others, Lords and 
Gentlemen of hisMajeſtics CaveRry:being thus by chance” 

mer, the Prince glad of any opportunirie , to exprefle the 
hOrayencs of his refolution,charged the Rebels with _— 
parablc 
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parable valour *: In this ſhort bur Gerce Confli&,Colonel 
$ andy; was wounded,and being dilmounted his Horſe, be- 
came priloner tothe Kings Partce, Being thus wounded, 
and as then was conceived, mortally, he began to refle& 
vpen himfelfe,and finding fo lictle warrantin his now un- 
b:afs'd conicience tor his undertaking,which had broughe 
him incothis condition, his perplexed ſoule brake out into 
many ſad expreflions ot remorie : crying out, #7e,woe, ts 
evill Counſel,and bappy ore they that doe not tate it. And 
being pur in mind by a Reverend Vottor in Divinity,and 
Chaplaine to Prince Kwpert , of the haynouſnelle of the 
ſin of Rebellion,he acknowledged himſelfe ro have fallen 
into ther ſinne , and that God was juſt in his Judgements 
tor tinding him our in bis 4n3quitie, profefiing withall his 
heartic ſorrow and repentance for it : whereuponthe Do- 
Qor teplyed, thar it he recovered, perhaps the ſame per- 
ſvaſions trom others, or inconſideratenelle in himſelfe, 
might again ingage him inthis Rebellion,arwhich words, 
a lictle lifcing up his hand, he profefied, He would rather 
have it cut 'f, then ru again lift it up againſt the Kine : 
he freely acknowledged the juſtice of the Kings caule,and 
that he had obſcrved the bletlings of God ro accomany it, 
an4 when the Door deſired leave to reſtihe his repen- 
rance to the world, he freely gave him leave, asking #od 
and the King torgivenelle, praying for a bleffing upon 
him,and his proceedings. In this mind he continued while 
Prince Kupert and the Kings Forces with him ftayd in 
'Arceſtir:and whether atrer the Earles poſleſling biwſclte 
of Worceſter, by the impetuous ſollicirations of rhoſe Mur- 
rherers of Soules,thole FaQors tor hell,ctheir Schiſmacica! 
LeRurers, (who make men 1wofo'd more the children of 
the devill then themſelves )he fell off, and turned Apoſtaty 
from his newly reſolved Loyalty.as repenting ot his repen- 
rance,is uncertain; T that were abour him & ſaw his 
weakneſſe, ever declining from the tirſbhourc he received 
1's wounds, muſt rcſtifv ro the World that he had neither 

ſtrengrh; 
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firengthof hand r> write , nor ſo much compoledneſle of 
ſpirit, robe the Author of that Spurious, Suppolititious 
Vindication, Publiſhed in his name Of.11. 1642. he be- 
ing (wharſocyer that turgery Py as unable cv yin- 
dr-ate nimſclf wich bis peng3s his ſword:bur if they had his 
beart as well 23 hand,ſubſcribing tothat Atheiſticall reſv- 
lucion,where tiicy thus bring him in foaming out bis own 
thame , The App:chenſfion of death never hitherto ſo neerly 
touched me . but if Godſhall once reſtore mt to myſurmer 
frength, 1 ſhall by bis belpe, with as much alacritie and1 
hope coxrge, eadeavour io defend, and mainiaine with my 
deareſt bloed,tbis ſo good a cauſe (meaning, this preſent Re- 
bellion) as everi was at firſt ingaged in it, It Ifay they 
had his bearc as well as his baxd to that Reſolutien, 1 aw 
atraid it was too evident a Symprome ct a wicked man, 
given upto a Keprobate ſenſe, which of all ſpiritaall judg- 
ments queſtiouleile is the greateſt ; and mighr juſtly call 
tor thoſe Torments of body,which afterward, as aGangreen 
devourcd and cate up his ficſh , and thole pangs of Conſcs- 
eace , which L am atcaid were bur the earneſt of a worie 
condicion eo inlue 2: for as the Pſalmiſt ſaycs , As for ſuch 
45 turne back unto their wne wickedueſs » the Lurd ſball 
lead thew forth wiih the warkers of 1aiquitie, Plal.125.5, 
but I remember chat of Saint Paul , Fudge notbing before 
the time, until the Lord come, 1 Cor. 4. 5. And theretore 
whilc on Suppofition 1 write my ſeares, pokitively I decer- 
mine nothing, not knowing, whether God might nor give 
him the grace of repentance at the laſt , which if he did, 
he oncly (I darcſay) chit gave the Grace, kacw of it : 
concerning his crernall condition therefore, I ſhall 
tcave him to the judgement of that Righteous God, thar 
zudgeth Righteous judgement , and gives ts curry war 
«cording to his workes : and oncly informe the World 
i what condit.on the Colonel lay , untill the time of his 
dil>lucion , and putting oft his carchly , bur loathſome 
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As the Colpnel was amongſt the Rebells a very confi- 
derable man , both for his extraction and qualitic , and 
likewiſe for his Eſtate (wo ſay nothing of his valour and 
reſolution, had they been Loyally imployed) fo it was a- 
mong their chietcſt cares to recover him of tho'e wounds 
which he received in their unchriſtian quaricil ; while 
therefore the Rebells army lay in Worcefier (which was a= 
bour three weeks )though then upon more ſt1i& ſearching 
his wounds, in the opinion ot the beſt Chirurgions they 
were acx mortall,yet,whartlocyer the Art & invennon, Ci» 
cher of the Phylatian or Chirurgion , could comribure ro 
his recovery,was not omitred :when the Kebels army drew 
out xo meet the }.ing , in their march trom Shrewabury, 
whichrhey did to their ceſt at Edge-bifl,, the Colonel was 
commairted to the care of his own Chirurgion, then in pay 
under him, F-bn Anibeny of Loadon: to whom, as a wit» 
netic and an aflſtanc in the cure, was joyned a Chirurgi- 
cn of the Citic of Worceffer , Edward Marſbell : who, 
though chey both uſed all the art & induſtry that poſſibly 
they could toctfett the cure, yer the difficultics every day 
mulriplicd againſt the, means, and inde/pight of their Bale 
lomes,his wounds dig putritic & the ficth rot, to the won- 
der of the Ariiftt,and the Scorne of their Art : ln fo much 
that the Chirurgiuns,after much varietic of meang uſed, 
& ruuch ſtrugling with thee growing-evils(rhe cure ſtill 
going backward, as if their skil had bin imployed to widen 
thole wounds which they pretended ro cloſe up)were heard 
by many of the Citie of ##rcefter, ro contelle, what Hippe- 
rates [ayes every Phybrizn thould firſt look after in eve- 
ry cure,thar there was, driey ni, the hand of God m itthat it 
Was a peculiar judgment. upou him,& that the cauſe of rhis 
putrefagtion was avert them wataral:nor were they withour 
good ground) for this canjeureglor beſides the concluſt- 
ons of their own Art,directly thwarted,experience on the 
ſeverall parts ot the body et their patient, was a clear de- 
monſtt aclon; thoſe wounds in the upper parts of his body 
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neare the vitalls, and therefore more dangerous,were cu- 
red long betore his death , bur thoſe in his thigh , which 
were fle{h-wounds, asthey call them , Theſe were the Op» 
probria Chirsrgorum , here the tleſh did day] you and pu- 
erifie,and was cut away by degrees, even to the leaving of 
the bones naked,and ſtunk in fo loarhſome a manner,thar 
as he was a burthen to himlſelfe, ſors his friends roo, and 
thoſe that were about him,being hardly able,tor the noy- 
jomenetlc ot the lmell, cicher ro come neare him ro doe the 
offices of neceflary attendance,or ſo much as toendure the 
roome where he lay, ſo into'erable was the ſtench, and ſo 
offenſive, 

Nor were the wounds of his body more inſuffcrable ro 
his friends,then the wounds of his conſcienceto himſclf;,the 
gu lt of Rebellion wrought in him Rtrong convalfions of 
Soule,high diſtempers of mind, yet that he might nor finke 
under the burrhen of his woaxded ſpirit, a why re- 
quires more then man to ſupport itghe ſent tor Maſter Ca;- 
terell, an Orrhodox godly Miniſter, and Parſon of Saine 
Atdrews in Worceſter to Adminifier a ord of comfort un- 
ro him in this his ofli ed condition. 

When Maſter Cotcered came unto himghe found 054- 
diab Sedgwickythar candalous ſeditious Miniſter of Eſer, 
z204 private conterenice with rhe Colonel, and Bread and 
Wine, ready prepared for the Lords Supper : Sedgwich 
having ended his diſcourſe, went ro Prayers, whereup>n 
Maſter Cotrerefl offering 10 withdrawghe was intreated by 
one of the Colonels ſervants ro ſtay,which accordingly he 
did: Sedgwick having concluded his exremporary prayet, 
took his leave and departed, refufing ro ſtay cirher to ad- 
miniſter che Sacrament to the Colonel,or ro communicate 
with him : of which retuſall, when Maſter C otrered »ttcr- 
ward deſired ro know the reaſon, all the farisfaRtion that 
#43 given him,was , Thar Sedgwick was nor fully affured 
o* che fieti= iſe & due preparation of thoſe rhar were to re- 
-aiverhe Sacrament with him, Deſperate nas >

foever he was perſwaded of the preparationof-the other 
Communicants , 'tis moſt certaine, C could not be igno- 
rant of the unkenefic of the Colonel himſclte , whom he 
hinaſclte in all probabilicic perſwaded to returne with the 
dogge to bus vomit , and to juſtihe himlclte in that ſane of 
which bur very lately he ſeemed to repent : 'tis more 
bable, that, that poore remainder of Conſcience in Sedg- 
wick, not quite yet put away, though itſuffered him to 
betray,in private,a dying man ro impenitency, under (aj- 
ned pretences of what he is his own foule muſt need con- 
felle to be a crying fin,and inrowled by Saint Paw! himſelf 
amongſt choſe workers of the fee, which doc exclude from 
the Kingdome of Heaven : yer his heart might (mice him, 
and hi 


conſcience withſtand him , as it were to the face, 
that he durſt not ſcal that drſtrudlive counſel by delivery 
ot the Sacrament : Sedgwick being gone , the Colonel 
willingly entertained conference with Maſter Cotterell, wo 
or, < 


madg a generall confcflion of bis fins , andthe 
grievoulneſic of them , profefling his heartie repentance 
and ſorrow for them. Bur as che two pretended Houſes of 
Parliament, in their Caralog ue of ſinnes, reckoned up in 
their Homily (if without oftence 1 may fo call it) and ot 
teredeo this Nation as the ſubzeR marrer of their ſolewre 
bumiliatien, quite forgot Lying and Kebellion , tor fome 
reaſons beſt knowne to themielves 2 ſo this Champion of 
theirs, in his generall Confcſhen, madeno mention of the 
hn of Rebclon, which moſt nearly concern'd him, and tor 
which in all probabilitie he was veryſuddenly to render an 
a@ount to God;a Centellion moſt neceflary bath for him 
to make, andthe Minifter rorequiye, before he could be 
thought a fit receiver of choſe dread full myſteries; bur atter 
this general Contcſhon, having receivedthe Sacrawent, 
Maſter ſ#:terel commended him to the grace of God, for 
that time left him ; and having by one or two vidies, after 
that, as he thought gained ſome intereſt in the Culonel, 
comming againe to tum, and finding h 1 ina calmetent 
PET, 
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per , and judging it a fit opporrunitie to inquire imo his 
Conlcience , and ſound him what per{waſion he now 
had of his taking, up Armes againſt his Soveraigne, he 
deſired the Colonel to command his ſei vanrs our of the 
roome, that he might ſpeake with him ia private , which 
being done,and all witneſles removed, but S0d,andtheir 
own Conlciences, Matter Cotterel{zprefacing his diſcourſe, 
with a folemne Proceſtation,thar in what he did,he,propo - 
led no other end, bur the lalvarion of his ſoule, es ve 
of him, whether he were not ſorry tor drawing his ſword 

againſt the King * And whether he. wete not periwaded in 
his Conſcience of the unlawtulnefle of it > 1'o whichl.:: 
Colonel replyed , That be was perſ®aded, that it war 
lawfull, having taken up Arm's not againſt 1be King, but 
for the King,for his good, to bring hum back t6 bus Paviia- 

men to make him mo't glori9us then any of bis Predeceſſors, 
and to redeem bim from hu evil Counſel. rs, and tho'e Po- 
piſh M alignants that were about him. 4 0 which old thred- 

bare prerences (inventedto palliate Treaſon, and blanch 

their maſt grulle Rebellion) when Miſter Cotreref{oppo» 

ſed che Lawes of 750d , the Lawes of the Kingdome, atid 

ſeconded both, by the Kings moſt cleare and ſacisfaRory 

Declaration, able to undeceive the abuſed world,and dif- 

pell thar iniſt of errour and prejudice, which the heads of 

this Rebellion had caſt before the cyes of the people of this 

deluded Nation: the Colonel n« able to return ary rea- 

fonable anſwer,or pre-inſtruced by :edgwich , who fore- 

faw what encounter he was like ro meer withall,; ſuddenly 

called aloud to his ſervants to come in, whole preſence ſer 

an cnd to the Conference 2: after this, aſter Cotterell, 

(ſome ſay, by Dofor Bruc: his Fhifcians advice, theugh L 

doe not abſolutely affirm it) was wholly negleRed, & Mas» 

ſer He/ſetor was ſent for, Parſon indeed of Saint Nicholas 

in Wo-cefter , bur more accepmble to thoſe that gave this 

counſell, under another capacitie, as hee was the C3/y 
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Bur befbre we acquaint you with what ſucceſle Halſecor 
underrocke,and diſcharged this imployment,it will ave be 
amifle 10 ler rhe world know,what reward this dying Co- 
lonel incended to beſtow on Maſter Correrett tor all his 
paines taken with him , when the Colonels Wife came to 
#wcefler to viſe her husband, avd being intormed by hee 
ſervancs how frequensly Maſter Cotcevell had viſited tier 
husband , what paincs hc had taken in adminiſtcing thc 
Sacrament, 2nd bis great care in praying and conterring 
with him : the very nobly prefied her husband to grative 
Maſter Cotcered by ſome honorary gitt, 2s an acknowledg- 
men. of his thankfulnefle , that he might reape forme of 
his Tempora/ls , to whom he had fo plencifully ſowed (ps- 
rial things : wo fo reafonable a motion, made by the 
Wife of bis boſome, the Colonel moſt unworthily,and moſt 
uncharitably replyed,S weee-beart be comrent,we ſhall find 
bim « Delinquent : but he that Hall reword a cap of cold 
Weter,(hall not forgre ſo great a work —_— ws 
endeavours to turne « fancy to righteonſneſſe (though 
ſuccelle anſwer neither his hates, ew expectation) yet be 
ſhall ſhine wr the Siars for ever and evir, nor ſhalt bes 
worke be in veine in the Lord.

While the Rebells 
were pulling downe the Kayles abvur the Communion- 
Table;one of the Prebends of the Church , Maſter Lar- 
ken, itterpoſed , and tempted to ſtay their madnefle by 
reaſon,and perſwaſion but he quickly found,thart he did 
not ontly prophane Reaſon , by urging it ro Saint Vawls, 
abſtrd, unreaſonable, withed men , men made up of /w- 
congyutties, but tharhe did irto the hazard of his life; tor 
one ofthe Rebells , inſtcad of returning a reaſonable att 
ſwer , diſcharged a Piſto!l or Carbine athim, to have 
murdered him ar che very Altar, bur by the good provi- 
dence of God he: miſt his marke; Thus, having done 
ſome ſpoyle ; thar they might render themſclves nor alco- 
gether unprofitable to their partie, and not daring.fur the 
preſent to doc *any more , for feare of loſing that party 
which hoped to gaine for rhar ſeaſen., they left the 
Church : but jnto whar further ourtragious Impicrics,their 
Schiſmatiesll fury hath ſince tranſperred them , or whar 
elſe they have praGtiſed on this Charcty, to compleat

The bird Inſtance, which I ſhall giye of the Rebells 
ilege and Prophanenefic, is in the Cutbedrall Church 
of Chicheſter ; Succeflorin' the honour of being the ſear 
of the Biſhops Refidencero' Sealſey i for Wilfrd Arch-Bi- . 
ſhop of bk oh being driver into Exile by-Egfrid Ki 
of Nor land , retiring himſclte imo Suſſex , 
finding the Spurb Seroms wholly given up w Senlanrys 
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his ſpirit like Saint Pawls at Athens , was flirred wit b i 
him, and knowing the waprofabie ſervants doome , tha® 
baried his Talent , he Preached unto thera the Goſpelof 
Chriſt : and Edelwalch King of thole parts ( nor long be- 
fore converted to the Faithyby the perſwaſions af Folfbere 
King ot une Mercians) willing that the ſame ſaving-know- 
ledge,which tc h..nſe}:;e had imbraced,ſhould be imparted 
to his people, ſecuuncd the pious endeavours of Wilfrid, 
and theretore 2mongft other a&ts of bountie , he gave the 
Arch biſhop Seai/ey tor the place ot his 7clidence, Nor long 
after,Cedwalls Conquering Edilwaich , built here a Mo- 
naſtery to the honour (as Meimrib wry layes) of S. Peter, 
and erected the Epiſcopall Chaire : wheic is Neod fixr the 
ſucceſſion ot az Bithep, or as others ſay (xeckoning Wi 
frid Arch-bithop of Yorke for the ficſt )the {acceflionof 2g 
Brflops ; from the yeare 731. to the raigne of William the 
Conquerour 1070. at which tune Stizganeus Tranſlated his 
Chaire from Sealeſey to Chicheſter, and (o became the laſt 
Biſhop of Sealeſey , and the firſt ot Chicheſter , where the 
Epiſcopall power did flouriſh ever Gnce , untull now z in 
theſe laſt, and worſt dayes , wherein while the beads of 
Rebellious, Schiſmaticall FaRian, Vee down the Satred 
Funttion and Order of Biſhops, ctheic Emillaries are mad 
to deface, if not utterly to demolith their Churches. To 
this purpoſe , the Rebels under the Condut of Sir Filli- 
am Waler,crcing the Citie of Chigheſter 00 /nnocents day, 
1642,the next Gay, their firſt bufinelle was to Plunder the 
Carhedrall Church;the Marſhall therfore and ſome other 
Officers, having centred the Church , went into the Veſt» 
ry,there they ſcize upon the Veſtments and Ornamenss of 
the Church, together with che Conſecrated Place, ſerving 
for the Altar & Adminiſtration ot the Lords Supper; they 
left not ſo much ag a Cuſhion for the Pulpit,nor a Chalice 
for the Blefled Sacrament x the Commanders having in 
perſonexecuredthe covetows part of Sacrilege they leave 
thc defiruQzve & ſpoyling part = fkniſhed by dic Com- 
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mon Souldiers: brake downe the Organs,” and daſbing 
the Pipes with their PoJc-axcs,{coffingly (aid, Harke how 
the Grgans ge, They breake the Rayle about the Com- 
munion Table , which was Yane with that fury , that the 
Table it ſelfe eſcaped not thejr madnefle,but taſted of the 
fame tare with the Rayl,and/was broken in pieces by them, 
Ar the Eaft end of the Quiyegdid hang a very fair Table, 
wherein werewritten the Ten Commandements, with the 
Pictures of Moſes and Faronon cach fide of rhe | able; 
poficiied with a zcale,bur rior like that of Mzſes,they pull 
d»>wae the Table, and breakerit into ſmall ſhivers, 'T was 
no wonder that rhey ſhould break rhe Commandemenes in 
their repreſentation,thar hadberore broken chem all over 
in their Subſtance ond SanRion ; they force open all the 
Jocks, cither of doores or desks wherein the Singing-men 
layd up their Common-Prayer Books, rheir Singing- 
Books,cheir Gowns and Surplices: they rem the Books 1n 
pieces, and ſcatter the rorne leaves all over the © hurch, 
even £9 the covering of the Pavement, but againſt the 
Gownes and Surplices their anger was not ſo hor , theſe 
werenotaronegſt the Anathemata, bur might be reſerved 
w culiar ujes75n rhe Sourh crofie He on rhe nne: fide, the 
Hiſtory of the Churches Foundation, was very artificially 
pourtrayed with the Pifttresof the Kings of England; on 
rhe other fide over againſt them, arc the PiRures of rhe 
Biſhops, a3 well of Sea{ſryas Chichefler , began by Robert 
Sherborn,the 37 Biſhopof that See.andthe Series brought 
down by himrto his own times at his own Charpes, who as 
he made char of the Plalmift , Dilexs decoriom domms 1tui 
domint , Lord I have loved the beautie of thy houſe , his 
Impreafc and Morro, ſo he made irhis worke ;'and endea- 
your, Thefe Monuments they deface and mimgle with 
their hands and ſwords,as high as the y e>n}d reach ; and, 
to ſhew their love and Zeate ro the Proteftant Ketf 10ng 
eſtabliſhed in the Church of Exgtend,one of thoſe Miſcre- 
ants picked out the cyes of King Edward þ# fixr's Piture 
laying, 
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ſaying,T bat af this miſchirſe came rom him when he eſta+ 
blizſhed ihe novhe of Commun-?r:yer., On the Tuciday fol- 
lowing they had a folemne Thank! giving , for their 
luccellc in gaining thar Citie, Men of Canterized Conſthe 
exces, and given upto 2 Reprobaie ſenſe, thus, not onel 

10 take ihe Name of Ged in vaine, bur damnably to Blat- 
pheme it,as if he were the Patron ot Rapine,Bleod and $4- 
erilege. Atter the Sermon was ended, as men not inſpired 
by the holy Spirie,of which they lo much boaſt, bur rotleſied 
and rranſporred by a 8 acchaxalian fury , they ran up and 
downe the Church, with cheir [words drawne , defacing 
the Monuments of the dezd , hacking and hewing the 
Sears and Stalls, ſcratching and ſcraping the painted 
walls « Sir Wibiam" ater , and the reſt of the Comman- 
ders ſtanding by as ſpeators,and approvers of theſe Bar: 
barous Impietics: yerfor feare leſt in this Schiſmaricall 
frenzy, the ſword in mad mens hands might miſtake, Sir 
William Waller, a wary man as be is, and well knowne not 
to be too apt to expoſe himſelte to danger, ſtood all the 
while wich his ſword dre&wn,and being asked by one of his 
Troopers what he meant ro ſtand in that Poſture? He an- 
ſwered, That it wasto ſecure himſclte.you know,'tis writ« 
ren , The wicked are aſroid where no feare is , tor though 
the ! eople made himan [do{in Loxden, yet being no Po- 
piſh, but a Paritenicell 1dell, ( for they have their Idofhy, 
and their Idolatry , 45 much as the Church of Rome) there 
was no danger to his perſon, tobe miſtaken for an objeR 
of cheir Kefo» mation at {hicheſter. | he ſame Trooper ad- 
ded alſo, That if bis Colonel in the Lyw-Conntries were 
there, and commended im tbiefe , he would hang wp balfe a 
dozen of the ſouldiers fir examples ſake : it not bring the 
cuftome of the Low-Coumtries , ( though Jong time harh 
made their enmitie invcterate,and added much ro the ani- 
moſirie of the parties) fo Plunder Church es, it being 2 my- 
tuallflipslation between the Spaniard and the Hollander, 


that what Town ſocver ſhould by Congaeft paſſe ſrom the 
PPefion 
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poTeſion of one Nation to the other, though the Conquerour 
had the free Plunder of the Towne, yet Charches with their 
Ornements , and whutever was conveyed into them ſhould 
be invivlable , the Church being Sandiuary to whatſorver 
was under 1'ts Reofe , and, if they would haus any thing 
thence , it was to be purchaſed at a valuable price, T heic 
go5d intimations of moderation trom a nan of lefle Com- 
mand, bur more Religion thea Sir Wlliam,prevailed no» 
thing with him to reſtrain the outragious madneſle of his 
fellow Rebclls, Having therefore made what ſpoyle they 
could in the Cathedrall, they ruſh oar thence and breake 
open a Parith Church , ſtanding on the North fade of the 
Catkedrall, called the Subdeanery: there they reare the 
Common. Prayer Baokes , both thoſe belonging wo the 
Church, and likewiſe rhoſe which were left there by de- 
vote perſons which did arr Mme Divine Service ; 
and becauſe many things in the Holy Bible make ſtrongly 
againſt chem . one did contradict and condemne rheir um- 
ous pradtices, rhty marked it in divers places with a 
lack coalc; 'tis more chen probable,thart che 13 Chapter to 
the Fomarny did nor eſcape their /adex Expurgatorias, 
tor certainly it that be che word oft God(as undoubtedly ir 
is) they cannot ſo farre with-hald the truth is anrighes: 
auſneſſe,as no to read their dooine in that wordgthey thall 
Judge them at che laſt day : here they ſtole the Miniſters 
Surplice and Hood, and all che Linnen ſerving tor the 
Communion; and finding no more Plate bur the Cha- 
lice, they ſteale rhac to5 , waich they brake in pieces , to 
make a juſt and equall dirideat amongſt themſelves ; for 
an Engeacer of theirs, Robert Prince a Ficnch-man,with a 
wooden leg afterwards ſh2wedthe foot thereof broken off; 
and when complaint was inade of chele barbarous out-ra- 
gcs,Caprtain Keely replycd , Thit he hutw nit whether all 
this wer: not done by Order,or no. Abour tive or-fix days at- 
rec, Sir 4rthur Heſterig demanded che Keyes of rhe Chap- 
tc-houſe bring earred the place,and having inqeegencs 
Y 
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by a treacherous Officer of the Church,where the remain- 
der of the Church Ptare was, he commanded his ſervanes 
to breake downe the Wainſcot round about the roome, 
which was quickly dorte, they having brought Crowes of 
Iren for that purpoſe along with them; while they were 
knockirg downe the Waipicot , Sir Arthurs tongue was 
not enough toexpretle his joy, it was operative at his very 
heeles,for dancing and skipping, (pray marke what Mu- 
ſick thatisg6 which , i is lawtull tor a Puritan is dance 

he crycd out, There Boyer, there Boyts, Hearke, Hearke, z: 
Raitles, it Katiles > and being much importuncd by.lome 
members of that Church ,. to leave the Church but a Cup 
for adminiſtration of the Blefied Sacrament , anſwer was 
rerurned by a Scotch-man ftanding by, That 1bey ſhow ld 
1#he 4 wooden diſb : and now tell me which was fartheſt 
from a Chriſtian, cither this impure Scot,or that blaſphe- 
mous Atheiſt, who ſecing the maſly Plate and rich Orna- 
ments wherewith the Chriſtian Alcars were adorned inthe 
Primieive Church,in indignation & ſcorn of Chriſt bele- 
ched out Engquim preciofis vaſir rliwe Marie miniftyatur? 
Bebold with what coſtly veſiclls the Son of Atary is ler- 
ved : what turther ſpoylc and indignitic they have ſince 
done to that houſe of God , And the habitation where his 
honowr dwelt, is yet uncertainc.

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The Rebells defying God in bis owne houſe : their Satri- 
lege, in flealing Church Plate and goods ; their xreve- 
rence towards the King, by bis Statues their 
beethemſh barbaritie in violating the bones and afhes of 
dead Monarchs , Biſhops , Saints and Confeſſors in the 
Catbedyill Church of Wincheſter Oc. 


T5 next inftance which I ſhall give of the Re- 
bells Bacrilege and Prophaneneſſe , 1s in the Cathe- 
drall Church of #incheſter which Citie , as it was the 
Royall Srar of the Kings of the #eft Saxoxs , inthe time 
of the Hepterchy , ſo was it the Seat of the Biſbops of that 
people , afrer Xexwalcbus King, of the Peſt Saxons ( not 
brooking the Barbarous broken expreſſions of Agitber- 
ew his Biſhop) divided this large Dzoceſſe berweene Agit- 
bertus and Wine, and leaving Agilbert ws to refide at Dor- 
cheſter, caulcd wing to be Conſecratcd Biſhop of winche- 
fler. Bctore we tell vou by whom , and in what manner 
this Church was robbed and ſpoyled of is Ornaments 
and beautic, it will not be impertinent ( while it may 
ſerve as an aggraration of their impietic ) briefly to\cr 
downe by whom this Church was builr,and fo richly ador- 
ned,as lately we ſaw it. This magnificent StruRure which 
pow ſtands , was begun by Valtelins the thirtic fifth Bi. 
ſhopot this Se : which wotke left imperfeR and bur be- 
gun by him, was bur coldly proſecuted by the ſucceeding 
Biſhops,untill {iam of Wickham (the magnificent Sole 
founder of two Sar Mary Colledges , the onc in Gaford 
commonly called New Colledge > the other a N —_ 
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this neare Wingbefter ) came to pofſcfſe rhis See + He a- 
monſt many other works of Plerie, buile the whole Nave, 
or body of this Church , from che Quire to the Weſt end, 
the Chappels on the Eaſt end beyond the Quire,had their 
ſeverall Founders : The hallowed Ornaments and Uren- 
cilts of this Church, being many, rich, and coſtly , were 
the gifts of ſevera}l BenetaRors, who though their names 
perhaps are not recorded in earth, have found their reward 
in Heaven, This Charch was firſt difterenced by the name 
of Saint Amphibelus , whoreceived a Crowne of Martyr- 
dome under the perſecution of Dioclean : Nexrir ex- 
changed this name for tharof $. Petey; and «gine, this, 
for thar of Saint Swithine , the eighteenth Biſhop of chis 
See: Laſt of all, it was dedicated to the Holy Trinity, 
whoſe bleſied name is now called upox it ; which Holy 
name , though itcould nor bur putthe Rebells in mind 
whoſe arid houſe it was , did got at all afford ir 
patronage , and proreQion from their accurſcd rage and 


The Kebells under the Condu#t of Sir wifliawm Haller, 
fare downe before the Citic of Winchefter, on T the 
I 2 of December, 1 642. about twelve of the clock, and en- 
tred the Ciryrhar afternoon berween two and threetbeing 
Maſters of rhe City,they inſtantly fall upon the ClofE,un- 
der a pretence to ſearch for Cavaliers, They ſeize upon 
the Prebends Horſes, and demand their perſons with many 
threatning words : That night, they brake into ſome of the 
Prebends houſes, ſich houſes as were dirc&ed unto, 
by their Brethren the Seditious Schiſmaricks of che City , 
and Plundered their goods. Bur the Caſtle nor yer ſur- 
renidred into the Rebels hands, forerthing awed their in- 
ſolency : which being the next day delivered upto their 
power,did not only rake awayrhe reſtraint which wasupon 
rhem,bur incouraged them, without check or conrroule,to 
rob and defi, borh God and all good men, Wedneſday 
therefore,and Wedneſday night, being ſpent ia Plundring

the Citic and Cloſe, on Thurſday morning between nine 
and ten ot the clock ( hoares ſer apaxr, for beter imploy+ 
ments, and therctore | pgs. in probabilnie cheſs by 
them , being, reſolved to prophane every thing that was 
Canonical) violently break open the Cathedrall Charch, 
and being carred, to let in che ploy they preſencly open

{toad ready, uay greedy to rob God and pollute his Tem- 
ple, The covres, being open , as if they meant to invade 
God himiclic as well as his potlcſhon , they enter the 
Caucch wich Cplours tlying, their Drums beating , cheir 
Marches fired,and that all might have their partin ſo hor+ 
rid an atrcinpt, ſome of their T roops of Horle allo accom- 
panied chem in their march, and rode up through the bo- 
dy of the Church and Quireuactill chey came tothe Altar, 
there they begia their work, chey rudely pluck dowae the 
Table and break che Rayle: and atterwards carrying jt to 
an Ale-houſe, they ſer it on hire, and in that fire burnt rhe 
Boks of Common Prayer, and all the Singing books be« 
longing ro the Quire : they throw downthe Organs, and 
breake che Stories of the Old and New Teſtamear, curi- 
ouſly cur our in carved work,beautified with Colours,and 
ſer round abour the top of che Stalls gf the Quire : trom 
hcnce they rurne tro the Monuments of the dead , tbme 
they utter:y demoliil, , others they deface, I hey begin 
with 83ſhop Fox iis Chappell , which they vurerly detace, 
hey break all che glaflke Windows of this ChappeLnor be- 
cauſe they had any Pictures inthem, either ot Patriarch, 
Prophet, Apoille or Saint, bat becauſe they were of pain- 
eed coloured-glaſle : They demoliſh and over-curne tlic 
Monuments of Cardinall Beaufort , lonne to T ns of 
Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, by Katberine Swinſort, Founder 
of the Hoſpirall of Saynt Crofje neare #iacbefler , who fate 
Biſhop of this Se fortic three years, They defacethe Mo- 
nument of will>1m of WainfietyBiihop ligewile of Winchec- 
fer, Lord Chansclloar of Eng/aed , and the Magnificeng 
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Founder of May dalen College in Oxford, which Monument 
in a gratefull pieric, being lately beaurified, by ſome that 
have,or lately had relawion to that foundation,made theſe 
Rebels mere cager 'ir, to deface 1; bur while thas 
College, the unparalleld example of bis bountic, Rands, 
in delpight of the malice of theſe inbumane Rebels ,Yillt- 
om of wainflet cannot want a more laſting Monument, co 
tranſmit his memory tc poſterity : from hence they goe in- 
ro Queen Marie: Chappel, ſo called, becauſe in it the was 
martied ro King Philip of Spaine : bere they brake the 
Communion Tatle ia pieces, & rhe Velver Chaire where- 
on ſhe {are when ſhe was married, Theyatrempred to.de- 
face the Monument of the late Lord I realurer the Earle 
of Portland,bur being in Bratlc,their violence made ſinall 
impreſſion on ic, therefore they leave thar , and turne t5 
his Fathers Monumenr, which beixg of Stone, was more 
obnoxious to their fury : an a Zuage for a Bi- 
led 1mtorhe error by the reſemblance or counterfeir 

of a ſquare Cap on the head of the Statue, they ſtrike off, 
nor opety che 's bar the head 100 of the Statya, and fo 
leave it. Among ft other Acts of Bountie and Pietic, done 
by Kichard Fox the fittic feventh Biſhop ot this See, he co- 
vered the Puire,the Pregbytciy,and the Ifles adjoyning, 
with a goodly:Vaulc,and new glazcd all the windowes of 
thar partot che Church , 2nd cauſed che dones of ſuch 
es, Proxces and trelates, as bad beene buried in this 
Church, and lay ditperſed and ſcaitered in feverall parts 
of the Cathedrall , ro be culle&cd and put into ſeverall 
Cheſts of Lead , with inſcriprions on cach Cheſt , whoſe 
bones lodged in chem; Theſe Cheſts(to prele; ve thent from 
rude and prophane hands) he cauſed to be placed on ihe 
rop of a wall, of exquifice workwanthip built by hi, to 
incloſe the Presby'ery : there , neverto be removed \ 35 6 
man __ thinke ) bur bye laſt Travpe, did reſt the 
botes of many Kings & Queens,as ct AlfredusyEdwaraus 
Serrionlle dre ms the brataes of Athe(ftane; Bagh wg en: 
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tus, Hardicanutus , Emma the Mocher , and Edward the 
Confeſſo; her Sonne , K:nigliſſss the Grſt founder of the 
Cathedrall of #sncheſter , Egbert who aboliſhing the Hep- 
tarchy of the Sazons,was the firſt i Monarch , willi- 
am Rufus , anddiverſc others ; wi ſe, in the Cheſts, 
were depoſited the bones of many Godly Biſhops, and Con- 
feſſors, as, of birinue, Hedda, Swithinus, Fritheftanas, 
Saint Elphegus the Conf-/ſor, Stigandus, ing, and others. 
Had not the barbarous inhumane impietic, of theſe Schi(- 
maticks and Rebells !hewed the contrary , we could not 
have imagined,that any ching buc the like Pietze that here 
mikrined them,or a Rrſarrcition ſhould cver have diſtur- 
bed the repoſe ot thele veuerable,yer not Popsſh Reliques, 
Bur theſe Monſters of men to whom nothing is holy , no- 
thing is Sacrcd,did not [tick ro prophane and violate theſe 
Cabiners of che dead , and to icarter their bones all ever 
the pavement of the © hurch: tor on rhe North fide of the 
Quire they-th1 ew down che Cacſts, wherein were 
the bones of the B1ſhops » the like they didtorhe bones of 
Viliam Ka frs,ot ( Jhucenc Emma \ of Hardicanztu , and 
Edward the Conjeſſor , and weie going on to praftiſe the 
like impietic 6: the bones of allthe reſt of the weft Sexon 
Kings, Burt the Our-cry of che people, dereſting ſo great 
inhumanitie , cauſcg lome of their Commanders (Cinore 
compaſiionte to thele ancient Monuments of the dead 
then the reſt ) ro come in an;ongſt them, and to reſtraine 
their madnes.

Church of Weltminiter : Together with their ſeveral 
Out rages and Abominations commit ied on the Catbe- 
drall Church of Excter, &c. 


F in the Catalogue of Plundered Cathedralls , we in- 

cowle the now CoVegiar Church of Wfminſter, I hore 
| ſhall nor be thought ro make my diſcewſe , no more of 
kin to my Tile, then Mountamne doth ſome of his ſages : 
For if we looke backe on the various candition of this 
Church (no place ſct apart tor Religions Perlons, havin 
ſo often ſhifred its owners ) we thall tnd that amongt 
many changes, it had the honour ot a B:ſhops See, On 
the diflolurion of the Abbies, amongſt che reſt, Hexry the 
Eighth ſupprefied this Monaſtery, and in the placethere- 
of tounded a Deancry, Annsyts35, And two yeares after, 
added a Biſhoprich to the Deanery. The Bithop fare herg 
bur nine yeares, and againe religned his dilapidared Re. 
venue ine the hands of a Deanes Atiddleſex, which wag 
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the Dioceſle of the Biſhoprick, being devolved to London 
yer though this Biſhoprick of #eflminſtey, as it relates to 
the Sexoxs, Was but of moderne Erection, yet in the time 
of the Ancient 8-4toxs,it was no lefle then the See of the 
Arcli-Biſhop of Loxdon: and theretore it is more then pro» 
bable,that,thar record which tells us,that the Arch-bithop 
of London Sce was planted in Saint Peters tz Cornhill, 
was either corrupted or miſtaken,for S, Pelers i T borue): 
for Sic ol;m i ſpinis, as Learned Cambden, and other An- 
riquaries affirm,from the great crop of thorns which here- 
rotore grew there,that which we now call Wet minſler, was 
then called Thornry. This Church ſo famons tor it's An- 
tiquitie, ſo admired tor it's Elegancy of Structure, eſpeci- 
ally by the addition of Heary tbeſeventb's Chappel,a Pile 
of that poliſhed magniticence, Ut omnemElegantiam in illo 
acervaiemdices , as if Art and Bountic had conſpired to 
rayſe itto a wonder ot the world. Laſtly, a Church {6 
vexerable,as being once the ſeat of an Arch-Biſhop, and a 
Biſhop, and now a long time the place where the Rage 
England receive their ſacred Vaition, and Crowns at their 
C ronation,and where their bodics reſt in honourable Se - 
pulrure, when they have exchanged their Temporall for 
Eternall Crownes. 1hbi Church , under theceye , and im» 
mediat protection of the precended Houſes of Varliament, 
had it's thare in ſpoyle and prophanation, as much as thoſe 
Cathcdralls which were more remote from them : tor in 
7#'ylaſt,1643 ſome Souldiers of Weſbborne and Cacwoods 
Companies( perhaps becaule there were no houſes in #eft- 
min/ter) were quartered in the Abby Church,where (as 
the reſt of our Moderne Retormers) they brake downthe 
Rayl abourthe Alcar,& burnc itinthe place where itſtood; 
They brake downe the Organs, and pawned the Pipes at 
ſeverall Ale-bouſcs tor pots of Ale : They pur on ſome of 
the Singing-mens Surplices,& in contempt of that Cano» 
nicall Habate, ran up and down the Church, he that wore 
the Surplice was the Hare, the reſt were the De To 
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ſhew their Chriſtian Libertie in the uſe of things , and 
that all Conſtcration , or Hallowing of things under the 
Goſpel, is bur a Jewiſh or Popiſh Superſticion,and that 
they are no longer ro be accounted holy , then char holy 
uſe ro which they ſerve, ſhall by the aRuall uſe onely, im- 
part atranlient holinefſe to them , they ſet Fermes abour 
the Communion Table,there they car, & chere they drink 
Ale and Tobacco : ſome of their owne Levites (if my In- 
relligence deceive me not) bearing them company , and 
councenancing ſo beaſtly Prophanarion, Nor was this 
done once to vindicate their Chriſtian Libertie , as chey 
call Prophamation it ſelfe , bur the whole rime of their a- 
bode there,thcy made ittheir commonrable on which they 
uſually dined and ſupp'd, though Saint Pau{calls  de- 
ſpifing the Church of Chriſt , and askes his Corinthians, if 
= had not houſes to eate and ts drink in 1 Cor,t1. They 
di exſeqgents of nature,and layd their excrements a* 
bour the Alrargand in moſt places of the Church, An abo- 
mination which God did provide again(t bya peculiar pro- 
hibicion in the Law of Moſes ; and thar,in places not ren» 
dred fodreadfull, by (o peculiar a manner of the preſence 
of God, as in the hallowed Temples of his publique wor- 
thip : God would nor permit the Fewes to do thele offices 
of nature in the Camp, they muſt have a place with»ut the 
Camp,and a Paddle to dig and covey it ; you have che Low, 
and rhe reaſon of the Law , both rogerher , they muſt nor 
doe ſo - For the Lord thy God walketh in the middeſt of the 
Campe, therefore ſhall thy ([ampe be ho'y, chat be ſee no #n- 
clean thing in thee,and turn away ſrom thee, Veut.23;12, 
If God,for theſe reaſons would not endure it in the Camp, 
how much more dath his ſoule abhorre ſuch beaſtly un- 
cleanneſſe in his Houſe, and holy Temple ? Nay, which is 
the height of all Impicry,they familarly kept their whores 
in che Church,and which 1 tremble to write ( Prodigious 
Monſters as they are ) lay with them on the very Altar it 
{elfe,and did in that place commic ſuch things as are vnhr 
© be done by Chriſtians R 3 Thers 
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' There remain yet two Profanations more of this Church, 
not ro be pallcd over in lence. The firſt was commited 
by Sir Robert Harlow , who breaking into Henry the ſe- 
venth's Chappell, brake down the Alcar-ſtone which ſtood 
betore that goodly Monument ot Henry the ſeventh; the 
ſtone was Touch-ſtone all of one piece,a Katitie nortro be 
marched that we know otgin any part ot the world ; there 
it ſtood tor manyyears,not tor ulc,but onlytor Ornament: 
yet it did not eſcape the trenzy of this mans ignorant zeal, 
for he brake it into thivers, The ſecond was commuted on 
the 13 of December, 3543. When the Carcafle of Fobn 
Pym (as much as the Lice tefr ot it) was brought into this 
Church, and after a Sermon preached by Stephen Mer- 
ſhek, Arch-Flamine of the Rebelis, and the Church Ser- 
vice Officiated by Lambart Grbaſt#, one of the Prebends 
of that Church , it was interr'd under the Monumentall 
None of one 1Fimdſor, buricd adout 200 yeares lince in the 
voyd ſpace, or pallage as you gve ro Heary the ſeventh's 
Cha ppell, betwcenc thc E ar's of Dovers place ot buriall, 
andibe Monument of Har y the Third, Founder of that 
Church : uſurp'd Enſigncs of hwmnour diſplayed over him, 
*Twas pirtic,that he, that 1n his lite had bin the Author of 
ſo much bloudſaed , and thuſe many calamicjes , under 
which this Kingdome y<r groancs,and therefore deterved, 
not oncly to have his dearh with the cranſgretiours and 
wicked, but atterward to be buricd with the burial of an 
Aſſe. drawn , aal caſt forth beys 14 the Gares of the City , 
Jer. 22. 19, ſhould ater his deata make bis Sepw/chre a+ 
mong(t the Honoura' le , and mingle his I/ulgar 1 Lew; 
aſhes, with thote of Kings, Princes, and Nob'es. 

The {xt Inſtance ot the Rebells Sacrilege and Pre. 
pheneneſe, which | ſhall preſent untothe world, isin the 
Cath drall Church of Exeter : Witich was once a Mina- 
fery, Founded by Atheltane the cighth King of England, 
of the Sox07 racc, & by lum conſecrated ta Saint Veter.Ed- 
ward the Conſyfor , removing all the Monks from hence, 
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and a ya, them at Veſlminſfter, which he had newlyfoun- 
ded 20x endowed, made it the Biſhops See for A and 
Cornewal ; That Vile which we now lee,owes it's being to 
many Founders. william warlwaſt, the third Biſhop of 
this Sec,after it was tranſlated from Cridington,or as it is 
now uſally called Kirtow,to E xeter,built the Quire which 
now is, but was intended by the Founder for the Nave or 
body of the Church : bur Peter Luivit che 13th. Biſhop 
of this See, layd the foundation of that which is now the 
body of the Church: bur he prevented by death , left the 
worke imperict : John Grandeſſon theretore , the leven- 
reenth Bithop of rhus $ee,rthinking rhe foundation layd by 
his Predeceſlor Quivill.to be taultic in Geometrical pros 
portions , the length not being anſwerable ro the heighe, 
added two Piltars more tothe lengthof the Nave of the 
Church; ofa diſtance,proportionable torhoſe layd before: 
he choſed up the ead with a wall of moſt exquibre worke, 
in which, he built a Lictle Chappell, and in that Chappell 
2 Monument, wherein himſclte was intombed. He builr 
likewiſe, the two fide Iles, and covered the whole Fabrick 
with an Archof exquiſite worke , and brought ir to ſuch 
perfeRion , that in ſplendor and magnificence , it gives 
precedency to few Cathedrals of the Kingdom:and which 
1s very remarkable , though chis Church was firſt began 
by King Athelftaze , and made many ſteps before it came 
to arrive at its perfeRon,(o that there are numbred almoſt 
five bandred eng from the laying the firſt tone , tothe 
covering of the Koofe ; yet the wiſedome aud care of the 
ſeverall BenefaRors was ſo great, that the moſt curious 
Surveyor , muſt contefle , thar the Symmetry of the parts, 
and the proper (ions of the whole, are ſo exact, as from the 
Foundatios to the Koofe, had been the work, not of one age 
enely, bur of one, and the ſame b2xd 7 and that the Orna- 
ments of the Church might be anfivcrable co the beaury 
of the StruRure ir ſelfe, Bi Grazdeſſon, beſtowed up» 


oft it Veſlcls of Gold, and Yeticlls of Silyer, Bookes, and 
R 4 all 
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all ocher kinds of rich furnicure, Copi4 Immenſ4, Immenþ 
pretis: in exceedzng great meaſure,of exceeding great price. 
All which, with many other things of necefiary uſe, and 
Publique Ornament, became a prey tothe Schiſmaricall 
Rebeclls ; whoſe hnne was 'o much the greater , becauſc 
being neither anraged by Gppoſ6140n, nor made inſoleat by 
conqueſt, (Apologies that may pollibly be raken up for 0- 
ther kebells, in other places, as Chichefter and winche= 
Rey) but which was a maine aggravation of their crime, 
Cit:Feas within their own wall , in coole b/ood, not prove- 
hid, \poyic , and lay waſt cheir Atotber-Charch : tor after 
this Citie (now moiſt unworthy of thoſe priviledges , and 
honorary rewards,once purchaied by their Loyaltie, now 
forfeited by ingraritude and rebellion) had once ſhut up 
their Gates againſt their King:it wasnor long before they 
ſhurup the Gaieslikewile of God's houſe, denying all ac- 
eclle to devour perſons, there co make their Prayers and 
Supplicarions: ſy neare bordering upon Kebell:-on againſt 
the Kiay , is Atheiſme and Con!empt of God : for having 
demandcd the Keyes of the Cathedral,and taken them in- 
ro their own cuſtody, they qucleprly interdiet divine Ser- 
vice to be celebrared:{» char forthe {pace ofthree quarters 
of a ycare,the Holy L twrgy lay totally filenced, Nor was 
the reſtraiar upon the Keading Deke only, the Pulpit was 
mzd: inaccelhible ro all Orthodox Loyell Minifers , and 
was open only ro Fai{ioaus \(bs(maticall Preachers , whole 
De@rine was Rebellion, and their Exhortation Treaſon, 
char ſo the people migat hear nothing bur what might fo- 
m: n: thcir diſloyaltie, and confirm them intheir unnatu- 
rall revolt, from their dutie and obedience. Having 
tae Church in their poſleſiion, in a moſt Puritanicall 
beaſtly manner , they make it a common Jakes for the 
Exonecrations of Nature, ſparing no place, neither the Al- 
tar, nor the Pulpit , though this laſt finds a berter place 
;n their eſtimation then the tormer : yes prophaned it was, 
any,'o prophancd, that it remains a doubt yer —

ned,which prophaned it moſt in their kinds,eithe1 the com- 
mon Souldiers,or their Le ayers, Over the Communion 
Tablc,in fair lerters of gold,was wricten the þ ty & bleſſed 
Name of Jeſws : this they expunge as Superflitious and 
cxccrable. On cach fide of the Commandemenrs, the Pi- 
Quresof Moſes and Aaron were drawnin full proportion: 
theſc they deface, they teare the Books of Commen-Pray- 
ers to pieces , and as if this had bin wo {mall a conrtempr, 
and deſpite done to that forme of Gods holy worſhip,they 
uſe them, as it they had been a ſecond ſacrifice of Curious 
Arts, and burne them at the Alter with exceeding great 
Exultation and expreſlions of joy. T hey made the Church 
their Store-houſe where they kept their Ammunition and 
Powder, and planted a Court of Guard ro arrend it , who 
uſed rhe Church,with the ſame reverence that they would 
an Alc-houle , anddctiledir with tipling and taking To- 
bacco : they broke and defared all the glatie wincows of 
the Church , which cannor be repaired for many hundred 
pounds : and letr all thoſe ancient Monuments, being 
painted glallc,and containing matter of Story only,a nw- 
lerable Ipeftacle of commaleration to all well-atle&ed 
hearts that behold them. They ſtrovok oft the heads of all 
the Statues on all » enuments in the Chureh , cipecally 
they deface the Biſhops Tombs, leaving one without a h; ad, 
another without a Noſe, one without 2 bazd, and another 
without an arme. A lad Embleme of that Trunke of Zi 
copacy,which the accuried Atbezſty of theſe rimes have t3n- 
cied to theinlel ves, and endeavoured; a poore deformed, 
mangled,murtilated rbing , having neither he-d of Prel. - 
tion, nor face of honour, nor arme, nor hand, nor finger of 
power and jurisdiffion : they pluck down and detace the 
Statue of an ancient Queen, the wite of Edward the Cor 
feſor,the firſt Founder of this Church, miſtaking :r for 
che Statue of the bleſſed Virgin Mary,the Mother 6} God; 
So ſhe was ſtiled by the holy Catholique Church , many 
yeares before it was in danger to be vored Blaſphemy in 
tat 
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that Committee where learned Miles Corbet fare in the 
Chaire. They brake downe the Organs, and taking rws 
or three hundred Pipes with them , ina moſt ſcornefull 
contempruous manner , went up and downe the ſtreers 
piping with them : and meeting with ſome of rhe Chori- 
ſters of the Church , whoſe Surplices they had ſtolne be- 
force, and imployed them tv baſe ſcrvile offices, ſoftingly 
told them, Bayes, we bave 'povied your trade , you muſt got 
and (ing bot Pudding Pyes. y the ab'olntenefle of their 
power , they ſend forth their Warrants to rake away the 
Lead oft a Conduir and a great Ciſtern that ſtood in the 
middeſt of the Cloſe, giving plentifull ſupplyes of warer 
to many hundreds of Inhabiranes ; and by vertue of che 
{ame warrant,rhey give their agents power to take a great 
quantitic of Timber, which was layd up and deſigned for 
the repairing ot the Church ; ſuch Timber as that it will 
be a very hard matter to procure the like,all Timber nor 
being fic tor that uſe ; and with theſe a great ſtock ot Lead 
out of the conmon Store-houle, reſerved there for the ſame 
purpole ; which warranrs were accordingly put in execu- 
tion eo the full. They did cnter into a Conſultation abour 
raking downe the Bells, and all che Lead that covered the 
Church, to convert them into warhke Ammunition , the 
Bells might be caſt int» Cannon, the Lead into Bullets, 
both would ſerve towards the effeRing their 1 rayterous 
defignes. They took downe the Gates of the Cloſe,which 
the Deane and Chapter bad ſet up, and kept locked every 
might for their ſecuritic : which Gare> they imployed , to 
help forward and ſtrengrhen their Fortifications ; They 
lay intollerable | axes on moſt of the Members of the 
Church, and whoſoever refuſed rv ſubmit ro thoſe moſt 
unjuſt ilegall Impofirions , were threatacd ro have 
their houſes Plundered , and their perſons ſent on ſhip- 
board ; where they muſt expe uſage , as bad as at Ar- 
gier,or the Gallzes. Door 2urxel,a grave Learned man, 


*% and Canonot that Church , retufing to ſubmir co their 


Tax- 
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Taxations, they gave command (though he were at that 
time lick and continaed, not only to his Chamber,bur to his 
bed) ro take hin: in the —_—_— bring bim away to Pri- 
ſon,though on brought him in his bed ; but upon much 
importunirie, ſome ot the beſt ranke vt the Cizzzens be» 
ing cendc;ed his ſecuritie, to render himlelte a true priſo* 
ner,for that time they lett him, For the like retuſall, chey 
rooke Dottor Hutchinſon, another Canon of the Church, 
a man oft a weake and inhrme body, bit ot a vigorous 
knowing Soulc; and violently carryed him towardsthe 
hip, there toimprifon him ; by che way as they carryed 
him along, he was (not only by the permifhon bur by the 
incouragement of rthole thar led tum Captive blaſted, and 
abuſed , and howted at by tlie boyes , and expoſed torhe 
aff.onts and revilings of the baſe inſo;cart multitude + at 
twelve of the clock at night they ſeized on Maſter Hibzay 
in his bed, and another Canon of that Church, being al- 
moſt touricore and ten yeares ot age, and torthe like re- 
tuſall, becauſe he would not disburle ſuch ſums as they 
demanded,tor the mauncnance vt this horrid Rebellion, 
tey carry him hi ſt ro the priſon , and from thence to the 
dhip ; Inthe way to the Priſon,they throw dirtin his face, 
and Leat the goud old manz o cruelly that his roaring and 
our-cryes were heaid, and pittied by all his neip hbours : 
and at laſt,not able to indure(byreaſon ut his extream old 
age)rhe barbarous uſage ot the Rebells, he was forced to 
redcem his libertie at cight hundred pounds ; and pow ha- 
ring diſpolleticd the owners, the Rebels hnd new imploy- 
ments for the Canons houſes ; ſome of them they convert 
to Priſons, and in an Apith imication, call chem by the 
names of Newgate, Kings bench, Marſhalſey ; others they 
unpluy, as Hoſpitals tor fick or maimed Souldiers: Some 
they uſe as Slaughter-bouſes and Sbambles: and tor the 
Biſhops Pa/ace,they might have called it their Smith eld, 
for in, and abour irzthey kept r'icir tar Oxen and ſheepe, 
and all their Plundered Proyihhon, Thelc CNY 1. 
touty 
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fouly abuſed, yet doe fill ſtand, as to upbraid the Rebels 
injuſtice and oppreſſion; fo to give entertainment to their 
own Maſters,or their ſucceſlours, unleſle ſome men, poſ- 
ſefſed with worſe devils rhen ruled intheſe children of difſe 
obedience, ſhall ro their juſt damnation alienate them 
from their Originall uſe ; bur other houſes belonging wo 
the Church, they ſer on fire, and burn downtothe ground : 
tor they burnt downe the Guild Hall in Saint Sidwelx, 
belonging to rhe Dean and Chap'er , and as many houſes 
more of the ancient Inheritance and Revenues as were 
worth 100 (s per annum, making likewiſe great havock 
and ſpoyle ot their Woods and Limber,maliciouſly inten- 
ding ro diſable them trom re-edifying what they had moſt 
barbatouſly burnt downe.

When Peada the firſt C hriſtian King of the AMercians, 
ro progrgan the faith of Chtiſt, layd the foundation, bur 
had a ſudden perivd pur to his lite and pious intentions 
by his unnaturall and wicked mother , #olphey his bro- 
ther, albeit at the firſt averlce, yer afterwards a convert ro 
Chriſtianicic , (to expiace the murther of his rewo ſonnes 
whom he had cruclly pur to death for iwbraciog the Goſ- 

| before him) by the help of his brother Ethelred, and 

is iſters K mburge, and Xinſwith , having finifhed thar 
worke in the yeaic of our Lord, 633. conſecrated itto the 
memory of Saint Peter (whence the place ever fince hath 
been filed ieteyborowgh, which before was called Medeſ- 
wel bamfied, 0: Medetbamites ) and it continued tor the 
=_ ot two hundred and fourteen yeares, in ſuch glory, 
that in the judgement of our Learned Antiquary, Mane» 
fterium ſuit longe Celtbratiffimumytill tbe Dans mallacred 
the Monks, and deſtroyed that place of deyation , which 
was atter an 108. yeares reſtored to its former ſtate, by 
Etbetwosld Biſhop of Wixcbefter , aflifted by King Edgar 
and Adalph his Chancetions , abour the yeares of our 
Lord, 960. in which it remainded , untill coverous Sacrie 
lege began to ger the upper hand of well.meaning chari- 
ue in his reigne, who was as fitly, as truly faid to haye had 
Ingentes virtuter,xec minora vitia,though at the undoing 
ot its Kindred,this had leaſt reaſon to complaine , being 
then advanced to a Biſhops See 3 Bur this third woe hath 
ſo much disfigured that Majeſtic, which rill chen this buil- 
ding rerained in its fore-tront, this Cromwel hath fo tarre 
our-yied in aQRsof Victie his Precedent , that Cromwel in 
Henry he eighth's time, this place hath now ſuffered in ſo 
great a manner tor its Lcyaltic,as thar we know not where 
to enter upon the narration of the lame , except at the 
great Weſt-window (where his Souldicers made _ fit 
teach 
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breach and entrance)which was adorned with ſuch variery 
of Eccleſiaſticall Hiſtory , as will evidence them to be 
deformers of that through Reformation in our blefled 
Queenes rime of happy memory , whom notwithſtanding 
they ſo highly cryed up. From thence they preſently hur- 
ried to the Quire,where as ſoone as they had broken open 
the doores, they, according ta their trade and euſtome in 
other places, tell on rearing in pieces the Books of Divine 
Service, and Sacred Anthems, yea (which'may ſeem more 
ſtrange ) they were (o hot againſt Preaching or hearing 
Sermons, that a!l rhe ſe its of the Audnors were plucked 
up,and the /'s/pit , the place of the Divine Oracle, and 
the Booke-ſear pulled downe , with that black- mourhed 
cry, Downe with that throne of A«tichriſt, downe with it 
even to the ground, And when their zeale had driven 
them to that height of impierie , that ſome ſtanders by 
could not beho!d it without great relu@ancy,which moved 
one of them to requeſt Cromwell, that he would pleaſe ro 
ſtay his Souldiers tron turther defacing and ruining that 
place,all rhe forisfaftion he could ger,was but a provocati- 
on to further miſchiet,rep!lying, T hat his gods were a pul- 
ling down,and when thc other an{wered, That the God he 
ſerved was beyond the »' th of Souldiers , Cromwel told 
them, That (hey di4 G 4d zood ſervice in that attion, as it 
evenintheſe days were fulhli-d that Prophefie of our Sa- 
viour, 7oh.16.2. The time u comming , who/orver doth 
the gre.rcſt Arfchrefe will trinthe be ſerveth Gzd, But 
obſerve rhe wages that Divine Juſtice repayed one of them 
tor their worke,which may reſtific how he accepred of the 
ſame ; Whenrthey had demoliſhed the juire,the Eaſt-end 
was the next they ajined at, where one eſpying, in the root 
righrover tne CE mr war Table, our Saviour pourtrayed, 
comming in plory with his holy Angels, and at the tourc 
corners tour t yangeliſts{none of which they will endure, 
28 knowing how oppolitc they are unto them) he charged 
his Musket ro ſ}:atter them duwn,bui-by the rebound of his 
cwn 
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ewn ſhort was ſtruck blind ; If he did his God there- 
by,he did humſeltc and ill curne,his wickednefle falling on 
tis own pate ; He lay a long while in a wotull condition, 
and never recovered his tormer ſight ; His life by Gods 
mercy was reprieyed , rhat he might repent , but he was 
ſurely ſcourged,that he might take notice there is puniſh» 
ment for Sacrilege, and beare witnelle of rhar truth unto 
his fellowes, alrhough he tound more favour then Calift- 
benes, who anempring co burne the Temples , by letting 
fire on the Gates , was for that a& himſcltc burned; or 
Alcimus , who whil'ſt he was pulling the houſe of God 
downe , was ſtruck with a Pallic , and dyed in torment. 
Some would have thought, that, that remarkable judge- 
ment overtaking him ſo onthe ſudden.ſufflaminated their 
running on, and that ſtriking of him blind , ſhould have 
opened their eyes, Bur ler favour be ſhewed ro the wick- 
ed, yerthey will not learne righteouſneſle in the land of 
uprightnelle , they will dcale unjuſtly , and will nor be- 
hold the Majeftic of the Lord ; but Lord, when thy hand 
» lifted upthey will nor ſce , as thou fore-roldeſt by thy

Cure of Stone-wot key over the Altar, admired by all tra- 
vellers for the excellent anifices, which was no ways gui 
tyof ſu perſtitious wor kmanthip,theymade all ot it rubbiſh, 
breaking up alſo the Rayles of which theycompiled bone- 
hres, tumbling the Communion Table over and over, they 
were alſo, ſooffended with all memorialls of the dead; 
(knowing themſelves in the number of thoſe whoſe memo- 
rics at the beſt ſhall periſh , as if they had never _— 
that 
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tharnot one Monument in the Churcheſcaped undefaced, 
no not uf the Pious BenefaRors(whole accuſation was ſuf 
ficient, they had done good to the Church) nor thoſe two 
faire Tombes of Ka herine Quern Dowager of Spaine,the 
Repudiate of King H. 8. and Mayy, albeit Lure: of Scots. 
It was great a cri ne to have brene \Queenes, the maible 
walls, and guards of irons wherewith they were {urtoun- 
ded and incircled,cu!d not preſerve chem in repoſe trom 
all thcir milerics , but they would adde this one uns the 
reſt,co lay the Em.lemeaot their honours in the duſt, pul- 
ling away the Hearlc of black Velvet, and carting away 
whatſoever was vendible : When their unhallowed toy+ 
lings had made them out of wind, they took breath afreſh 
on two pou of Organs , piping with the very ſame abour

belonging thereto , which were many , and richly ador- 
ned, but the daughters fared no better then their Mo- 
ther ; therc was nor ſuffered any window ts remain un- 
ſhartered,or remarkable place in them unruined,their in- 
rent be:ng to leave thoſe conſecrated wals as a room fitted 
fur vermine to nelſtle in,or which was worſe for Cap. 4f#- 
well to exerciſe his Souldiers in, where while he was 
in Town he made his Rendezvous, and when they went a*
